There are cooks enough to spoll any 
broth; but, fortunately, each cook is 
detailed to some one special detail of 
the cuisine and only a few are turned 
loose upon the broth. The sauce chef

There are East Indian experts among 
the cooks, men who can prepare cur-

Danger Lurks in the Path of Un- 
wary People—Four Men and Many 
Horses Killed by Contact With Broken

[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—Malil advices 
from Philadelphla say that city is as 
completely Shut off from electric com- 
munication with the outside world as 
though such a thing as a telegraph or 
telephone wire never existed. The 
storm is the most disastrous, as 
wires are concerned, that has e vis- 
ited that section. 
Within the city limits scarcely a sin- 
gie overhead wire is in working order. 
Poles are down In all directions, and 
wires are dangling from housetops on 
nearly every street. On Front street, 
which skirts the Delaware River, thirty 
big poles on one line were broken off, 
and are lying in the street. This is 
but one route. There are dozens of 
routes leading into the city, and almost 
all of them are as badly crippled. It is 
stated that on the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road between Philadelphia and New 
Brunswick, more than 150 poles are 
down. Officials of the telegraph com- 
panies say it will be fully a week be- 
fore all of the routes are even in fair 
working condition. Tue damage to 
wires apparently is much worse than 
was inflicted. by the memorable biliz- 
zard of 1888, although the storm does 
not cover nearly so much territory. 
Four persons were killed in Philadel- 
phia during yesterday and last night by 
coming in contact with heavily-charged 
wires. At least twenty-five horses 
were killed during the day by broken 
wires. 
Late last night the street-railway 
company operating all the lines was 
compelied to abandon its service, and 
at midnight the efforts of the offj[cials 
were devoted entirely to getting the 
cars then on the streets back into the 
car sheds. By ts morning, however, 
they had succeeded in clearing the 
wires sufficientiy to permit the run- 
ning of a few cars on each line. 
Hundreds of men are at work clean- 
ing the wires, and until they are con- 
vinced that ail danger from contact 
with electric-light wires is past, the 
officials of the various telegraph com- 
panies will not attempt to operate their 
wires. 
STORM’'S WORK IN GOTHAM. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
NEW YORK, Feb. 22.—The sleet 
storm that struck New York proved 
to be the most severe that has been 
éxperienced for several years. Tele- 
graphic communication was almost 
completely suspended until this even- 
ing, when it was generally restored. 
Throughout the day the streets were 
rendered nearly impassable by slush, 
many of them almost presenting the 
appearance of rivers, the sewers being 
incapable of carrying off the overfiow. 
Owing to the holiday, street-car traffic 
was at a minimum. 
The greatest damage was sustained 
in Brooklyn, where scores of horses 
were killed by contact with live wires, 
which were everywhere prostrated. In 
Prospect Park and in many of the ave- 
nues, hundreds of trees were denuded 
of jce-laden branches. Brooklyn bridge 
presented a brilliant spectacle, being 
completely encased in a glittering crys- 
tal coating. On Staten Icland hardly 
a wire was left standing, agd traffic 
was everywhere suspended. 
More than one hundred dead horses 
lay on the streets throughout the city. 
Many of them — from exhaus- 
tion, and others broke their legs, and 
had to be shot. 
The great storm did more damage in 
the suburbs than in the city. The 
wind had full sweep, and in the towns 
and villages of Eastern New Jersey, 
Long Island and Westchester county 
trolley and telephone service was aban- 
doned, and the ground is strewn with 
broken wires and trees.

We know very little from history, 
from written facts, of that life after 
birth in the hillsides of Bethlehem, of 
the flight into Egypt, and of the return 
to the beautiful city that looks out 


centuries has been the gra y of Pal- 
estine. But, as Aristotle, somewhere 
says, “Poetry is truer than history,” 
and when one visits the spot and is 
taken possession of by the Christ that 
is still alive in the Holy Land, one may 
perhaps divine thoughts of that life 
which are closer to reality than if some 
historians like Jorcphus and others had 
jotted them down from the standpoint 
of the Roman or Greek world. 

You must watch the little boys at 
their play along the hilisides, hee how 
—2— they move in their flowing 
garments, have them follow your horse, 
and with their slings of woven co 
throw stones for you with the accuracy 
that David had in the use of his little 
sling of the same order, to understand 
what that boyhcod was like. The East 
does not change, and in two thousand 
years, despite the armies that have 
devastated Palestine, that roadway 
of the ancient world which was only 
150 miles in iength, and perhaps eighty 
in width, it has remained the same 
country. The same skies, the same

two thousand years ago. 
REAL PICTURE FOUND IN TYPES. 
We must take that child out of the 
hands of the old masters, out of the 
conventional draperies that have been 
wrapped about Him, and place Him in 
the light flowing garment that the 
Arab and Bedouin boy wears today. 
He must have His hair flowing in the 
wind or bound about with the cloth 
of cotton which He may at will draw 
over His face to protect Him from the 
wind or burning sun. We must look 
into the blue eres which one meets 
occasionally toda, and which were 
not uncommon in the days when 
Nazareth was a Roman sion. 
We must abandon the idea of His dis- 
puting with the doctors in the temple, 
and understand that He merely talke ! 
as a child might do today in the 
outer courts, and look upon much that 
has come down to us in the symbolica! 
way that the Arab looks upon things 
today. 
We find tn the marshy places of the 
Jordan thousands of Bedoutins, with 
their tents of goatekin, who have had 
their camping ground there from pre- 
historic times. They have been driven 
out only to return after the énemy 
has left their country or they have 
been strong enough again to get pos- 
session of the land which they felt 
belonged to them by divine right. One 
may well speak of the Hast as un- 
changing! One lonely minaret, from 
which at sunset the sheik calls the 
few Mohammedans who live in this 
Christian city to prayer, and an- 
nounces, with his hand at the side 
of his mouth to carry his voice over 
the hills, that there is only one God 
and Mohammed is his greatest proph- 
et—one minaret alone tells the trav- 
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eler and the artist that the little town

about us are eigns of the Christian 
faith. The most interesting spot, per- 
haps, of any is the small chapel bullt 
over the workshop of Joseph on a 
height which commands the surround- 
ing country to the south and north, 
and from the threshold of which the 
Christ Child could see the distant 
hills of Samaria, where in later life 
He was to stop and talk with the 
woman at the wen and to impress 
upon her the fact of His divinity. 
The happiest painting of the past 
years that has been made is, per- 
haps, that of Hoffman, of the boy 
Christ disputing with the doctors. But 
it is not a great work of art, and it 
is not true to the conditions that ex- 
isted at that time, nor in costume 
or guise to the Child it represents. 
It is in no sense oriental or eastern, 
but is a painting made in the studio 
of the ertist, happy in conception. It 
appeals to the popular sense because 
the painter has infused into the face 
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of the Child something of the d- 
vihe life He possessed. But this ts 
an age that demands truth; it is no 
longer satisfied with flowing draper- 
les and trains of following angels and 
stage scenery, and I count it a happy 
thing that the age demands not only 


truth, but character; it .shows that 
man is caming into closer relation- 
ship with the Author of all truth 
God Himeelf. When we think, for in- 
stance, of the Child being born in the 
Stable in Bethichem, the Anglo-Saxon 
imagination thinks of such a stable 
as we »e here—on the east or west 
side—apart from the dwelling and 
surrounded by coarse attendants and 
by the accessories which go to make 
up the modern stable. * 
But in the East, at that time, the 
stable was merely a division or 4 por- 
tion of the large khan, or inn, where 
the traveler stopped for rest and re. 
ent, and which one sees in Italy 
and other countries today. A large

space is enclosed tby a wall, with huge 
gates for an entrance, which are shut 
at night to keep out marauders and 
brigands. The divisions between the 
traveler and his camel or donkey are 
of a fragile nature. 

One can see such a khan on the road 
from Jericho to Jerusalem, known as 
the Inn of the Good Samaritan, where, 
in truth, refreshment is furnished to 
man and beast. And no doubt the 
spot that ia pointed out in the Church 
of the Nativity was merely a portion 
or a part of a khan, where the trav- 
eler rested his horse or donkey, and 
either ate alongside of his beast or 
in an adjoining room, that had no 
door for division, but merely a sus- 
taining column or beam to strengthen 
the roof. Let wa, then, forget our 
modern idea of a stable, and think of 
the birthplace ef our Lord as quite a 
natural one for the time and epoch, 
where any child might have been born 
except that of a Roman Prince or one 


ef the Roman aristocracy. It might 
‘be well to do away with the idea of 
all that is miraculous im the child- 
hood of the Master, and so bring it 
closer to our own childhood and our 
own children. 


The poem hangs on the berry bush 
When comes the poet's eye, 
And the whole street is one masque- 


rade, 

When Shakespeare passes by. 

Every child life is miraculous, if we 
have the insight to see it. That He was 
a remarkable child cannot be doubted, 
and yet we must remember that at the 
age ot twelve in the East a Siri is 
given in marriage and a boy is often 
as far developed as a man of twenty 
in our land. He does not have to con- 
tend with the physical sciences; he 
does not have thrust upon him books 
and pamphiets without number, to 
confuse and distract his plain and m- 
ple thinking. Christ was educated as 
were all the children of His time, first 
by the lovely and lowly Mary, His 
mother, a beautiful type of the purest 
and most gentle womanhood. and a 
type that the Rothan church has used 
to dignify woman, so that her place 
has risen from that of a slave or toy 
to that of a companion and helpmate 
of man. His father was a man of 
more than ordinary ability. Tradition, 
which lives for thousands of years in 
the East, represents him as a serious, 
hard-working man, whose interest was 
largely in his work bench and in de- 
veloping his children to the best of his 
ability. 

But to return to this simple work- 
shop, where the Christ Child spent 
many hours of His day, when His 
brothers were tending the sheep upon 
the hillside. He brought His wonder- 
ful creative ability. to bear upon the 
simple workmanship which was pro- 
duced by Joseph, His father. In those 
days the craft of the carpenter was 
very different from what it is today. 
Today He would be called a master 
workman, for then men cared for the 
impress of the hand upon the work, 
and each carpenter could turn out all 
the details of the house and bring to 
his work the art and training that 
were neceseary to lift him above a 
mere Bedouln herdsman or a soldier in 
the armies of Rome. 

There is one picture here represented, 
executed by Murillo, who never visited 
the Holy Land, but who, through his 
creative genius and that divine Meal- 
tem which is the artist's birthright, 
fave to it that wonderful touch which 
must make it lve forever. But the 
face is not intense or forcible enough. 
The boys of Nazareth have keen, sharp 
faces, deen-set eyes, smooth brows, 
black or Tond and reddish hair, and 
are quick to learn any word that may 
serve them in the direction of their 
work. The frequent allusions in the 
New Testament to the shepherd and 
his sheep 60 to prove that the Master 
was familiar with every detail of the 
shepherd's Ute, and one can scarcely 
understand that unlees he climbs over 
the hills with their olive trees and 
sycamores, and here and there a sa- 


cred grove, and watches some boy of | 


ten or twelve call to his sheep and secs 
them turn suddenly from their grazing 
and follow him, or dart in another di- 
rection with the precision of the shep- 
herd dogs of the Scotch Highlanders. 
The “sheep hear my voice and I know 
them and they follow me —and we 
know that those little footsteps went 
in quest frequently of a lost lamb 


bleating upon the hills which had 

strayed from His father’s flock. 

POPD Los GIFT A WONDERFUL 
PICTURE. 


Pope Leo XIII gave to that simple 
chapel, presided over by the Capuchin 
monks, a wonderful picture—to the au- 
thor’s thinking the most remarkable 
one and the most accurate delineation 
of the subject that has been produced 
in modern times. R@production can 
give only a faint idea of its beauty and 
color and meaning. In the center 
stands the Christ Child, with face 
turned toward the spectator, working 
intently with a ground plane upon 
what gppears to be a cross. We know 
that the cross dates back at least 
three thousand years B. C., to the 
Babylonian epoch and rule in Palestine, 
as we find it constantly used in cunei- 
form inscriptions and upon the monu- 
ments of the Babylonian and Egyptian 
kings. At first it meant power—since 
the days-of the crucifixion it has come 
to mean sacrifice. 

There, then, is the Christ Child at 
work. On the right stands his father, 
looking intently at the work, and the 
artist has foreshadowed in a most 
happy way the Christ that is to 5 
that is, we see that the head 
father is like the heads of the 
that have come down to us through 
ages—not the conventional head, 
the traditional head, and the head that 
one sees now and again on the 
roads of Galilee today. The father is 
intent upen the work, but on the other 
side of the canvas, seated upon 
steps of stone and stucco that lead te 
an upper sleeping apartment, sits 
Mary, the mother, with the hand loom 
arrested for the moment, gazing in- 
tently upon her child, her heart bent 
upon her son, dreaming half sadly of 
His future, with 


the sacrifice and ill that must 
her child. 7 

The artist has made a most happy 
contrast between the mother and the 
father. On the ground are some doves 
picking up bits of straw and the wheat 
that has fallen from the manger close 
at hand, where the donkey is kept 
which was necessary for any man whe 
made journeys over the hills to Sa- 
maria, or on to Jerusalem, or down to 
the Great Plain and back again. 

The simple-hearted monk permitted 
me to sit there quietly and study this 
picture, and seemed surprised that I 
cared to linger where the average tray 
eler glanced about, consulted his Bae- 
deker and moved on. The artist had 
come down to Nagareth, had walked 
over its hills, had watched the children 
at their play or following the sheep 
patiently as they grazed from hillock to 
hiltep. Renan and a few German 
critics have done their utmost to dir- 
credit the histortcal accuracy of these 
spots that tradition has held to as the 
birthplace, the workshop and the place 


of crucifixion of the Master, but when 
all is told they only give you their own 
opinion or what M. Renan thinks or be- 
lieves, and for my part I prefer, with 
the men who have loved this life and 
these holy places, to believe the tradi- 
tions and the feeling that possesses the 
poet and the artist as he lingers on 
these sacred spots. I prefer to believe,

Paul Cinquevalll, the great juggier 
who will appear this week at the Or- 
pheum, was born at Lisa, Poland, June 
oY, 1859, and when 2 years old was 
taken to Berlin.

AT HOME AND ABROAD. - 


Worship Music. 

Gerrit Smith, Mus. Doc., writes enter- 
tainingly on the subject of worship 
music. He gives the following brief 
history of it: 

“The cultivation of music as an art 
was begun by the medieval monks of 
the Roman Catholic Church. Singing 
schools were established by Pope y- 
vester in Rome about. A.D. 314. in the 
middle of the fourth century antiphonal 
chanting was made a required part of 
the church service at Antioch, and a lit- 
tle later the Council of Laodicea for- 
bade congregational singing and con- 
fined the service to a trained choir. 
St. Gregory arranged the mass in its 
present form about 600 A.D. 

The Emperor Charlemagne proved 
himself a zealous apostie of the musical 
system of St. Gregory, and founded 
music schools in France and Germany. 

“Queen Elizabeth in 1559 directed her 
clergy that in the beginning or at the 
end of evening prayer there may de 
sung a hymn or such like song to the 
praise of Almighty God, in the best 
melody or music that may be devised, 
having respect that the sentence of the 
hymn may be understood and per- 
ceived. 

“Oratorio was so called from its orig- 
inally having been performed in the 
‘oratory’ (Italian ‘Oratorto.’) It is an 
improvement upon the old form of mir- 
acie play. The first eratorio of note 
was produced in 1600. 

“Such were the beginnings of church 
music. It ts evident, then, that. the 
church, like a careful mother, has, in 
the Old World, ever watched over and 
regulated all that was done in her 
music. 

“It ie suggested that while the prog- 
ress of music in this country was 
thwarted by the early church, the tend- 
ency of church enlightennient is now 
realized by a consideration of the char- 
acter of church music of the present 
day, together with an estimate of the | 
yearly expenditure of the churches 
upon music. In art, literature and 
science, America has made remarkable 
progress; in no one direction, however, 
has she made more rapid or greater 
strides than in the character of her 
music. This applies also to her church 
music.

The National Irrigation Association 
stands for a principle. It demands that 
what is left of the public domain shal 
be reserved for actual settlers, and that 
the further spollation of the public 
lands by speculators and its absorp- 
tion into great ranches to the exclusion 
of home builders must and shall be 
stopped. It will never surrender or 
compromise that principle for mere ex- 
pediency or to gain a temporary ad- 
vantage. 

“Does not the House bill as reporten 
reserve the land for homestead set- 
tlers?

“No,” he replied, “it does not, al- 
though it Is so drawn that it would de- 
ceive many people into thinking it did. 
It says in section 3 that the lands pro-

[Alton Correspondence Chicago In- 
ter-Ocean:] Within a few months the 
famous old dueling ground in St. 
Charles county, Mo., will have ceased 
to exist. The shifting current of the 
Mississippi River has attacked the lit- 
tle plot of land, and it is rapidly suc-

he St. Charles duelin round has 
been the scene of — ale of 
honor” than any other one Spot in the 
western country. Its chief title to 
fame, however, rests on the fact that 
it was there that Abraham Lincoin met 
James A. Shields, afterward brigadier- 
general and United States Senator from 
the States of Illinois, Minnesota and 
Missouri, successively, in the only duel 
to which he was ever provoked. 
The dueling ground is directly across 
the river from this city. In the early 
days of the State it was much fre- 
quented by those who thought their 
honor required vindication with the 
pistol or sword, and the accessibility 
of the place soon gave it a wide repu- 
tation. The laws of Illinois did aot 
look kindly on the practice of dueling, 
and ibed such penaities for the 
practice that even the most hot-headed 
fire-eater was glad to get outside the 
State before a hostile meeting with an 
adversary. The laws of Missouri took 
no cognizance of the dueling habit, and 
it was considered —_ the proper 
thing then to determine disputes by 
the shedding of biood. 
That was in the old days, however. 
A more enlightened spirit has since 
prevailed in reference to such customs, 
and in consequence it has been many 
years since a duel has taken place on 
the St. Charles ground. Its fame nas 
made it consecrated ground in the 
memory of many Illinocisans and Mis- 
sourians, and a few years after the 
war steps were taken to preserve the 
spot in its original shape. The duel- 
ng ground was in a little ravine, 
through which @ creek at one time 
wound its way. This disappeared one 
summer, and left nothing to show its 
former presence, but its desolate bed 
and a number of huge boulders that 
the waters had left sticking up from 
the ground. Enough money was raised 
by subscription to remove thése bould- 
ers and to erect an iron fence around 
the grounds, and in that condition they

been the scene of more “affairs of 
honor” than any other one Spot in the 
western country. Its chief title to 
fume, however, rests on the fact that 
it was there that Abraham Lincoin met 
James A. Shields, afterward brigadier- 
general and United States Senator from 
the States of Illinois, Minnesota and | 
Missouri, successively, in the only duel 
to which he was ever provoked, 


the river from this city. In the early 
days of the State it was much fre- 
quented by those who thought their 
honor required vindication with the 
pistol or sword, and the accessibility 
of the place soon gave it a wide repu- 
tation. The laws of Illinois did aot 
look kindly on the practice of dueling, 
and such penalties for the 
practice t 

fire-eater was glad to get outside the 
State before a hostile meeting with an 
adversary. The laws of Missouri took 
no cognizance of the dueling habit, and 
it was considered quite the proper 
thing then to determine disputes by 
the shedding of blood. 


A more enlightened spirit hag since 
prevailed in reference to such customs, 
and in consequence it has been many 
years since a duel has taken place on 
the St. Charles ground. Its fame nas 
made it consecrated ground in the 
memory of many Illincisans and Mis- 
sourians, and a few years after the 
war steps were taken preserve the 
spot in its original shape. The duel- 
ing ground was in a little ravine, 
through which a creek at one time 
wound its way. This disappeared one 
summer, and left nothing to show its 
former presence, but its desolate bed 
and a number of huge boulders that 
the waters had left sticking up from 
the ground. Enough money was raised 
by subscription to remove these bould- 
ers and to erect an iron fence around 
the grounds, and in that condition they 
have remained ever since. 


Shields has furnished one of the few 
ludicrous episodes with which the duel- 
ing field has ever been credited. 
Shields was then Auditor of the State 
of Illinois. The finances of the State 
were in a deplorable condition; the 
treasury was empty; Auditor's war- 
rants were selling at half thelr nom- 
inal value; no more money was to be 
borrowed, and taxation was dreaded by 
both political parties more than dis- 
grace. The currency of the State 
banks was well nigh worthless, but it 
was virtually the only circulating me- 
dium in Illinois. 


Governor, Auditor and Treasurer is- 
sued a circular forbidding the payment 
of State taxes in this depreciated 
paper. This order was taken by the 
Whigs as indicating on the part of 
these officers a keener interest in the 
integrity of their salaries than in the 
public welfare, and it was therefore 
severely attacked in all the opposition 
papers of the State. The sharpest as- 
sault it had to endure, however, was in 
a communication printed in the Sanga- 
mon Journal, which not only dis- 
sected the administration circular with 
the most savage satire, but covered the 
Auditor with merciless personal ridi- 
cule. It purported to come from a 
farmer's widow, who expressed in this 
fashion her discontent with the evil 
course of affairs.

SHORTRIDGE ELOQUENCE. 
Toastmaster Lawler introduced Sam- 
vel M. Shortridge, whose response to 
the toast, “Western Diplomacy” was 
witty and eloquent and kept the hall 


ringing with applause. By way of 
introduction he said: 

“As a citizen of the port of San 
Francisco 1 feel at home in the pert 


of Los Angeles. This is not remark- 
able. for a sallor is at home in any 
port. I am not a stranger to your 
splendid city or to your many and 
wonderful resources, and I trust I am 
not altogether a stranger to your 
hearts. San Francisco is a little nearer 
to the trade of the Philippines, but 
Los Angeles is a little nearer to the 
trade of South America—both are in 
reaching distance of Australasia, and 
so, there is, there can be, nothing but 
generous and helpful rivairy between 


us. 

“I love this commonwealth of un- 
equaled natural resources and splen- 
did ibilities, of matchiess men and 
peerless women. Something more 1 
love—and thus, step by step, I reveal 
my diplomacy—lI love this city of won- 
drous past and greater future and here 


and now announce that, if I ever 
change my residence from picturesque 
and altogether beautiful n Fran- 


cisco, I shall come and make my home 
among you—for I know that even 
though your oranges cost money the 
perfume of their bloseors is free. They 


tell us, however, that your climate 
enervaies; but let us see. Greece 
boasted of the mighty Achilles, Per- 


sia of the all-conquering Rustem: but 
Los Angeles will have a theme for 
higher song than Homer or Ferdus! 
ever sang: for who and what was 
Achilles or Rustem compared with 
Champion Jeffries?’ [Applause.] 

For this speech the banqueters voted 
Mr. Shortridge a born diplomat, and 
they paid close attention to the serious 
aide of hie subject, which he unfolded 
in many eloquent periods. He said that 
4090 Republican majority for McKin- 
ley and Roosevelt should give Cal- 
fforgia a seat. and a voice in the Cab- 
inet. Of suitable timber for the post- 
tion he said California has abundant 
stock. Also suitable timber for the 
Presidency, and ésperially an abun- 
dance of Senatofial timber. The diplo- 
macy of this country, he said, has al- 
ways been of the kind that exalteth 
a nation. It has always stood for the 
right. It has resulted in the enlarge- 
ments of the rights of man and of na- 
tions all over the earth. The doctrine 
of neutrality, the right of expatriation 
and the Monroe doctrine were cited to 
prove the assertion. 

“Who among those who denounced 
William McKinley for his caution, his 
diplomacy. foresaw the end? Who 
could lift the bioody veil Who could 
foresee where duty, destiny, God would 
lead us? 

“Humanity called: Freedom 

the American sword. 
ewifter than lightning we fell upon 
the foe. Manila. El Caney, San Juan 
Hill, Santiago—and all was over. The 
ever victorious American sailor, the 
undefeated American soldier, rested. 
The sword returned to its scabbard and 
the work of the diplomat commenced.” 

LIKES LOS ANGELES. 

Elijah Kennedy of New York was 
introduced and made a few extempora- 
neous remarks, and caught the ban- 
queters with his timely witticisems. He 
sald that the average of bulldings re- 
cently constructed in Los Angeles 
would compare favorably for beauty 
with any city of the world. As a trav- 


eler over three continents he paid a 
loving tribute to Los Angeles. 
AMERICAN ENTERPRISE. 

After a musical selection by the or- 
chestra, D. E. McKinley responded to 
the toast, “Industrial America.” His 
remarks were attentively followed and 
frequently marked by applause. He 
said that only now is the country be- 
ginning to reap the benefita of over a 
third of a century of sagacious, indus- 
trial legislation. He told how Amer- 
ican manufactures are finding markets 
in England. and said that today we are 
actually “carrying coals to Newcas- 
tle.” He described how McKinley had 
stood before the people at Buffalo for 
the last time, and with more than a 
century of achievement behind him had 
declared that “American ships must go 
forth from American ports, manned by 
American seamen, under the American 
flag. bearing our products to every 
country in the world.” 

In accordance with the old saying. 
“The King is dead! Long me the 
King he said that America is sill 
marching on to new conquests in the 
field of enterprise. 

MOTT LOOKING AHEAD. 

In responding to the toast, “Our fu- 
ture, John G. Mott made an eloquent 
address. He dealt with the advan- 
tages of a republic over a monarchy, 
foresaw.the day when Europe would 
follow America’s example. and foretold 
that the love of the American citizen 
for the principle of freedom would 
eventually affect the whole world. He 
thought the danger from combinations 
of capital greatly overestimated. 

It was nearly midnight when the 
speechmaking ended; and the 400 ad- 
journed to talk it over.

TASK THAT CAPT. AMUNDSEN HAS 
TAKEN UPON HIMSELF.

Next Spring the Norwegian Explorer 
Will Start on Arctic Expedition for 
the Purpose of Verifying and Com- 
pleting the Observations of Ross. 


(BY anker WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, March 23.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch. J Next spring an important Arc- 
tie expedition under Capt. Amundeen, 
the Norwegian, will start out with the 
purpose of locating the magnetic North 
Pole, and verifying and completing the 
observations of Sir J. C. Ross in 
1831. 

Capt. Amundsen was the first officer 
of the Beligica in Corlacho's Antarctic 
expedition of 1897-99. After his return 
he consulted Prof. Neumayer of Ham- 
burg, the greatest authority og ter- 
restrial magnetism, who declared that 
expert determination of the earth's 
magnetic North Pole would be of im- 
mense value to science. After study- 
ing with Prof. Neumayer, Capt. 
Amundsen has purchased the whaler 
Gjoa, reputed to be one of the strong- 
est and best of the Arctic fleet. She 
can be handled by a crew of seven. 
She will be fitted with a petroleum en- 


gine, and equipped for a four years’ 
stay. 
In addition to the most complete 


meteorological and oceanographic in- 
struments, Prof. Neumayer has de- 
signed a traveling magnotometer of 
the type that Nansen used on the 
Fram, but with several improvements. 
The Richmond Observatory ‘4s also 
making a special inclinatorium. Prof. 
Nansen will superintend the general 
equipment of the expedition. 

Capt. Amundsen's plan is to leave 
in the spring for West Greenland, 
where he will embark dogs. Then he 
will go to Lancaster Sound, West 


Booth Island, where he will leave a 


depot as near as possible to the point 
where Ross located the magnetic pole 
in 1831. He will winter at Matty 
Island. and take observations. 

On approach of spring Capt. Amund- 
sen and three men with two edges, 
and all the dogs will proceed to the 
point Ross located, where they will 
make a long series of most careful ob- 
servations during the summer, and, if 
possible, during the whole twelve 
months, and establish observation sta- 
tions throughout the regions in which 
the needle assumes a vertical posi- 
tion. When one sledge can be spared, 
two of the men will return to the 
ship, and Capt. Amundsen and the 
others will remain, and make observa- 
tions during the winter, living 
snow huts like the Esquimaux. 

During the first and second winters 
they hope to erect an inclinatorium and 
declinatorium for the purpose of taking 
regular hourly readings. In the spring 
of 1905 they will revisit the old sta- 
tions, and take fresh observations and 
check those of 1904. Then they will 
return to the ship, if possible, and con- 
tinue to the westward, returning by 
the Northwest Passage. *

Authenticity is given to this 
report by the statement of the Alaska 
Prospector, which says the agreement 
for the sale has been filed in the com- 
missioner’s office. 

Maj. W. B. Abercrombie and B. F.

IN CUSTODY.

Gang of Smooth Men 
and Women in Jail. 


Officers Make Another 
Clever Caten. 


Men Worked Card Swindling 
Games—Women Filched 
Valuab!e Goods. 


. The regular end-of-the-week catch 
of criminals was made by the police 
Friday and yesterday, and as a re- 
sult of the vigilance of the officers, 
three men and two of their women as- 
sociates are in the City Jall. charged 
with shoplifting, bunco-steering and 
possibly other § crimes. One more 
woman, who has been, assoctated with 
the party, probably will be in custody 
before this account is read. 

It is a. bad gang, and the evidence 
that has been secured against them 


probably will send them to prison for] 


long terms. Through the implication 
of the men in the ewindling of two 
strangers, the entire party was run 
down and in their possession as {c und 
more than a thousand dollars’ worth of 
goods, most of which, it is thought, has 
been stolen from stores in this city. 

Friday the police were informed that 
three men had been operating a card 
ewindiing game in a saloon at the 
corner of Seventh street and Fread- 
way. They had enticed an old ma 
whose name is unknown, into a cur 
2 Everything was lovely, as usual, 
or the victim until he had been in- 
duced to make a bet of $75 on his 
ability to judge who held the best 
hand, then the money he had wagered 
was claimed by one of his sentlemgaly 
opponents. The old man protested, 
claiming that he had been cheated, ond 
his protestations were so vigorous and 
his threats cf prosecution so strong 
that the bunco men refunded 925 on 
the promise of their victim saying 
nothing. 

The old man immediately reported bis 
experience at the Police Station, and, 
as a report of similar ¢xperience had 
been made by another person, the of- 
peers lost no tme in getting after the 
trfo of smooth workers. Detectives 
Talamantes, Shields and Keily soon 
located two of the men and one woman 
and took them to the station. They 
said they were from St. Louis. Chief 
of Police Elton immediately wired 
their descriptions to the authorities 
of the Missouri metropolis, and the 
reply which came said the men were 
cever bunco-steerers, and tnt two 
other women, and another men were 
associated with them. The women, it 
was said, usually aged in shop- 
lifting and pocket-picking. while the 
men worked card and other swindling 
_ games. 

Yesterday the third man and another 
woman were arrestei, wh'le the third 
woman, in a place of seclusion, ts 
known to have tried frantically hy tele- 
phone whether or not he: partnors were 
in custody. She was stil! in ignorance 
of their wherea>Souts last night, bet 


the coils of the law were tightening 
closely about her, ini her enlighten- 
ment probably will come only when 
she joins them behind, the bara. 

The men are M. A. Jewett, alias Mil- 
ler; E. J. Morrison, alias Lyons, alias 
Furry; and Charies Harris, alias Bar- 
nett. The women under arrest claim to 
be the wives of Morrison and Harris, 
while the third woman passes as Mrs. 
Jewett. The men are well dressed and 
of athletic bud. and, it is said, they 
are skilied in the use of firearms. Mor- 
rison had $109 in his pockets, and wore 
a diamond ring and other jewelry. The 
Harris women had $160 in her posses- 
sion. They said they had been in Los 
Angeles two weeks, but the police say 
they have not been here that long. 

When the search began for the lodg- 
ings of the gang, the officers found that 
they had moved frequently from place 
to place, each couple living apart from 
the others. When their separate lodg- 
Ings finally had been located, they were 
found to be veritable storehouses of 
stolen goods, and when a part of the 
booty had been taken to the Police 
Station and spread out in the private 
office of Chief Elton, the apartment 
had the appearance of a section of a 
department store. 

here were more than a dozen spec!- 
mens of the latest styles of women's 
hats; several silk ragian coats: valua- 
ble silk waists; silk and lace dressing 
gowns; a mink boa; tailor-made jack 
ets; rich silk skirts; a bath robe, costly 
stockings and many other articles of 
value. The shoplifters had used rare 
discrimination in the selection of booty, 
and had taken only the most valuable 
goods. In addition to the articles 
named, there were two large trunks 
filled with goods, and several more 
trunks that had been located had not 
been taken to the station. In the room 
of one of the women fourteen hats were 
found. 

It is expected that most of the goods 
wll be identified by proprietors of dif- 
ferent stores in the city, and charges of 
shoplifting will be placed against the 
members of the gang in whose posses- 
sion the property was found. The 
charge of swindling may fall flat, as 
the old man who made the complaint 
againat the trio has disagpeared, and 
may not appear against em. 


FIRE IN TAILOR SHOP.

Timely Discovery of Blaze in a Broad- 
way Store—Much Smoke, but Little 
Damage—Twenty-third-street Loss. 
The stock and fixtures of the tailor 
shop of M. Berry. No. 430 South 
Broadway, were damaged slightly by 
fire at 7:50 o'clock last evening. When 
the firemen arrived, they found the 
fre burning fiercely, but owing to 
the lack of ventilation, it had spread but 
little, and was extinguished with chem 
icals. The blaze started from a gas 
stove, which had been left burning. A 
rubber extension from the gas fixture 
had melted from the heat generated 
by the stove, and the escaping gas evi- 
dently had from another 


burner. The damage to the buliding | 


and fixtures probably ts not more than 
3190, but the entire store was filled 
with smoke, which caused some loss 
on the stock of fabrics.

his commission, he gave utterance to 
language which was, to say the least. 
unsoldterly. He may have arrived at 
@ decision in his own mind to tender 
his resignation, in the contingency 
mentioned, but it was a clear breach 
of military discipline and propriety to 
make threats to that effect. 

The position of Gen. Miles as to the 
general staff, aside from his unsol- 
dierly threat, appears to be well taken 
and his argument is sound. The com- 
manding general of the army should be 
such in fact as well as in name. A 
general staff officer is not a command. 
tng officer, and cannot act as such un- 
til he shall have been relieved from 
staff duty and assigned to the com- 
mand of troops by the President. The 
general staff should be subordinate to 
the commanding general, who himself 
is subordinate to the President as 
Commander-in-Chief, under the Const! 
tution, and the commanding general 
should not be the chief of staff, as the 
pending bill proposes. 

The duties of general officers—officers 
available for the command of troops 
and those of officers of the staff are 
essentially different, and these duties 
should not be intermixed. 

As Gen. Miles declared, the plan pro- 
posed is subversive of the interests of 
the military service, and if the bill 
should become a law it would have the 
effect of destroying the unity and em- 
clency of the army. It is absolutely 
Necessary that the army, in order to 
maintain its highest effectiveness, 
should have an active controlling head 
under the President. The dividing up 
of military authority is confusing, and 
Might in a grave emergency prove dis- 
astrous. With the President, as Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Army and 
Navy. rests the supreme 
The War Department is the civil me- 
dium through which the President's 
muthority reaches the officer in active 
command. Ender the President, the 
Generali of the army should be in fact, 
as in name, the absolute head of the 
army, and the heads of staff and sup- 
ply departments in Washington, as 
well as in the field, should be subject 
to his orders. Any plan which con- 
templates a distribution of the supreme 
authority among members of a staff, 
or to an army board, is not merely 
wrong in principle, but positively mis- 
chievous and demoralizing in opera- 
tion, especially during times of war, 
leading to endless confusion, insubor- 
dination and bickering, greatly lower- 
ing the morale of the entire army, and 
correspondingly reducing its efficiency. 

The position of Gen. Miles is in the 
main right, though he has often ap- 
peared to lack loyalty to his superiors, 
and was indiscreet in his ‘expressions 
before the Senate committee. ; 

The good of the military service im- 
peratively demands a centralization of 
both authority and of responsibility. 
As the general of the army must bear 
a large proportion of the latter, it ‘s 
just, right, and expedient that he 
‘vhould possess the former.

| WONDERFUL TOWN. 


Ohio is in many respects a won- 
derful State. Not the least of the 
wonderful things in that wonderful 
State is a wonderful little town, with 
less than 10,000 population, which does 
a larger business than Los Angeles. 
At least, that is what is said by T. J. 
Mercer, formerly of the Marietta (0.) 
Printing Company, and now located in 
Los Angeles, who writes to the Ma- 
rietta Register a communication, of 
which the following is an extract: 

“Los Angeles and the — 
country is gifted with a cilma@e that 
makes me think I am as near paradise 
as I will ever get in this world, But 
beyond that there is very little to draw 
attention, for | will venture the asser- 
tion that Marietta, with one-sixth the 
population, does more business than 
this town. Wages are low, and there 
are a dozen applicants for every job 
that is open.“ 

Marietta, according to the United 
States census of 1900, has ea population 
of 8273, so that, instead of having one- 
sixth of the population of Los Angeles, 
it has less than one-twelfth, which 
makes the wonderful business trans- 
‘acted there all the more wonderful, not 
to say extraordinary, and almost in- 
credible. For instance, a town of 8000 
people which disburses more than 
$4,000,000 in wages—the amount ex- 
pended in Los Angeles during the year 
ended June 30, 1900, according to the 
United States census—is truly an ex- 
ceedingly wonderful place, for that 
represents an annual income from 
Wages, in the manufacturing indus- 
try alone, of 500 for every man, 
woman and child in Marietta, or say 
$2500 for each family. This does not 
include the income of the proprietors, 
and there certainly must be other 
profitable industries there besides 
manufacturing, so that, taking it all! 
together, Marietta must be one of the 
most wonderful and wealthy towns, 
not only in the United States, but in 
the world, or perhaps we might even 
say in the universe. Such a place as 
this should no longer hide its light un- 
der a bushel. By properly circulating 
these facts, the population of the place 
should soon be increased by at least 
several people, who would undoubtedly 
rush in to obtain their share of this 
large per capita distribution of wealth. 

We should, however, like to see the 
plans and specifications of Marietta’s 
enormous income. It is just possible 
that Mr. Mercer may be—well, let us 
be charitable, and say mistaken. As 
to the reference to the number of ap- 
plicants for every vacant job in Los 
Angeles, that is true, and it is quite 
natural, for every sensible person in 
the United States would wish to live 
in Los Angeles, if he had a chance, 
and many of them are coming to do 80. 

It is true that there are many ap- 
Plicants for every vacant job here, 
There are also many vacant jobs to be 
filled—perhaps not quite so many as 
in Marietta, O., but still a large num- 
ber. Among others, there is a promis- 
ing opening for an able-bodied fool- 
killer. 


O FIGHT COMING. 

Mr. Fitzsimmons seems to be a man 
of fits rather than fights. He has been 
in a state of conniptions ever since the 
big bid of the Los Angeles club, invit- 
ing the eminent disciples of the theory 
and practice of Delsarte to exhibit in 
the City of the Angels, staggered the 
sporting world.

HEAP WIT. 

Recent disclosures of the United 
States census, recording the rapid 
concentration of population in the 
large cities, has awakened renewed in- 
terest in the question of encouraging 
the settlement of country land, and 
the cultivation of the soll. “Back to 
the farm is the watch-word of many 
social reformers, and it is not by any 
means a bad kind of a war cry. Benev- 
olent private enterprise is doing some- 
thing along this line, but its power is 
limited. The greatest impetus in this 
direction will be received from the irri- 
gation of the arid lands, owned by the 
government. Then we may expect to 
see a movement back to the farm 
worth talking about. 

Meantime, while on the one hand 
we are thus striving to encourage the 
popularity of a healthy country life, on 
the other we are constantly doing that 
which discourages sensitive and high- 
spirited boys from taking up farm 
work. We refer to the cartoons con- 
stantly appearing in the so-called 
comic papers, where the farmer is de- 
picted as a bewhiskered and ridiculous 
freak. The American comic papers 
are fond of poking fun at the solemn 
and threadbare wit of John Bull's ven- 
erable journal, Punch, but in all fair- 
ness, it must be admitted that these 
exponents of American humor cannot 
boast much superiority along these 
lines. if we eliminate from their 
pages the book agent, the mule, the 
mother-in-law and the hayseed, with 
an occasional! close imitation of Gib- 
sons young men and young women, 
there is little left. 

The farmer is the only member of a 
civilized community who is absolutely

The loral “sports” have made 


or preachers, or doctors, but we could 
not possibly get along without the 
farmer. Why, then, should he con- 
stantly be meade the subject of unde- 
served satire and ridicule—the butt of 
every paragrapher's cheap wit? 

We enter our protest against these 
pictorial lies. The farmer, in his work 
clothes, may make a fine contrast to 
the dummy in the latest English style, 
but these cartoons, and the spirit en- 
couraged by them, have driven many 
a farmer’s boy from the vocation for 
which he was fitted, in which he would 
have made a success—driven him to 
the city to become a kid-glove nonen- 
tity, a far more fit subject for jest and 
cartoon than his long-whiskered 
father. Stop cartooning things honor- 
able, for ‘tis the devil's weapon to 
smirch the good. Cartoon only that 
which is low, wrong, vicious, dishonor- 
able. Then will the artist's skill be- 
come a power for good, a mighty help 
in purifying society. 


A DELEGATE For ALASKA. 


The Chamber of Commerce at 
Nome has sent an agent to Washing- 
ton to urge that t Territory of Alaska 
be given a Delegate in Congress. This 
agent—George Murphy—as noted in a 
special dispatch from Washington to 
The Times, published Wednesday morn- 
ing, points out that great injustice is 
inflicted upon the business interests of 
Alaska, through lack of the desired 
representation in the national Legisia- 
ture. He declares that, although 
Alaska pays an annual revenue of 
nearly half a million dollars into the 
national treasury, scarcely one-third of 
that amount is appropriated by Con- 
gress for the needs of the Territory. It 
is held that with “a friend at court,” 
in the form of a Congressional Dele- 
gate, the needs of the Territory could 
and would be more ciearly brought to 
the attention of Congress and the 
country—which is probably true. 

“Congress does not always receive ac- 
curate and impartial Information in re- 
gard to existing conditions,” says Mr. 
Murphy, and it is not possible for peo- 
ple living at such a distance from the 
seat of national government, and with 
limited means of communication, to 
protest against legislation detrimental 
to their interests. He adds that the 
expense now incurred by various de- 
partments of government in obtaining 
the information necessary to guide 
them in recommending legislation 
would be largely reduced, and a far 
more satisfactory state of affairs would 
be possible, if the people of Alaska were 
accorded the privilege of electing a 
Delegate to Congress.” ' 

There can be little doubt that Con- 
gress ought to consider this application 
favorably. The population and the 
business interests of Alaska have enor- 
mously increased during the past three 
or four years, and this increase is likely 
to continue rather than to subside. So 
far as can be perceived, no particular 
harm could come from according to 
this Territory—an empire in geograph- 
ical area—the slight representation 
asked for. Territorial Delegates have 
only limited powers in Congress, and 
an Alaskan Delegate would not be 
able, were he so disposed, to exert an 
injurious influence upon any legislation 
pending before Congress. He might, on 
the other hand, render an invaluable 
service in bringing before the national 
legislative body the needs and desires 
of his constituency. The Whale ques- 
tion should at least receive thorough 
and careful consideration at the hands 
of Congress. 


OST-CHECK CURRENCY. 


A bill was recently introduced in 
the Senate by Senator McMillan of 
Michigan, and later in the House by 
Representative Gardner of the same 
State, “to prevent robbing the malle. 
provide a safer and easier method of 
sending money by mall, and to increase 
the postal revenues.” The bill has the 
indorsement of the American Newspa- 
per Publishers’ Association, of many 
large commercial houses, manufactur- 
ers, and others. Its provisions, briefly 
stated, are that hereafter all paper 
money issued by the government, of the 
denominations of $1, $2 and $5, with the 
exception of national-bank notes, shall 
be printed with blank spaces on the 
face for the writing of the individual or 
firm name and postoffice address of the 
payee. There notes, when the blank 
Spaces are unfilled, are to be used as 
ordinary paper money of their re- 
spective denominations, and can circu- 
late as such indefinitely or until they 
re, worn out, in the same manner as 
our paper money now circulates. When 
it is desired to send a small amount of 
money through the mails—$l, $2 or $5— 
it is only necessary for the sender to 
write the name and postoffice address 
of the payee in the blank spaces, place 
a stamp in the blank space reserved for 
it in one corner of the bill) and cancel 
the stamp with his initials, when the 
note ceases to be currency and becomes 
a check on the government, which the 
government, at any of its postoffices or 


i.depositories, will honor after it has re- 


ceived the indorsement of the payee. 
Without the latter's indorsement the 
check is as worthless as is any indi- 
vidual check without the indorsement 
of the person to whom alone it is made 
payable. With proper indorsement, 
upon presentation at any postoffice or 
government depository, the postal 


check is redeemed in cash, or another 


note of like denomination, with Mank 
spaces unfilled, is exchanged for it, 
which in effect would amount to the 
Same thing. 

It is «ev dent that this plan, If carried 
out as proposed, would furnish a 
method of sending small amounts 
through the mails as safely as by the 
present postal money-order system, but 
without anything like the trouble and 
delay now experienced in transmitting 
money by that method. The sender 
would merely take a binn from his 
pocketbook and cancel it as currency 
by converting it into a postal 
When it had served its purpose in this

By the issuance of fresh 
notes for all those canceled, the vol- 
ume of this form of currency would be 
kept practically constant, and there 
would be the additional advantage that

‘system as a time saver are apparent at 
a glance. One of the difficulties of the 
present system is that only about half 
the postoffices in the country are 
money-order offices, whereas the post- 
check system would extend to all the 
| postoffices in the land. The vexation 
and delay of going to the postoffice to 
| Seoure a postal money order for a 
small amount would be obviated, to a 
‘considerable extent, and the danger of 
loss from sending money through the 
‘mails would be In large part done away 
with. 
| It is claimed by those who have made 
a study of the sub‘ect that the reve- 
nues of the Postoffice Department 
would be materially increased by the 
adoption of the post-check system. At 
all events, the experiment would seem 
to be worth trying. as there is prac- 
tically no doubt that the system would 
be of very great convenience to the 
public at large. 

A somewhat unusual feature of the 
post-check proposition, as noted by the 
Washington Evening Star. in an edl- 
torial on the subject, is the fact that 
“the inventor is a successful business 
man, who has for years realized the 
urgent necessity for a simpler way of 
making small remittances in the mails, 
and who has devoted a great dea! of ds 
time and means to the perfection of the 
idea, and offers, in case of its adoption, 
to turn the patents, and all rights un- 
der them, over to the government free 
of any cost or charge whatever. He 
considers that should the system be 
adopted the consciousness of having 
accomplished a reform ef such impor- 
tance to the general public and business 
men will more than compensate him 
for his time and trouble.”

Have Made Satisfactory 
Rates for All Comers. 


Arrangements for housing and feed- 
ing the thousands of visitors to be 
here Fiesta time are proceeding with 
method and dispatch under the direc- 
tion of effigient local committees. Hun- 
‘dreds havt already been located with 


| complete satisfaction to all—the vis- 


itors, hotel men and the committee. 

The task is monumental, as the va- 
riety of tastes and the means of the 
women delegates to the biennial and 
others is unlimited. Sultable quarters 
are found for all classes of applicants 
and reservations made for exact dates 
‘if desired, and it is possible. This in- 
volves a vast amount of mall and tele- 
graphic correspondence, which is in- 
creasing in volume daily. 

Mre. Frank Wiggins is the capable 
chairman of the Hotel Committee for 
the biennial. Headquarters and an in- 
formation bureau are maintained at 
the Hotel Westminster. Hundreds of 
letters are received here daily, with all 
manner of requests, showing the exten- 
sive advertisement of the events of 
Fiesta week. Mrs. Wiggins states that 
the arrangements already made have 
pleased the prospective visitors and are 
perfectly satisfactory to the hotel men 
and all others concerned. 

“The hotel proprietors have not put 
their rates way down for the conven- 
tion of the General Federation, sgid 
Mrs. Wiggins yesterday, and they 
shouldn't be expected to do sv. The 
first-ciass hostelries have made a rate 
of $3.50 and #4 a day, American plan, 
to delegates, and that is reasonable for 
the accommodations afforded. of 
course, that is for a single room, and 
the prices range upward to $8 and $10 
a day for finer quarters.

THE AMERICAN COLONY OF 
“OVERCOMERS.”

IVI Nd permanently at Jerusalem 
is an American colony. It is not 
like the American colony at 

ris or London, living abroad because 
the United States is not sufficiently 
aristocratic for its members, but this 
colony of Americans has settied at 

Jerusalem because it wished to ap-

The idea and personnel of the colony 
are alike American. It originated in 
a little band of enthusiasts who 
lived in Chicago about twenty-five 
years ago. These simple folk studied 
the New Testament, and, casting aside 
all the dogmas of the sects, saw there 
what seemed to them to be the plain 
doctrine of Jesus, that it is the duty 
of man to live at peace with his 
neighbor and love his neighbor as 
himself. 

The leaders of this little band of be- 
lievers in action rather than dogma 
were Horatio Spafford and his wife 
and William Rudy. After four or 
five years, in which they attempted to 
realize their ideals in Chicago, t 
seerned to the leaders and their teil- 
low bellevers that the atmosphere of 
that wicked city made it almost im- 
possible to realize their ideals while 
living there. 

After looking all over the world for 
a good place in which to settle, it 
occurred to these good men and 
women that there was no better place 
on earth to try to realize the dreams 
of Jesus than in the very city where 
He had stood aun taught. So it hap-. 
pened that some twenty years later 
fourteen of these energetic Christians, 
with their wives and children, left 
Chicago for Jerusalem. 

There they have lived in peace and 
good will, being joined some four

The Turks have been tricked, 
and the Stone affair fills a soiled page 
in the history of the eastern question. 
Improbable as it appeared a week ago, 
I have talked and shaken hands with 
the heroine of the story. I have 
sketched and photographed her in @ 
dozen different attitudes. What is 
more remarkable still, I was the sole 
representative of the press of Europe 
and America at the meeting of the cap- 
tives and their deliverers at Strum- 
nitza. e journey of the Mission 
thither from Seres is worthy to be re- 
corded, for it was marked by some im- 
portant developments of the affair. 

HOW THE NEWS WAS RECEIVED. 

It is necessary, therefore, to hark 
back to Sunday. morning, the 23d, when 
the Mutesarif received a telegram from 
Strumnfiza informing him that Stone, 
Tslika and the “newly arrived” 
been released—all well—at daybreak, on 
the outskirts of the villake of Gar- 
guchur, two hours distant from the 
town. I was writing quietly in the lit- 
tle room of five windows and two doors 
that has been my home so long, when 
an official of the Konak entered in a 
breathless condition, and between his 
gasps informed me that His Excel- 
lency, the Governor, had sent him post 
haste with the news. He told me also 
that he had given the same message 
to Mr. Gargiulo, and that gentleman 
had “kissed his hands and his feet — 
a Turkish figure of speech—while beg- 
ging him not to come to me. Under 
these circumstances a backsheesh was 
clearly indicated, and the messenger 
left with many blessings upon the head 
of the Daily Graphic. Then commenced 
a great packing up of mule trunks, 
followed by a series of farewell visits 
to various notables of Seres. There 
is only one train a day from Seres to 
Salonika, and the hour of its de- 
parture is seldom exact. The station 
is, moreover, half an hour’s drive from 
the town, Therefore the traveler needs 
a wide margin of time if he will go by 
it. The Mission and myself were of 
one mind on this point, and we found 
ourselves on the platfotm with half 
an hour to spare. The interval, how- 
ever, did not hang heavy on our hands, 
for the news of our departure had 
spread like wildfire, and crowds of peo- 
ple came down to see us off. Among 
them was the Governor of Seres him- 
self, who talked long and low to Mr. 
Gargiulo. Before the train arrived I 
was informed that a telegram had been 
sent to Miss Stone, warning her on no 
account to make any statement about 
her captivity until the arrival of the 
Mission. It was obviously, then, no 
use my trying to get to her first, and I 
therefore adhered to my principle of 
shadowing the Mission, and traveled 
with it to Salonika, where we rested 
for the night. 

LEFT BEHIND. 

The next morning at daybreak we 
met again at the station, where Tsil- 
ka’s husband was waiting, bag in hand, 
ready for departure. There were sev- 
eral police officers on the platform, 
and at the last moment they refused 
permission for him to go, even though

at attention as the train steamed over. 
AN ILLITERATE LINGUIST. 

Strumnitza Station is a mere stop- 
ping place in this wild country, for 
the town itself is five hours distant by 
the horse road and eleven hours by the 
chaussée, and it Iles over a pass 4000 
feet high. Horses had been telegraphed 
for to await our arrival, and these, 
we found, were ready, with guides and 
a mounted escort. The party con- 
sisted of Mr. Gargiulo, Dr. House, his 
son, myself and my dragoman, Her- 
man Charri. A record of my chase of 
the Mission would be incomplete with- 
out a reference to this man, who has 
been my faithful attendant through 
every turn and twist of it. and if at 
the end I was “in at the death” it is 
largely owing to him. ‘The narrative 
of his experiences in the Orient would 
fill a readable volume if he could only 
write it, for he was many years a serv. 
ant of Gen. Gordon in the Soudan, and 
only escaped his master's fate by being 
sent down to Cairo with dispatches 
shortly before the siege of Khartoum. 
A man who speaks four or five Puro- 
pean languages has some right to be 
called a linguist; but here is an Unt 
erate with a perfect command of 
eleven. The conditions of life out here, 
and the mixture of races are such that 
every ragged peasant can talk in more 
than one tongue. The guides who ac- 
companied us spoke alternately to Mr. 
Gargiulo in Greek, to Dr. House in 
Bulgarian and to me in Turkish. 

STRUMNITZA. 

The escort med us to the 
top of the pass, a stiff climb of two 
and a half hours, where we found a 
blockhouse, a big log fire, and Turkish 
coffee made by the soldiers. The view 
from this lofty mountain ridge was 


the finest of many I have seen in this 
beautiful country. Looking k upon 
the zigzags by which we had come up, 
the eye traveled down to the rich flat 
lands of the valley, with villages here 
and there, the silver-gleaming 
waters of the Varda between them. A 
turn to the right- about, and how 
changed the aspect of the country. 
Here there was nothing but mountain 
rising behind mountain, jagged, des- 
late and barren. Between the ranges a 
rolling wave of mud-hills, the débris 
of amice age, torn and rent with tor* 
rents. Not a-sign of life or cultivation 
anywhere, only an eagle with broad- 
stretched wings, circling leisurely in 
the sky. Here, indeed, was a country 
meet for brands. I began to feel 
that Miss Stone was near. The sol- 
dicrs at the blockhouse had told us 
that Strumnttza was three hours fur- 
ther on. More than that time 

passed, our horses still floundered 
the mud, and no ality was in sight. 

at once, through a marrow gorge, 
appeared an ancient ruin of a castle 
perched upon a rock, and then the 
roofs of many houses, climbing, step 
by step, up the hill toward us. Our 
arrival was evidently expected, for two 
police officers were waiting on the 
road, and after ‘tgking down the 
names ef the party, they escorted us 
to the Konak, whither we were fol- 
lowed by an ever-growing crowd of 
men, women and children. The inter- 
view with the Caimacan was a bricf 
one, only sufficiently long for the dis- 
cussion of the coffee cigarette, 
which a Turk offers to every Visitor, 
and the exchange of compliments.

him to fetch Dr. House. This me- 
sage had the desired resuk, and Mi-s 
Stone and Mme. Tsilka entered, fol- 
lowed by the doctor. The resevers and 
ths reaeued were face to face at last. 


I bad prepared myself for an affecting 


scene, something, perhaps, taht would 
recall the relief of Ladysmith. 
A FORMAL RECEPTION. 

The reception accorded by Miss Stone 
and Mme. Tsilka to the man who had 
played the principal part in their re- 
lease was doubtless American, but it 
was disappointing. They greeted him, 
as they greeted me, with a hearty 
shake of the hand, and smilingly ac- 
knowledged our congratulations, but 
nothing more. Was it the blighting 
presence of a newspaper correspond- 
ent that closed their lips, or was it 
that they were weak and exhausted by 
the terrible experiences of their long 
imprisonmeyt? If the latter was the 
cause there was certainiy no trace of 
it apparent, for both ladies assured us 
that they were in perfect health, and 
their good looks bore them out. Miss 
Stone limped slightly from a strained 
knee, which, I understood from Mme. 
Tsllka, had been caused by a fall from 
her horse, but Miss Stone told me later 
that it was the result of putting her 
foot through a trap door in the floor 
of a room which she entered in the 
dark. The official character of the 
meeting between tho ladies and the 
Mission was further maintained by the 
arrival of the Caimacan, and he was 
shortly followed by Mme. Tsilka’s 
baby. She was presented to the com- 
pany by her mother, who was evi- 
dently very proud of her. For a child 
of seven weeks she was wonderfully 
big and strong, and it was something 
to know that in spite of the exposure 
to the elements and the want of proper 
clothing she had never once suffered 
from a chill or any other disorder. 

When Mme. Tsilka brought her baby 
into the room to be introduced to her 
rescuers, she was followed by a wild- 
looking mountaineer, with a sheepskin 
coat thrown over his shoulders. This 
was Aguiah. the Albanian, who found 
the two ladies on Sunday morning at 
daybreak, outside the village of Gar- 


nitza.

romance. He entered the room like a 
whirlwind from the mountain. The 
preponderant frock coats and starched 
collars of the company vanished from 
our view. In the presence of this man 
we were face to face with the bri- 
bands. Abrupt in movement and in 
speech, lean and wiry in form, he 
needed but a rifie in his hand to serve 
as model of the mountain robbers of 
Macedonia. And yet, witha! this 
rough exterior, there was a great gen- 
tleness in his dark, keen eyes when he 
bent over the mother's chair and looked 
at the little one lying in her arms. One 
might have thought he was the father, 
so proud he seemed of his charges. He 
teid us when and where he found them, 
and emphasized his superior claim upon 
the baby by wetting his finger and 
touching her forehead. Miss Stone took 
advantage of the presence of the Cal 
macan to ask him-—through Mr. Gor- 
giulo-—to return the shepherds’ cloaks 
that she and Mme. Tsilka were weat® 
ing.

MME. TSIL KAS NARRATIVE.

The baby had enjoyed 
markable health during its seven 
weeks of existence in the gloom of a 
cave that was filled with smoke, and in 
the journeys by night over the frozen 
mountains. Alihough, as I saw, she 
was now dressed in a little frilled cap 
and a smart pelisse, with everything 
correct underneath, she had until last 
Sunday had nothing to cover her but 
the thick coarse cloth that the moun- 
taineers wrap around their legs puttie- 
fashion. Althoueh their captors had 
never come actually into contact with 
the Turkish troops, they had amore than 
once been in their neighborhood, and 
preparations were made for a com- 
bat. it was during these moments that 


the ladies, blindfold, and seated on 
their horses, which were each held wy a 
brigand, had experienced a “‘mauvias 
quart dheure,” not knowing whether 
they, U chance, might not be in the 
line of fire.

but it was more than an hour later 
when the procession left Strumnitza. 
The whole population was fiszling with 
excitement, and the escort and police 
had hard work to make a way for 
us through the crowded streets. There 
Was so much kissing and handstaking 
between the ladies and their Bulga- 
rian friends that it seemed we should 
never get clear of the town. It was 
just at the bottom of the gorge, where 
the houses end and the road com- 
mences to climb the mountain, that 
a party of Miss Stone's converts were 
grouped and sang the hymn “God keep 
you till we meet again.“ The “Kismet- 
Uthe luck-child, so christened by 
the brigands—was carried in the arms 
of a servant at the head of the col- 
umn, which was now of a considerable 
length, for several Strumnitza people 
profited by the escort to journey down 
to the railway. From the top of the 


hill we gained an extensive’ view 
of the broad valley in which Strum- 
nitza lies. Here the villages are un- 


usually numerous for Macedonia, and 
the populativn is amost entirely Bul- 
garian. I ventured to remark to Miss 
Stone upon the number of villages and 
the well-tilled fields that lay spread 
out below us, and her reply was: “Yes: 
but how will those poor people escupe 
when the trouble begins?’ We who 
have been free to travel this country 
so long ‘know something of waat the 
Turks are saying about the future, but 
it is worthy of note that those with 
whom Miss Stone has been in contact 
should also speak with appr-naension 
of it. As we rode along there were 
frequent cries of Haider“ Mr 
Gargiulo, who began to fear that we 
should miss the train at Stem itza 
station. 
A TOUCHING INCIDENT. 

The sun was hot, and the horses 
sweated as they labored through the 
boggy ground, but near the Turkish 
village of Chipelli we got upon the 
rock, and commenced to climb the pass. 
Chipelli is a mere collection of mud 
huts plastered to the mountainside, 
and just below the snow line. On a 
little patch of grass some young Turks 
were wrestlingywith each other, stripped 
to the waist, and utterly heedless of 
the biting wind that swept through the 
pass. We were near the top of it now; 
the blockhouse stood up like a beacon 
against the sky, and it chanced that I 
was riding in front with the kerragi 
(horseman.) Suddenly, from round a 
bend in the narrow track, a dark fig- 
ure came running toward us at full 
speed. He rushed past me like a hunted 
man, and I saw that it was Ligord. 
His wife was riding close behind us, 
and with a startled, happy cry she bent 
for his embrace. There was a brief 
halt while they, together, unwound the 
wrappings that covered the face of 
their Uüttle daughter, and the father 
then walked beside his wife, carrying 
the infant in his arms. At the block- 
house all descended from their horses, 
and climbed by a rickety ladder up to 


tered. Here we squatted round the 
fire on the floor, while the soldiers, 
who rose to the occasion, handed round 
cups of coffee, such eas only a Turk 
can make. The remaining two and a 
half hours’ ride to the lway 
without Incident, and at the station a 
room had been p in which the 
distinguished travelers awaited the ar- 
rival of the train. 

“NO FLIRTING WITH MISS STONE.” 
I have said that Miss Stone had been 
warned by Mr. Gargiulo from the mo- 
ment of her release to be on her guard 
against the attacks of all correspond- 
ents anxious to interview her. For 
this reason, therefore, there was little 
opportunity given me for conversa- 
tion with her, and, indeed, as was right, 
her old friend, Dr. House rode beside 
her all the way, and Mr. Gargiulo acted 
as a sort of “flanker” to the convoy. 
Once, indeed, I did endeavor to ab- 
stract some information by asking her 
pointblank if she had really been taken 
into Bulgaria by the brigands, but she 
deciined to make any answer, and Mr. 
Gargiulo, who was riding just behind 
us, called out, “There must be no flirt 
ing with Mise Stone.” The interested 
public of two continents must, there- 
fore, be content to wait until the lady 
has committed her story into the hands 
of thea American publisher who hase 
bought all rights for £2000. It is not

A report 
from Grass Valley about the Empire 
mines states: “The company’s prop- 
erty contains a quarry of low-grade 
ore, averaging less than $3 per ton. 
But the mass is so big and facilities 
for mining are so good that the ‘only 
requisite to make it pay to work was 
a large enough plant to reduce the 
volume of rock that may be extracted 
and delivered from the vein. A vein 
which would be worthiess to a poor 
man or a weak company was thus con- 
verted into a big-paying proposition, 
for the cost of mining, milling office 
and other expenses does not reach 2 
per ton, and a good margin of profit 
comes out of the daily reduction of 
1500 or, 2000 tons of less than $3 rock.“

It operates the only arsenical 
plant on the northwestern continent, 
and produced 35,000 ounces of gold, 
2,000,000 ounces of silver and 9000 tons 
of lead during 1901.

GOD’S COUNTRY. 
EK AMERICANS are a proud, happy and contented 
people—proud of the vast realm which we desig- 
nate as Our Country; happy in the institutions 

under which we enjoy all the blessings of liberty, and 
contented with our growing prosperity and power, and 
it is not unfrequently that we hear the exclamation from 
some citizen who has been reviewing the elements of our 
national greatness, “Oh, this is God's country!” which 
expresses to the utmost degree his satisfaction with his 
native land. 

And he is not so far out of the way, for what people 
ever had a grander heritage than ours, lying between 
the world’s two greatest oceans, filled with mines of 
golden ore, with vast beds of coal, and underneath us 
seas of oil, enough to light the world; with countless 
forests dotting the land; with the soil ylelding abundant 
harvests, and every source of wealth at our command? 

“God's country!” Yes, it is the land which He has 
set apart and consecrated to freedom, and to Chris- 
tianity; the land which is to illustrate to the world all 
that is noblest and highest in human government, in the 
institutions based upon Christianity and a recognition 
of the God-given rights of man. It is a familiar saying 
of De Tocqueville that “despotism may govern without 
faith, but liberty cannot.” And it is this vital faith that 
bas lent glory to our past and that makes strong the 
promise of our future. 

As Dr. Barrows recently said: “The American nation 
owes its origin to the spirityal forces of the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries. From the Bible came many 
of the strongest impulses which colonized the American 
shores. From the Bible came the simpler forms of gelf- 
government, in town and church, that have gone with 
our civilization in its westward march. Hence came 
the observance of the Lord's Day, the bulwark of our 
freedom, and hence the teaching of biblical] truth to the 
young, which Webster declared ‘has done more to pre- 
serve our liberties than grave statesmen and armed sol- 
diers.. Hence came our public schools and the long 
line of Christian colleges that stretch from the elms of 
Harvard and Dartmouth to the shores of the Brazos and 
Sabine, and the Pacific Coast. Hence came also the 
separation of church and state, and that soul liberty 
which Rodger Williams learned from Him who said, ‘My 
kingdom is not of this world.” From the Bible came, as 
Edward Everett declared, ‘the better elements of our 
national institutions.’ It was an echo from the scriptures 
which Jefferson sounded in the great Declaration. From 
the Bible came the moral forces that carried through 
our first revolution, and which has withstood the wast- 
ings of the corruption in succeeding years. From the 
Same source have sprung the moral reformations that 
have preserved our nationality and our freedom. The 
American republic is of heavenly birth. It is no mud- 
giant, no shade of Thomas Carlyle! It does not repre- 
sent to the world ‘merely dollars and cotton.’ Its foun- 
tain head, at least, is far up among the shining hills of 

Glorious words are these to be spoken of any land, 
and they are words which, so long as we make them 
true, will find America taking the lead among the na- 
tions and growing greater in her strength and power. If 
we may rightfully be designated as God's country,” the 
evils that have crept into our political and social life 


will gradually be eliminated. The brotherhood of the 
race will receive fuller recognition; we shall be a new 
light to the Orient, where our fag has already gone, and 
carry with us there “a positive moral force” that shal! 
| work for the regeneration of the race. The whole world 
will be better for the existence of God's country” with 
institutions based upon Bible truths, with the spirit of 
Bible teaching as the corner-stone of our liberties. As 
has been recently asserted, “From the great hour of 
Dewey's victory in Manila Harbor, the shadow of the 
great Christian republic has been thrown, vast, dene 
cent and far, over the tropic isles and populous coasts 
of Asia.” And with its shadow resting upon them, the 
burning suns of superstition shall no longer blight and 
destroy them, nor the tyranny of oppression crush them. 
The influence of Christian Amerita shall largely help to 


redeem the world.

‘| shores without the wish to place one of those triumphal 


symbols on the altar of some church at home, or on a 
low mound, perhaps, lying somewhere under the North 
Star. For the words of Revelation seem repeated with 
the bells soft chime, which tells of “all nations and 
kindreds and peoples before the throne .. . clothed 
in white reiment, and palme in their hands.” 

The lover of forest life learms that the palm is only 
one of the perennial charms of the sylvan year. 
Pinus Lambertiana, said to be the most valuable pine 
of the State; the Pacific silver spruce, erect among the 
mountain snows, and many a tree of biblical type afford 
beautiful examples of shade and color, lightness and 
matchless grace. Here along the hbilisides may be seen 
the dark leaves of the olive, with their silvery linings, 
through which the night winds whisper of the ancient 
olive shadows of Gethsemane. 

Among the friends of the desert is the eucalyptus, with 
its far-reaching roots. its young leaves have the pale 
luminosity of the sands from which they have sprung, 
but the dark shadows of the years are on the older 
growth. Mingling among the leaves, with the changing 
influence of the seasons, are dashes of color like the hues 
of tropical birds or pinions of butterflies, lost among 
the dim obscurities. The leaf music has something 
plaintive in its moods, as though sometimes brooding 
over its long exile from its native Australian home. The 
eucalyptus is a fine plea for the hospitality which some- 
times entertains angels unawares. No indigenous tree 
has shown so great a capacity for tracing out and as- 
similating the provisional economy of nature, deep in the 
sands of the desert, stored for the needs of vegetable 
life. 

Science asserts that every portion of the life of a tree, 
every dimly-understood nerve tissue and atom, is law 
governed, the product of many yesterdays. Heat, light, 
electricity, vital energy, contribute to its force, but its 
individuality is that of servicé. Its endless varieties of 
transformation by which it buffets wind and storm, giv- 
ing shadow, balm and leaf music, may be the chronicle 
of poet and minstrel, but the more consecrated exalta- 
tion is that of the burden-bearer. All that corresponds 
to the life of man, striving, failure, victory, is known to 
every member of the rank and file of the forest, and the 
sheens and shadows, the mists and splendors may be 
only the lovely curtains of invisible nature. 

A grateful age is beginning to form a new estimate of 
woodland life. The forestry reports of this State con- 
tain more absorbing pages than two-thirds of the books 
of romance. They prove the need of home missionaries 
to guard the forests, to teach the sheepherders the calam- 
ity that follows a forest fire up among the Sierras of “No 
Mans Land, and also to show the need of forest trails 
and the laws that should guard bird life from the 
depredations of milliners and hunters. The birds have 
so large a share in protecting the trees from insect life 
that they are the guardians of our water supply, and the 
strong arm of the law should come to their defense. 

The mountains of California form a great watershed, 
on which nearly the entire river system of the State is 
dependent for its source of supply. The influence of 
trees on rainfall is proven to be of the geatest practical 
benefit. Every tree in the forest has its significance in 
the related life of man to nature. Special groups of 
trees in this State, such as the Torrey pine on the bluffs 
toward San Diego, or the spreading-cone pines of Mon- 
terey, open long historical vistas. Some of them are 
mentioned in the early records of the Franciscan padres. 
So that the oldest monarchs of the forest, as the greai 
Sequoias, give a classic impetus to a knowledge of wood- 
land life on the Pacific Slope. While new leaves are

In the Philippines and Australia. 


The Japanese are reaching out after our Philippine 
trade. They send ships regularly to Manila, and thence 
on to Australia via Thursday Island.

Japan has direct steamship connection with Siberia. 
The vessels start at Kobe and call at Nagasaki, Fusan 
and Gensan, Korea, on their way to Viadivostok. It was 


on one of these ships that I went to Siberia a short while | 


ago. The captain was an Englishman and the engineer 
a Swede. but the rest of the officers were Japanese, and 
also the sailors. There are other lines which go from 
Japan to Manchuria, and almost daily vessels to Shang- 
hai and the Yangtse Kiang. A regular line connects 
Yokohama and Kobe with Calcutta and Bombay. bring- 
ing cotton and jute from India, especially jute for mak- 
ing the Japanese rugs which are sold so cheaply in our 
American stores. Indeed, the Japanese flag is more com- 
mon in the ports of the world than the American flag, 
and in the Far East it is safe to say that there are 


twenty Japanese vessels to America’s one. 


Even now Japanese vessels come 


launches and can go up the Yangtse Kiang or the Peiho 
on steamers owned by Japanese. 

The Japanese have concessions at many of the open 
ports. At Shanghai their consulate is in one of the finest 
buildings; and there is much Japanese money invested 
in the port. They have a concession for a cotton mill 
there, but have concluded that it is cheaper to make cot- 
ton cloth at Osaka and ship it to China. Indeed, this is 
so with all sorts of goods. The people hope to make 
Japan the workshop of the Orient. In an interview 
which I had with Marquis Ito he said that foreign capital 
should put up factories in Japan to supply the Chinese 
markets. He assured me that such capital would be safe, 
and that Japanese labor could be more easily handled 
than Chinese labor. 

I do not doubt that this is correct. The Japanese are 
not so thoroughly organized into trades unions as the 
Chinese. Their labor is good and exceedingly cheap. 
Both women and men work in the factories, and among 
the most skillful of the hands are children. I went 
through some of the finest rug factories of this empire, 
and had myself photographed with one of the employés 
standing in front of me. This was a little girl of 10 
years. She only reached to my waist, but she was weav- 
ing a rug for the American market when she went out 
to be photographed. 

The Japanese government is thoroughly awake to the 
possibilities of foreign trade. It is encouraging manu- 
factories, and is even now considering the building of 
steel works at Kure at an initial cost of more than 6,- 
000,000 yen. These works will make steel plates and 
other shipbuilding materials.

The Russians and the Japanese_are each grasping 
after Korea. The relations of the two nations are 
strained by the struggle, and it may eventually bring 
about a war between them. Were it not for Russia the 
Japanese. would own the whole country. They made 
their war of 1894 in order that they might have the 
Korean trade, and today they are doing the most of the 
import and export business of the peninsula. We are 
shipping Korea some cotton goods, but the Japanese 
shipments of last year amounted to 2,000,000 yen, and 
they have the most of the trade in other lines. 

Sixty-five per cent. of all the ships that call at the 
various ports are Japanese, and the Japanese are now 
building railroads which shall open up for them some 
of the best parts of the country. They have bought the 
railroad which some of our Denver men built from 
Chemulpho to Seoul, and they are now at work construct- 
ing a line from Seoul to Fusan. This railroad will be 300 
miles long. Fusan has already a large Japanese colony, 
and it is but a short distance from the Japanese coast. 
Goods can be almost ferried across from one country to 
the other and by means of this raflroad sent direct to 
the Japanese capital. Korea furnishes Japan a great 
deal of rice and fish, and the Koreans buy all sorts of 
Japanese goods. 

The Japanese have put up telegraph lines connecting 
Fusan with all parts of the country, and from Fusan 
there is a cable to Japan. The big Tokyo banks have 
branch offices in Seoul and at some of the Korean ports, 
and there are Japanese postoffices at the principal cities. 
Japanese money is the currency of the country, and the 
Japanese have been granted concessions for mines, and 


other things. 


The Japanese in China. 
“The Japanese have been crowded out of Manchuria by 


Russia, and the powers have not permitted them to take 


possession of any part of China. Nevertheless, they are 
pushing their trade throughout the Chinese empire and 
will have their share of China's commerce. There are 
Japanese steamers doing a regular carrying trade on 
some of the Chinese rivers. You can have your house- 
boat towed through the canals of Kiangsu by Japanese 
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_ |] the opposite ends of the empire, which are undeveloped 


and which will add much to its wealth and its position 
in the Pacific. These are Yezo and Formosa. Yezo is 
about as big as Indiana and its population is about as 
great as that of St. Louis. It has an excellent climate, 
and its soll raises the finest of grass. The government 
colonization department ig trying to develop the country. 

Yezo has excellent coal. There are three large mines 
now in operation, and railroads connect these with the 
coast. There are no large towns except Hakodate, 
which has 75,000 people, of whom only about 100 are 
foreigners. The most of the inhabitants are Ainos, the 
hairy aborigines of Japan. 

Formosa is smaller than Yezo, but of far more value 
from its wonderful natural resources. The island is 26¢ 
miles long and about seventy miles wide in its broadest 
part. It is full of minerals, but owing to its wild nature 
has not been carefully prospected. Coal mines are al- 
ready worked and gold is found in many of the streams. 

The island has a ridge of mountains running through 
it from one end to the other, some of the peaks being 
over two miles in height. Along the west slope of these 
mountains there are many rich, fertile valleys which lead 
to a large rolling plain settled by the Chinese. On these 
lands is raised some of the finest tea of the world. They 
produce more than 20,000,000 pounds of tea every year, 
and the most of this goes to the United States. Indeed, 
China and the United States are the chief customers for 
Formosan products. Japan itself takes but little Our 
tea is sent across the strait to Amoy and shipped from 
there to San Francisco and New York. The most of the 
tea leaves are dried in the sun and the packing is done 
by tramping them down with the bare feet. 

The Japanese in Formosa. 

The Japanese have not yet attempted to do much with 
Formosa. They remitted taxes for one year after they 
took possession, but are now attempting to make it self- 
supporting. The population & largely Chinese, there be- 
ing about three million on the island. The chief towns 
are Tamsui and Kelung in the north, and Tainan and 
Takow in the south. Taipeh is the capital. 

The Japanese are now building railroads in the north- 
ern part of Formosa and one is to go from Kelung on 
south to Tainan-fu. This will pass through the most 
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thickly populated portion of the island, including the 
richest of the sugar and rice regions. It is at Tamsui 
that our Consul lives. This place has a club, several 
banks and a number of merchants and exporters. One 
ef the great products of Formosa is camphor made from 
the camphor tree. It is shipped to all parts of the world. 

The Japanese have had considerable trouble with the 
Formosan savages, who live in villages scattered 
throughout the mountains. These people are much like 
our wild men of the Philippines. They live by hunting 
and fishing and a little agriculture. Some villages have 
small farms about them. A few acres are enough for 
100 people, each family having its own plot. The men 
are head hunters not unlike those of Borneo, and it is 
said that a man cannot marry until he bas brought in 
at least one head. 

The Chinese are the game of the head hunter. He 
sneaks up on them while they are at work in the fields 
and spears them to death. After this he cuts off the 
head and goes home rejoicing. The tribes are continually 
warring with one another and the Japanese soldiers 
have to conquer them tribe by tribe. So far no great 
progress has been made in civilizing the people. 

1 am told that Formosa has rich minerals. Coal is 
found in different parts and there are evidences of pe- 
troleum. Not long ago some Chinese employed two Penn- 
sylvanians to test certain oil fields. 
but their drills broke at 300 feet from the surface and so 
far the work has not been resumed. 


Where Japan Gets Her Money. 

The Japanese are by no means a poverty-stricken na- 
tion. They have many millionaires among them and they 
are gradually building up great financial institutions 
which will enable them to compete with us. They are 
good financiers and their banking system is modeled on 
ours. Marquis Ito, who organized it, came to Washing- 
ton and spent some time studying our government 
finances and then went back and formulated the policy 
of the empire. Today Japan has a paper currency which 
is at par with its silver, and the country is nominally 
on a gold basis. It has one bank which acts as the agent 
of the government, having much the same place here 
as the Bank of England in Great Britain. 

This is the Bank of Japan. It has a capital of 30,000,- 
000 yen, divided into 150,000 shares, and its dividends 
range from 15 to 16 per cent. per annum. The shares 
are all registered and can be owned only through the 
consent of the Japanese Secretary of the Treasury. The 
bank has $500,000,000 of deposits and its loans amount 
to about $300,000,000. Its bank building in Tokyo cost 
more than 1,000,000 yen. 

Another large bank is the Kokuritsu Ginko, which has 
a capital of about $24,000,000 in gold. It has deposits 
amounting to about $500,000,000 in gold and loans of 
more than half that amount. The Specie Bank has a 
capital of less than $3,000,000, but its deposits amount 
to $150,000,000, and its loans run high into the millions. 


In the Tokyo Stock Exchange. 
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i have spent some time in the stock exchange watch- 
ing the Japanese bulls and bears. The exchange is right 
fn the heart of Tokyo. It is a three-story building, 
more like a great barn or warehouse than anything else. 
It has a cement floor and about the walls are great gal- 
leries. As you go in you have to take off your shoes, 
and there is a room at the right of the entrance where 
the brokers check their clogs and where they are given 
straw sandals in exchange. Every one in the house 
dresses in gowns, although some of the more swell brok- 
ers wear overcoats as well. 

When I entered the exchange there were at least one 
hundred Japanese yelling and pushing each other as 
they crowded this way and that, betting on the various 
stocks. They were all bareheaded and their hair stuck 
out like the black bristles on a shoe brush. The sleeves 
oi their gowns were loose and their arms showed bare 
to the shoulders as they swung them and shook their 
fists, shouting their bids. Their almond eyes were full 
of anxiety and their mouths of noise. I was interested 
in the signs which they used in bidding. Putting up one 
finger indicates an advance of 10 cents, two fingers, 20 
cents, and a closed fist, 50 cents. 

The president wag an old Japanese in a black gown, 
embroidered with a white coat-of-arms. He stood on a 
rostrum in the rear of the chamber and directed the sell- 
ing. The quotations were written in Japanese on black 
and white strips of wood. The white strips gave the face 
value of the stocks and the black strips indicated the 
selling prices. 

The president tells me that the stock exchange has a 
capital of 1,250,000 yen, and that it is now paying divi- 
dends of 25 per cent. He says that seats are worth about 
$12,000 each, and that the daily sales approximate 50,000 
shares. Most of the business is small. There is no such 
watering of stocks as in the United States, and the result 
is that some shares pay high dividends. The Tokyo tram 
cars, for instance, pay 35 per cent.; the Yokohama iron 
works, 25 per cent., and some other stocks equally well.

sf} EN THOUSAND messages at once can be sent 
by means of wireless telegraphy.”

Wonders of Wireless Telegraphy, 


“Wireless telegraphy is a wonderful thing. I am not 
speaking from a commercial point of view, but as to the 
scientific aspect of it. The principles involved are so 
beautiful, and reveal seemingly no end of possibilities. 
Just think of harnessing the apparently invisible forces 
around and about us, and making them do such wonder- 
ful things! 

“The scientific investigator is very frequently ahead 
of the popular mind in recognizing the value of great 
discoveries. Hence the public was slow to perceive the 
possibilities of wireless telegraphy which I announced 
quite a while ago. While some of the fake wireless 
telegraph companies are to be bitterly condemned, they 
are doing a great work in educating the people regard- 
ing the beautiful scientific truths involved. 

“One will be able to send 10,000 messages at the same 
time by means of wireless telegraphy.” 

“Can you send a message from California to the 
Philippines by this method, some 6000 miles,” ! asked. 

‘Very readily,” replied Mr. Tesla. “And you can send 
it still farther. We are just on the threshold of a 
thousand and one remarkable uses of this means of com- 
munication.” 

“Do you think we can talk and see, too, in this way?“ 
I asked. 


The Electric Telescope. 


“I can only answer you now that there is substantial 
ground for my saying that sooner or later, by means ol 
electricity, we will be able to see at considerable dis- 
tances, just as we now hear by telephone.” 

“You mean a sort of electric telephone?”

“What are we coming to?“ I queried in amazement. 
“We are just learning the alphabet of the possible uses 
of electricity,” answered the astute scientist. “The de- 
velopment of my oscillator makes it possible to com- 
municate with Mars, or play havoc with things ter- 
restrial. We are only beginning the present century, 
and before its close you will see and learn of things that 
now surpass the dreams of the wildest imagination.

Then imagine forces in nature harnessed that 
are as much greater thar those now employed as Niagara 
is greater than a noiseless rill. Think of light, heat and 
power transmitted without the dangerous wires; and the 
special cablegrams from Mars and Mercury in the 
newspapers!

Industries Increasing. 


The improved condition of the country 1s shown by 
the increase in the number of its industries. In twelve 
months the number of dealers in articles subject to ex- 
cise taxes increased from 6000 to 9500: the number of 
tobacco manufacturers from 170 to 604. During the 
same period the amount of taxes paid on manufactured 
tobacco increased from $8146 to $25,203, and the tax on 
rum -from $9952 to $42,112. A comparative statement of 
the exports of oranges and straw hats to the United 
States during the first six months of free trade and the 
corresponding period of the preceding year discloses 
some increases that are worth noting. Before free trade 
the value of straw hats exported during six months 
was $3677, and for the first half year afterward $80,106. 
The sale of oranges increased during that time from 
$13,961 to $31,209. 


Of course the largest sums were involved in the 
items of sugar and tobacco. Before free trade the 
amount of sugar sold to the United States in six months 
was $631,316, and for a corresponding period afterward 
$1,449,669. During the same time tobacco jumped from 
$176,721 to $545,056. Nearly all of the tobacco sold was 
in the form of cigars and cigarettes, and on account of 
this product going to the market in a manufactured | 
form the labor of the island reaped an added benefit 
from the wages paid for its preparation.

As Purchaser of American Goods. 


The dominant issue with the American business man 
is the sale of goods to the people of our new possessions. 
The amount of their purchases is an item of great in» 
portance to everyone. The statistics of Porto Rico, as 
furnished me by the customhouse officials of San Juan, 
are as follows: During the last year of Spanish rule 
the people of the island bought from the United States 


year of American occupation, $3,398,916; during the sec- 
ond year of American control,- $6,483,613, and the third 
year, $9,367,557. The total amounts purchased from all 
other countries during the same period were as follows: 
Last year of Spanish rule, $10,714,837; first year of 
American occupation, $8,856,362; second year. $3,225,406; 
and third year, $2,071,931. 

These figures look right from an American standpoint 
and the indications for the current year warrant the 
expectation of record-breaking tétals. For example, 
take the customhouse receipts for February compared 
to the same month last year. A year ago the total 
duties paid by all countries were $62,784. At that time 
a 15 per cent. duty was imposed upon all goods from 
the United States, and that country paid $20,600 of the 
whole, leaving only $42,184 for all other countries com- 
bined. During February of this year, with goods coming 
in free from the United States—and an enormous amount 
of them—the total of duties of all other countries ran 
up to $71,076—nearly $10,000 more than a year ago, in- 
cluding the large amount paid by the American con- 


market by the European concerns® They have not aban- 


doned it by any means. I asked for a detailed state- 
ment of the kind of goods brought in during February 
and where they were from. Spain imported the largest 
amount, having $71,527 to her credit. This consisted of 
soap. rice, butter, fans, cotton stockings, shoes, olives, - 
buttons, wine, tinware and provisions. The things which 
came in the greatest quantities were rice, shoes, soap 
and wine. Novia Scotia was second in point of value 
with $35,000 worth of codfish, potatoes and lumber. I 
was told that this was about the monthly average on 
these staples for this country. Germany was third, with 
large quantities of chinaware, cheese, beer, crackers, 
thread, cutlery, toys, cement, twine and ironware. 
Whenever I look for figures I always find Germany near 
the top. Her salesmen are on every steamer and in ev- 
ery port. The Germans are out looking for business and 
they are getting it. England, France, and Scotland 
came next with the minor countries trailing along for 
smaller amounts. The most of the above should have 
been bought from the United States, and it would have 
if the American merchants had made an effort to pre- 
vent the orders from going abroad. It seems strange 
that foreign rice should come in here in such large 
quantities and stand a duty of two cents per pound, 
when the product of the American rice fields comes in 
free. There was one lot of shoes valued at $6000, and 
a shipment of soap worth $5000—what's the matter with 
Yankee soap? Another big item was $5000 worth of 
dried peas. I am told the American hardware drummer 
will find orders waiting for him here. 


A Resident's View. 

I called upon J. R. Latimer, one of the prominent 
business men of the island, who was a member of the 
Porto Rican commission to the United States, and re- 
quested his view of the business prospect. He said: 
“Many of the American business men are becoming 
more attentive to the requirements of the trade here, 
and all those who are making an effort to meet the con- 
ditions are getting substantial results in the form of 
increased sales. Sevcra! shoe firms are now making a 
class of stuff especially designed for tropical needs and 
the effect is very satisfactory. The dry goods men have 
made some concessions to the demands of our wer- 
chants, but not enough, I think, to make American goods 
as popular with the people as European textures. Amer- 
can food stuffs have long had the lead in this market, 
and will doubtless continue to increase in popularity. 
There is a tendency on the part of some American manu- 
facturers to make this a dumping ground for odds and 
ends that cannot be duplicated. This, on the face of it, 
is an extremely bad policy, as a demand for any line 
cannot be created in this manner. The European deal- 
ers, from whom we have bought our goods in the past, 
were always very considerate of us. They studied our 
trade very carefully and conformed to it in every way 
possible. We find the Americans are inclined to be 
more indcpendent than we would like to have them. I 
hope this will change for the better as we become more 
acquainted.” 

The statements of Mr. Latimer have been repeated to 
me again and again from the Governor down to the 
smallest merchant. The requirements of the trade here 
must be looked after and conformed to by the American 
concerns. The game is well worth the candle. Europe 
is an old hand at the business of selling abroad, and 
she considers this field worthy of her close attention, 
even now that a heavy duty is put against her. Why 
should the American pusiness men ignore the situation? 
These people are making money now, and they are go- 
ing to be still more prosperous next year. When they 
have money they spend it freely. The Yankee drummer 


had better pack his grip and come this way.

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NEW POSTAGE STAMPS. 
HOW THEY ARE BEING MADE AND 
ASHINGTON, March 7. Now., after twelve 
years of continuous ute, Uncle Sam has grown 
new set. While the Postoffice Department has issued 
three series of commemorative stamps—the Columbian, 
lerrupted use since 1890. 

Work on the new series has already been commenced 
years ago, when it took the work of manufacturing its 
millions of little, engraved sticking plasters out of the 
which this official stamp mill now has before it.

The lines previously in 
intaglio upon the hard plate now appear in relief upon 
the soft cylinder. The latter is next hardened and re- 
placed in the transfer machine. Under the same pres- 
sure as employed before it is rolled over a huge plate of 
soft steel until it has made twenty rows of impressions, 
twenty in a row.

OOKING up from the lovely, semi-tropical valley 
and plains, where the orange groves, palm avenues, 
and rose gardens of Redlands.

_ STRANGE DUST CLOUDS. 
SOME OF THEM HAVE BEEN CARRIED IMMENSE 
DISTANCES OVER SEA AND LAND. 


[F. Mu. Bacon in Chicago Tribune:] When Chicago 
was burned in 1871 the smoke that arose was perceived 
as far away as the Pacific Coast, or, in other words, 
from 2000 miles away particles of soot were seen float- 
in the air, and if this means that they had risen fairly 
above the horizon, then from consideration of the mere 
curvature of the earth we have to believe that these. 
particles were lying in a dense mass at several miles 
above the earth's surface. 

But a flercer fire went heavenward in 1883 when near 
the corner of Sumatra the volcanic mountain of Kra- 
katoa broke into eruption. The story of the result of 
this came in from almost all over the world. Fine Aust, 
50 fine that it took many months to subside, seems to 
have spread the globe round in a direction opposed to 
lower prevailing winds. In the tropics the air became 
% Jaden with dust that the sun grew blue and then 
green as it sank toward the horizon. 

In England similar phenomena were observed, differ- 
ing only in intensity, while the aftérglow assumed such 
abnormal vividness as to penetrate and color a winter 
tog. More than this, in the towns the fogs during this 
period grew crimson when lit merely by street gas light. 

Neither was this the end of wonder. At night time 
there were seen for a lengthened period, but gradually 
— what were spoken of as luminous @ouds,” 


which were doubtless but another evidence of the same 
dust floating at a height estimated at least sixty miles. 
| The story of Krakatoa is no isolated one. The loess or 
loamy dust of China has been pretty certainly proved 
to have been borne aloft and carried at least a quarter 
round the globe, having been found floating as a perma- 
nent dust atmosphere above the highest mountains of 
California. 
Again, in 1881. Mr. Whymper watched an eruption of 
Cotopaxi sixty-five miles away. On that occasion an 
oprush of inky smoke towered into the hair. and then 
was borne away horizontally, eventually after several 
hours passing in front of the sun, which thereupon as- 
sumed a greet tint, different from any thaf thé observer 
had ever witnessed in the heavens. 
There is among the familiar “animated pictures” ex- 
hibited by the kinematograph a well-known represen- 
tation of the throwing down of a condemned chimney 
stack. The picture shows a large portion of one side 
of the base of the chimney removed and replaced tem- 
porarily with timber struts) Then a fierce burning fire 
is kindled around these props and the work of demoli- 
tion is watched from a safe distance. In due time, the 
flames having done their work, the lofty stack inclines 
slightly from the perpendicular, and then, as one entire 
whole, falle with a mighty sweep to earth. Over the 
fallen ruins there immediately hangs a smell white 
cloud, slowly vanishing into clear air. 
The amount of impalpabie débris consigned to the air 
is indeed relatively small, but its effects may be almost 
inconceivably great end far reaching. We have, how- 
ever, to recognize that by no means all of the dust has 
come from below. Some, and not a little, hails from no 
man knows where, except that it must be from the void 
of space. Thus, it may be supposed to have come from 
her worlds destroyed. 
“There is not only no doubt of this, but there have 
been plausible calculdtions made as to the actual amount 
of cosmic débris that from this source alone comes into 
our atmosphere. Thus one of our greatest authorities 
bas arrived at the conclusion that it is approximately 
not greatly less than 100 tons or greatly more than 1000 
tons in the course of every day. 
It is seldom realized save by aéronauts and mountain- 
ers how much watery haze-the lower air contains. Blue 
sky itself is but the ultimate fading out of haze, and 
when lower layers of the atmosphere are surmounted 
the blue above is bluer than before only by reason of the 
haze there being more illuminated. The result of the 
most recent investigations, carried out chiefly by high- 
Aying kites, go to show that, though at great heights 
the air may be spoken of as dry, this is but a relative 
term. Commonly about one-half of the water vapor in 
the air is left below by the time the first mile and a half 
is climbed, but the actual moisture present varies with 
circumstances. Thus, up to a few thousand feet the air 
is drier during the winter and at night, and damper dur- 
ing the summer and by day, than it is nearer the ground. 
In the light of these facts it becomes easy to conceive 
how in certain conditions of moist weather and on a 
dark night the light of u large town reflected in the 
heaven may be seen at a long distance. Under the clear 
skies of other lands reflections may be seen on the under 
surface of a cloud over great ranges. 
Thus the cloud heaps over thunder storms on the 
prairies may sometimes be seen at night on the horizon 
at a distance amounting to more than 200 miles. 


THE GAME OF BOWLS.

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REFORM IN CHINA. 


A SERIOUS PROBLEM AND ONE OF 
SLOW PROGRESS AT PRESENT. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


HANGHAI (China) "Feb. 15, 1902.—- Two strong 
S forces, distinct and antagonistic, are silently and 

with determination at work in China. The court at 
Peking is one of these and is, at present, the stronger of 
the two. This is distinctly the conservative force. “Has 
the court learned nothing by the lessons of the past 
twenty months?” is the indignant cry of the average 
foreigner here. I don't know. Precedents of centuries 
cannot be discarded at a moment's notice. The court at 
Peking resumed its usual course, after the imperial per- 
sonages had reéntered the Purple Forbidden City. Man- 
chu courtier and eunuch body-servant took their time- 
honored places, and the progress of the world finds but 
a faint echo within those deeply-hidden recesses. Manchu 
and eunuch may have profited by past experience, and 
while they cling to precedent it is probably with a 
timorous and uncertain grasp. 

The other force is young China. Among the thousands 
of literati, eligible to office and known as expectants, 
some classical scholars have been found who, not satis- 
fied to wear out their lives in waiting for official prefer- 
ment, entered upon the struggle of life in the congenial 
capa@tty of journalist. The choice of profession was fol- 
lowed by the desire for study and research, that the re- 
sults might be put before the ever-increasing number 
of readers. The experience of 1900 proved to every 
Chinaman not wholly absorbed in the task of keeping 
body and soul together, that the absolute supremacy of 
the Middle Kingdom and the Son of Heaven was a fic- 
tion and a mockery. When this conviction dawned upon 
the annotators of the dead sages, they set about finding 
out facts relative to China's real status. Their studies 
led to practical results, as the native press abundantly 
shows. Clothed in the language of Kung Futsz’ and 
Meng-tsz’, modern life is brought into comparison witb 
the immovable past, and not to the credit of reaction. 
The dawn of China's new era, if this be the dawn, will 
be better comprehended, if I allow both parties to speak 
for themselves. 

As described in my lest letter, the court returned to 
Peking and the Purple Forbidden City on the seventh 
of January. The next day a number of imperial edicts 
appeared in the Official Gazette, or Court Journal. 1 
quote here the literal translation, adding only such ex- 
planations as are absolutely necessary: 

(1.) Cpu Hang-chi is hereby granted a Tiao Su sable 
robe, with the privilege of wearing same.” 

This granting of articles of clothing resembles in 
principle that of conferring orders or medals at Eu- 


ropean courts, with this addition that in China it also } 


conveys rank and certain immunities. In this case, the 
robe is worn only by the Emperor and princes of the 
vlood: The Tiao Su robe is of martin, only certain por- 
tions of the head being used, and sewn together so as to 
férm ten rows of three “eyes” in front and nine rows at 
the back. It is granted exclusively to Manchu, but the 
late Li Hung Chang was the first subject of Chinese ex- 
traction in whose favor an exception was made. 

(2.) “Shih Shu and Chi Lu, members of the Board of 
(om ptrollers-General of the Imperial Household De- 
partment, are also hereby granted similar robes, with 
the privilege of wearing them. 

( 3.) “A special decree in the name of the Empress 
Dowager: 

“Last year, during the confusion arising from the 
disturbance.in the capital, the late imperial concubine, 
Chén-Fei, was prevented from accompanying us in our 
flight from Peking, resulting in her committing suicide 
to avold insults. The firmness of will and .chastity 
shown by Chén-Fei is indeed worthy of commendation, 
and we hereby bestow upon her “he posthumous honor 
of Kuei Fei, or Imperial Concubine of the First-Class, as 
a mark of our esteem and admiration of her conduct. 
Let the yamen concerned take note.” 

The bestowal of posthumous honors is common in the 
Orient and is highly valued by the relatives of the de- 
ceased. In this case, however, there was a report that 
this woman, Chen-Fei, wads thrown into a well and 
stoned to death by order of the Empress Dowager be- 
cause, having considerable influence upon the Emperor, 
she dared oppose the Empress when the latter deter- 
mined upon flight. Such reports are most difficult to be 
substantiated, and it is equally difficult to discern the 
reason why the Dowager revived the matter imme- 
diately after her return. 

(4.) “Decree impressing upon the Tartar generals. 
Viceroys, and Governors of the empire the importance of 
being prompt in paying their several portions of the 
war indemnity as required in a memorial of the Chinese 
Plenipotentiaries and Board of Revenue. The least de- 
lay in paying these indemnity installments will cause 
troubleg and the delinquent Tartar generals, Viceroys, or 
Governors will be called to account and punished ac- 
cordingly.” 

This decree needs no comment. It shows, what no one 
doubted, that China will liquidate her obligations. 

(5.) “Decree appointing dates on whieh the Emperor 
Will personally visit certain temples to sacrifice to the 
deities.” 

Here is the result of the first day's work after the re- 
turn of the court, and it is a fair sample of the average, 
as the Purple Forbidden City has seen it for hundreds of 
years. Progress there is none. Twenty months absence 
under duress have failed to disturb hereditary notions, 
and the thread is taken up where it was broken. What 
future may China expect under this leadership of the 
constitutionaily blind? ‘

The blacks were set 
free. but their land im Africa has become the property 
of white men. This fact makes us shudder for Asia. 
The white man is gradually coming eastward, and the 
yellow race will come next for slavery. The fire is al- 
ready scorching our eyebrows. Not only so, our yellow 
men who go abroad to America to push their fortunes 
are treated as if they were slaves. The Americans at 
first advertised for Chinese labor. But now they change 
their tune, and forbid Chinese immigration; and now 
they exercise their ingenuity in devising tyrannical lass 
against those already in the country. And yet the Con- 
stitution of Washington and Lincoln has not been 
changed. That, surely, is liberal and good. Aud yet, in 
the face of it all, the yellow man is not accorded the 
Status of a freeman. but is treated as a slave!

They burned down whole streets in 
the Philippines, on the plea that the Chinese fostered 
the spread of plague.

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GREAT BLUE HERON. 
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in habits. It is the tallest of native American birds, 
Standing five to six feet in height, and weighs six to ten 
pounds when in good condition. They never wander far 
from sea coasts and are particularly partial to mud flats, 
where their food, which consists almost entirely of 
minute crustacea, can be gleaned most easily. In feed- 
ing, the bill is pressed downward, so that its peculiar 
shape makes the point turn upward. Ridges and fila- 
ments along the edges of the bill serve as strainers 
through which the sand and water taken in with the 
food are forced out. The color of the flamingo is a rosy 
vermillion, though in no wise rivaling the vivid hues 
ot the famed scarlet ibis of the Nile marshes. The pink 
feathers of the flamingo are not in demand as are those 
of the heron just described, so its lease of life is longer. 
The eggs of the flamingo are two in number, pale 
greenish-white, and laid on the top of a truncated cone. 
made by the birds themselves, from the mud of the sur- 
rounding marsh. The top of this cylindrical pyramid is 
slightly hollowed out to prevent the eggs from rolling, 
and on it the female sits, her legs doubled up under her 
body. These mounds are often two feet high, fifteen 
i. ‘es thick at the base, and six or eight inches in diam- 
eter at the top. To them the birds return year after 
year at nesting time, so strong are the ties of home even 
with these humbler forms of life. 

Another bird, and one which is quite familiar to us 
all, is the great blue heron. It is sometimes called 
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RLACK-CROWNED NIGHT HERON. 
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sandhill or blue crane, but thas is a misnomer, as the 
bird which properly bears this name is much larger 
and of a different color. The great blue heron is a soli- 
tary bird excepting in the nesting season, when they 
gather in great numbers to rear their young in some 
secluded swamp. Of this bird an eastern verse-maker 
very aptly says: 
“Grotesque and tall, he stands erect,

How much of truth there is in these lines, anyone can 
testify who has ever attempted to stalk one of these 
ungainly birds with camera or gun. Standing just at the 
water's edge, with neck drawn in and head resting on 
its shoulders, the ‘heron, remains still and rigid as if 
carved from stone. Its somber colors and absolute 
quietness render it very inconspicuous, and, as it usually 
takes up its position under some tree or against the 
dark background ef the river's bank, it cannot be seen 
except by an eye long skilled in the search for forest 
life. As has been said before, almost all herons nest 
in colonies and the present species is no exception to 
that rule. In southern States where there are larger 
swamps given over to a thick growth of cedar, cypress 
and sycamore trees, the herons are especially abundant 
and the plume bunters proportionately so. There 
are nesting colonies of these birds scattered from the 
arctic regions to Patagonia, but the largest are found on 
the tropical and sub-tropical coasts of the Gulf of Mex-

delineation of its true beauty, but anyone who is de- 
sirous of sceing the bird for himcelf may usually do 50 
by taking a stroll up the Los Angeles River bottom 
just at nightfall. Coming into Los Angeles over the 
Santa Fé I have frequentiy cecn them standing like 
silent sentinels along the edges of the little stream not 
a hundred fect from the rushing train. This heroa de- 
rives its name from its habit of flying largely by night 
or in the early @Vening. From its peculiar cry of “qua” 
or “quawk,” is frequently called “qua-bird” or “quawk 
by natives of the Southern States. Large bands of these 
birds begin to appear in the swamps of Los Angeles 
county by the first of April, but they do not nest here, 
preferring to go farther north, or else remain in the 
Fauth, The male and female heron are almost indts- 
tinguishable, though the male bears rather the finer 
plumes. 

From the nimble-winged gull as well as the sym- 
metrical tern come hat feathers also, but the most fa- 
miliar sources are those which I have cited, Many whole 
birds are made use of vy the modern milliners, of which 
our orioles, blackbirds and other vividly colored species 
form the larger part.

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MILLINERY STYLES THAT ARE TO PE. 

Careful investigation of the new models has not 
brought to light any forms differing materially from 
those described a month ago as likely to divide favor 
among them this spring and summer. It will be 0 
membered that these included a goodly array of all sorts 
—broad-brimmed hats and medium-sized hats, large and 
small toques, besides some few capotes. But, since the 
date of my last letter, your American buyers have been 
busy making their choice, and I understand that they 
have, in many cases, exhibited a marked partiality for 
medium-sized hats. I have also gathered that the prin; 
cipal reason for this preference is to be found in the 
greater amount of novelty shown in the composition and 
trimming of hats not more than moderately wide in the 
brim. It remains now tuo be seen how the Parisians wil! 
view the matter. Undoubtedly very large hats will be 
worn, especially by women tall enough to carry then 
gracefully, and on any dressy occasions, but probably 
more Will be sold of a somewhat smaller size, at least 
for usual town wear. These may be divided into two 
distinct groups—hats proper, and enlarged toques, both 
of which French milliners now designate as chapeaux 
mayens, reserving the term toque for shapes more 
strictly deserving to be so styled. Some of the former 
are almost flat, the crown merely represented by a 
slight convexity in the center. The very prettiest mod- 
els of this sort have the edge of the brim undulated, not 
deeply, but like the edge of some rose petals. Some- 
times the undulation ceases over the ears, and the rest 
of the edge is rolled over itself. This idea is new, and 
deserves to have special attention paid to it. Other hats, 
on the contrary, have decided crowns, and the brim 
turned up in front, on one or both sides. Most of the 
enlarged toques also have regular crowns, and brims 
either roled up turban fashion or made of several layers, 
so as to rise as high as the crown. It is this massive- 
ness of the brim in front and at the side that differen- 
tiates these shapes from the hat proper. Behind they 
are often identical, frequently bent down into the nape 
of the neck. When this bending down is combined with 
rolled sides the brim at the back assumes somewhat the 
form of pigeon’s tail. In this case it generally has a 
portion of the trimming placed upon it. The fashion of 
trimming such shapes with scarfs, the ends of which 
fall down the back, or with a bow or coquille of lace, 
although fashioned by Mme. Reboux and one or two 
other first-class milliners, does not promise to be very 
general, since it is inapplicable to everyday wear. Nor 
is the flattening down of the brim behind by any means 
universal, as we have seen. Some shapes are frequently 
turned up at the back—an arrangement sometimes com- 
bined with a slight turning up ef the brim in front.—

HO does not remember the thrill of childish fear

son Crusoe, he crept after Friday, and his mas- 
ter, cautiously, tremblingly through the tropic under- 
brush, to peer out at the horrible Caribs dancing around 
their cannibal banquet on the beach? 

In after years did not the dull pages of the history 
lesson suddenly glow with human. interest when that 
canoe full of fierce savages, “very lion-like and terrible 
of countenance, with red-painted cheek bones,” rushed 
out to battle with the sailors of Columbus, and we rec- 
ognized our old enemies of the story book? “Most in- 
credibly fierce and brave, Columbus called them, “quite 
amphibious, fighting with equal skill from the water, 
after their canoe was overturned.”: 

On the little island of Dominica, which, oddly enough, 
was the first of the strongholds to be discovered and the 


masses of slimy mud, tinted in unnatural hues of vivid 
red and green, with weird olly gurgling like some mon- 
strous living thing. Im the crater of Mount Diablotin, 
itself a boiling lake, lying like a huge silver spider, lur- 
‘Ing strangers through his net of emerald green to slay 
them with deadly invisible vapors, are an Eagish tourist 
and his guide, the latest victime. 

Surely this island, with its savage beauty, was of all 
spots most suited to those strange, lion-featured Oaribs, 
who fitted, noiseless and mysterious as their own for- 
ests, from shadow to shadow, until they burst with dia- 
bolic shouting, a wild hurricane of death upon the white- 
faced invaders of their land. 


A Mysterious Race. 


Wrapped in fascinating mystery is this Carib race. 
Unlike all other Indian tribes in appearance and cus- 
toms, their origin is speculative; their habits travelers’ 
tales, too often evidently untrue. Occupying the chain 
of islands known as the Lesser Antilles, they were very 
different from the pcaceful Arawaks of Trinidad, only 
a few miles distant from their southern islands, or the 
easily-conquered Indians of Porto Rico, so near them to 
the north. Indeed, they had a pleasant habit of as- 
aembling great fleets of war canoes and sweeping down 
upon the larger islands, killing or carrying off for

slaves their less war-like population. Tradition says 


that each year, gathering from their various islands, 


fast to be surrendered, lives in almost inaccessible moun- 
tain forests a pitiful remnant of the Carib race. For 
the sake of the old childhood memories, this brief sketch 
of their latter end, before they die ott utterly, seems 
worth the writing.

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QUAINT OLD TANGIER. 


A CITY UNCHANGED BY THE PASSING 
OF THE CENTURIES.

T THE narrow western gateway of the Mediter- 
A ranean, bathed today in sun, stands one of the 
strangest contrasts of the world. : 

Outposts of different ages and civilizations, they watch 
one another across a boundary line of sea: Gibraltar, 
an embodiment of the western world of today in its 
purposeful strength and energy: and low on the south- 
ern horizon line Tangier, a lone survivor of. a world 
which was old a thousand years ago. 

Tangier is a city which seems to linger on uncon- 
scious of the change of passing centuries, and from 
whose worn ways it would be hard to tell that the age 
of Rome's imperial sway now lies on the far horizon 
line of history. . 

Some traces of the modern world, it is true, have 
gathered upon the outskirts of the city: for Morocco’s 
unbroken summer and endless stinshine have of late 
drawn to its coast a quiet winter season. Some few 
scattered villas and hotels now nestle behind the green 
of subtropical gardens about the city: but there is little 
incongruous mingling of East and West to disturb the 
picture; the West, as it were, stands aside, a quiet spec- 
tator of this world of the past. 

A Day of Purest Blue. 


— — 


Tangier's situation is most charming. Out of the un- 
known south stretch the dark mountains of Morocco, 
arid, sun-scorched rocks among drifts of desert ‘sand, 
trailing down into foothills as they reach the coast, and 
it is on these last hill slopes, as they reach crescentwise 
out into the sea, that lies the white city of Tangier. 
Before-it stretches a bay of purest blue, mottled with 
purple stains, where heaps of rock and seaweed darken 
the sandy shallows of the sea, and over which the swells, 
as they drift in from the open west, break here and there 
to trail in long ribbons of white to the shore. 

As you draw near to the African coast in the small bi- 
weekly steamer across the Straits, the tircle of white 
on the sides of the hill broadens out into an Oriental 
city. Slender minarets and rounded cupolas break the 
monotony of white, unvaried wall and level roofs; while 
behind, the sunshine of the late afternoon paints a 
background of yellow clear as the mistless air, and 
where the city crests a low eminence it stands silhouet- 
ted upon the sky as a city of white shadows, transparent, 
and as unreal almost as a city of dreams.

vou row ashore and pass along its quay, through 
dusky archways, and a step beyond enter the city. 

You almost start at the strangeness of the scene be- 
fore you; for it is no mere change as that which meets 
one across the partition linés upon a map. You have 
crossed a gulf which parts the world of today from the 
world of a past age. It is a city of the romotest East, 
of the Arabian Nights, with which you are face to face. 

Before you wind its narrow streets or, rather, pas- 


sages, thronged, bewilderingly strange. There on either 
side are the bazaars, little four or five foot recesses in 
the bare, white walls, a foot or so from the ground. 
where with half-closed eyes the proprietors dreamily | 
recline, half hidden aniong the goods heaped upon the 
floor and hanging from sides and ceilings; lamps, em- 
broideries, slippers, jewelry, and the heavy, soft silver 
work of the eastern smiths. 

In some recesses sit turbaned lawyers and clients 
cross-legged before one another upon the floor. consult- 
ing in slow Oriental fashion, unconscious of the noise of 
passers-by; in another, equally indifferent to the world 
around, a letter writer laboriously paints upon a scroll 
the dictation of a bunch of white drapery on the ground 
before him. 


In the Narrow Streets. 


You wander on as if in a dream, for none of the fig- 
ures which steal about the streets betray the least con- 
sciousness of your presence; they pass with the lithe, 
wearied walk of the Bast; the Scheherazades, the Paris. 
the Amines, veiled in their ghostly draperies: the tall 
turbaned men in their white robes; the dusky slaves; 
the naked carriers of water. 


ing beard and green silk robes will be a magician of 
strange powers and virtue; for some, stooping as he 
passes, kiss his robes. 

You wander on into narrower streets and passages, 
which wind about bemazed amid the dense array ef 
bare, white, windowless walls, broken only by occa- 
sional low doorways and small barred grilles far up 
from the ground. In these less central parts the city 
sleeps in a dream-like silence. 

Gradually a murmuring of many voices steals into the 
air, and then you find yourself by the deep eastern gates 
in the city wall, through which you pass to the great, 
bare market place beyond. 

It is the meeting place of many races: Arabs and 
Moors and wild tribes from the desert: a moving picture 
of white and browns and yellows in the glow of the apo 
proaching sundown. 

Caravans of Camels.

INTERESTING DISCOVERIES BY DR. 
UHLE OF BERKELEY. 


By a Special, Contributor. 7 


HE discovery of an old, old race in Peru; a race that 

may have found the first ways of civilization earlier 

than the Egyptians; a total revision of preconceived 
notions concerning the history of old Peru and the 
sway of the Incas and the revelation of hitherto un- 
known races and nations which sprang up, flourished 
and died on the slopes of the Andes—these are the most 
important results of the anthropological work under- 
taken by the University of California under the patron- 
age of Mrs. Phoebe Hearst. 


Peru and the adjacent nations in the search for the relics 
and habitations of the phehistoric races. The result is 
the addition of 140 cases of Peruvian relics to the com- 
ing museum of the University of California and the 
genesis of a new theory concerning prehistoric Peru. 
This theory, in brief, is that the Incas, the absolute 
rulers of the land when the Spanish came, were lords of 
Peru only from comparatively modern times. Ancient 
Peru, according to the new theory, was the battle ground 
of many and divers nations and tribes, which held do- 
minion in turn before the Incas conquered the land. As 
England, since the dawn of history, has been populated

and dominated by many and varied races, 
then Britons, then Danes, then Saxons and finally Nor- 
mans, so Peru was under the sway from time to time 
of various races and tribes in the pure Indian popula- 
tion. Some centuries before the Spaniards cane. before 
Pizarro swept the land in his bloody conquest, the Incas, 
a brave, hardy race, arose and swept all before them, 
so that at the time of the conquest they held dominion 
over all the land with the exception of some scattered 
tribes still keeping up a sturdy opposition in the high 
Andes. 


The Original Civilization. 


But underlying all these various civilizations was an- 
other one, from which they all proceeded. Some of the 
later stages of civilization can be traced to various tribes 
which existed at the time of the Spanish conquest, and, 
for that matter, exist now.

This discovery became the keynote of his later 
explorations. For over two years_he traveled through 
the country from the seacoast to ihe highest habitable 
portion of the mountains, wherever there were known to 
be ruins. He explored graveyards; he dug below the 
foundations of old, crumbling towns. And the result is 
his announcement that in the dim ages before the com- 
mencement of our era, perhaps before the opening of our 
most ancient history, Peru was inhabited by a semi- 
civilized race that held it for many centuries and then 
vanished entirely, and that between the downfall! of this 
race and the rise of the Incas at least four other nations 
conquered and held sway. 

Peru, in the centuries of these great changes, had her 
eras of bloody war and calm peace. When the curtain 
rises with the nameless race in possession, the times 
seem to have been stormy. Men were fighting and were 
building huge walls and fortresses. Among the suc- 
ceeding periods, there must have been at least one long 
time of peace. The dwellings and towns of that period 
are built without regard to their defense. Most of them 
stand with high eminences towering above them. just 
where an enemy could reach them most easily in case 
of trouble. No warlike people, no people with whom 
war was even a tradition, could have built in this fash- 
ion, and the inference is that there reigned several cen- 
turies of peace, in which men laid aside their strife. 
The awakening of sucha people to war and strife—what 
a theme for an epic! 


Dr. Uhle Well Qualified. 


Dr. Uhle, who has ranged South America for seven 
years in the interest of science, is a German and a grad- 
uate of the University of Berlin. For that institution he 
first took up the work of South American exploration. 
Later, he was engaged by the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, and for it he made a large collection which is now 
in the museum of that institution. By the time that he had 
begun his work for the University of California he had 
wandered all over the southern part of South America, 
studying the ruins of the countries and learning the In- 
dian dialects. In all that time he has dwelt mainly out 
of doors, taking the perils and privations as they came, 
and he is himself a curious mixture of the hard-headed, 
hard-studying German scholar and hardy explorer. 

Not once or twice, but many times, he has crossed the 
Andes, and in his last venture he lived for nearly a year 
at an elevation of over two miles above sea level. At 
one time he spent several months hunting for a lost tribe 
of Indians which was recorded by the early Spanish ex- 
plorers, and which he believed to be the remnant of one 
of the races that had dominated Peru before the time of 
the Incas. He believed that they were located in one of 
the highest spurs of the mountains, and he explored to 
a height of 17,000 feet above sea level in his effort to 
find them In this he was unsuccessful; he discovered 
only graves—the race had thinned out to its end. 

The final disposition of the 140 cases of relics and 
specimens of ancient Peru brought back by this expedi- 
tion is very doubtful. The University of California has 
at present no museum. Neither is there any provision 
made for one in the present plans. There fs another 
university expedition working in Egypt, delving among 
the ruins of a people who lived in the time of these 
ancient Peruvians and worked out their own civilization 
on the other edge of the world. When they return the 
problem will be doubly embarrassing. One of the first 
additions to the present building plans will probably be 
a permanent museum to house these collections and the 
others which the university may make from time to time 
through the work of its archeological expeditions. 


HUMAN STATURE. 


IT HAS INCREASED INSTEAD OF DECREASED 
THROUGH PAST CENTURIES. 


[Chicago Tribune:] Prof. Krause of Berlin has come 
forward with an assurance to the world that in spite 
of its .civilizations, cigarettes, and candies, the human 
race is holding its own, and more, on the scales and un- 
der the measuring bar. He says that if the average 
Egyptian of today were mummified and dried for 4000 
years, he would not be any shorter than those canned 
in the time of Rameses II. | 

“School-going, coddling, and other refinements of civ- 
ilization may have an injurious effect on the modern 
human fiber,” said Prof. Krause, but this is more than 
counterbalanced by the better foods and better cooking 
of this twentieth century.” 


Thus, one by one, the poetry, romanticism, folk-lore, 
supersitition, and even the commonplace aphorisms of 
a dead past are going the way of science—and especially 
of German science. Even the homely old assurance that 
“there were giants in those days” is to be sacrificed on 
this altar of German philosophy. Scott's mighty figure 
of the Douglass dwindles, ang only a little time is needed 
tor some German scientist to declare that Goliath of 
Gath could have been knocked out by Terry McGovern 
in one round. ] 

At the same time, however, Prof. Krause is such a 
flattering iconoclast, both to modern men and to mod- 
ern cooks, that the world must be pleased to know that 
his discoveries are backed by many other anthropolo- 
gists. His assertions as to comparative statures have 
been accepted, generally, and Perschel long ago decided 
that good food, in plenty, had an appreciable effect on 
the size of men. Sergi has admitted nearly as much, 
but at the same time he has said that mere stature does 
not count for much as against cranial measurements, 


for instance.

When it comes to mere stature the United States has 
a showing that is not to be clouded by any other con- 
tinent. The average height of men in Kentucky and 
Tennessee has been put at 5 feet 8 inches, ranging in 
order of height from this through Indiana and Ohio, 5 
feet 7% inches; Michigan, Illinois and Wisconsin, 5 
feet 7 inches; New England, 5 feet 6% inches; and New 
York, Pennsylvania and New Jersey, 5 feet 6 inches. 

These for averages only. Yet Prof. Krause recalls 
that the Pretorian Guards, famous in their day, averaged 
only 5 feet 7 inches in stature. Further, as to his own 
German kinsmen, he says that there are indications 
that the early inhabitants of the Rhine country were 
not as tall as are the modern Germans. 

As to these Pretorian averages of 5 feet 7 inches 
Krause says that no modern guard of picked men would 
be tolerated in any modern country if they averaged so 
low as this. As to the soldiery of Great Britain, at least, 
Gould has attested to this statement. Gould has shown 
that in every million men measured for modern British 
military service there will be ninety-five men of tre- 
mendous stature. Out of this million men the records

Bearing upon these figures, too, is the fact that no man 
under six feet is eligible to the British Life Guards, thus 
making the average of that body considerably above six 
feet, and at least six inches above the average stature 
Of the Pretorian Guards. 

With reference to average statures in Europe it is 
found that the British natives exceed those of any other 
nationality on that continent; in the Scandinavian pen- 
insula individuals are found who exceed the British 
limit, but the average for that northland is compara- 
tively low—lower than in any section of the United 
States. 

Ordinarily, looking to Northern Europe for a high 
average in statures, the disposition of the layman is to 
look upon the black and brown races as inferior to phy- 
sical type. Yet in East Africa among the Somalis and 
Gallas blacks a somewhat limited series of measure- 
ments have shown these tribes to average, respectively, 
5 feet 6 inches and 5 feet 9 inches. Of the Malay races 
those of the Malay peninsula and of the island of Tahiti 
rank above the East African blacks, standing close to a 
six-foot average. 

As the food proposition and its effect on the statures 
of peoples, Sergi has observed that this is especially 
true in America, where the native seldom completes his 
physical growth until he is 30 years old. The same au- 
thority states that in the case of immigrants from the 
Mediterranean countries where the average stature is 
low their descendants, born and reared in the United 
States, begin to show a marked Increase in stature 
within three generations. One scientig#t has gone so far 
as to say that the comparative dryness of the air in the 
United States tends to this increase in statures. Per- 
sche! says it ig food only. He says : 

“That good, abundant food promotes bodily size is 
shown by the universally more portly figures of the 
Polynesian chiefs in the South Sea Islands. Similiarly 
among the Kaffirs six men of a chieftain’s family aver- 
aged 1830 millimeters, or 110 more than is otherwise 
found among the Bantu negroes of Southern Africa. 
The strikingly low.statnure of the bushmen on the south- 
ern edge of the Kalahari may likewise be attributed to 
bad nourishment, for Chapman found their stature 
greater in the north where game is more plentiful.” 

Sergi not only is more conservative than this in every 
way, but he takes pains to say that stature is not es- 
pecially essential, anybow. Of the general subject he 
says: 

“Ripley explaing the greater stature of the English 
and some other peoples as partly due to advantageous 
external conditions that are a product of the social 
environment. I do not dissent from this opinion, but I 
believe that the sociological! factor alone is not sufficient 
for the formation of stature: Ke have to take into con- 
sideration other biological conditions, external and in- 
ternal. > 0 0 — stature is a character 
which cannot be passed over in the classification of 
races; but it is not a primary character, which can de- 
stroy the value of other characters which already possess — 
an unquestionable importance; it can serve only as a 
means of subdividing races and sub-races.” 

Chicago physicians generally accept Prof. Krause's 
findings, both as to the increase of the statures of men 
and the causes therefor. Yet they say that, as a rule, 
Americans overeat. 


“And,” says a well-known neurologist, all that we 
are gaining in stature will hardly reconcile us to that 
which we are losing in logic and in the tendency to 
drift away in the direction of any exaggerated cult, noe 
matter how ridiculous.” 
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OUR LITTLE LUXURIES. 

The Federal revenue from chewing gum is more than

A CALIFORNIA OASIS. ; 


MARVELOUS DEVELOPMENT OF THE 
DESERT BY ARTESIAN WELLS. 


By a Special Contributor. 


HEY are solving a problem which several genera- 
T tions of men. have regarded as insoluble; they are 

redeeming a desert and establishing well-to-do 
homes where only the jackrabbit, the coyote and the 
horned toad were wont to find a precarious habitat. The 
men and women who are accomplishing this feat are set- 
tlers in the Coachella Valley, on the great sandy waste of 
the Colorado Basin. Twenty-seven miles from the west- 
ern rim of the desert and 130 miles from the Colorado 
River, is in process of formation a veritable oasis. The 
Coachella Valley is nine miles broad and about sixteen 
miles long, extending northwest and southeast, and 
traversed longitudinally by the Southern Pacific Rail- 
way. The well-known stations of Indio, Coachella and 


- Thermal may help to identify the locality. The floor of 


the valley is from sixty-six to one hundred and twenty 
fect below sea level, and it slopes uniformly to the south- 
east at about ten feet to the mile—making, to the eye, an 
apparent dead level. On the north and west a mountain 
range rises to an elevation of 5000 to 10,000 feet, and on 
the east is another chain with an elevation of 3000 fect. 
On the southeast the plain stretches in unbroken 
monotony toward the Salton Basin. 

The first artesian water developed in this supposedly- 
arid belt was in wells bored by the railway company 
along its line, at Thermal and other points, many years 
ago. At Thermal a flow of several hundred miner's 
Inches was secured. There are now splendid flowing 
wells at Indio, Coachella, Thermal and Walters. , 


The First Experiment. 

in April,. 1900, the Rector brothers undertook the 
rather hazardous (and some would have considered it 
foolhardy) venture of sinking for water on the dry 
Coachella Plain, some four miles east of Indio. They 
drove down a two-inch pipe, and on the first of Novem- 
ber following, were rewarded by an artesian flow. The 
water-bearing stratum was penetrated at a depth of 550 
feet, and the precsure was so great as to produce five 
miner’s inches from the two-inch opening. This pres- 
sure is thirty-five pounds to the square inch—only five 
pounds less than that in the lower hydrants of the Las 
Angeles water system. The success in this first well 
stimulated other ventures, and it was not long until 
there was a regular furore for water development in the 
desert valley. At the present time there are no less 
than nine or ten boring rigs in operation, and such 
facility bas been acquired that, in some cases, seven or 
eight hours’ work brings the desired flow. There are 
now over one hundred successful wells in the valley, 
most of which range in aperture from three and one- 
quarter to four and one-half inches. These wells have 
developed the fact that there is an alluvial deposit all 
the way down, lying in fourteeen distinct strata, in the 
course of 500 to 540 feet. The water-bearing stratum is 
coarse gravel from fifteen to sixty-five feet lu thickness. 


Clearing Begun. 
"Thus fortified with a water supply. Rector broth- 
ers began, in November, 1900, to clear the 


native brush from a tract of twenty-five acres, which 
in the course of the next three months, they planted to 
barley, wheat, cantaloupes, watermelons, and sugar 
beets. The crops were varied, for experimental purposes, 
on about two acres of land and the remaining twenty- 
three acres was put into cantaloupes for a substantial 
crop. The land proved wonderfully fertile, and all of 
the crops did well, coming to maturity in a phenom- 
enally short time. The reason for this is obvious. At 
a depth of two feet below the surface the ground holds 
a temperature of 72 deg.; the water developed from the 
wells is 74 deg., thus making a veritable hotbed of the 
irrigated land. It is a matter of astonishment to most 
people that these desert lands should prove so fertile. 
The evidence of the artesian wells, however, shows that 
the soil is a succession of alluvial deposits to the depth 
of 500 feet. In its wild state even it was capable of 
producing a dense growth of arrow weed, yellow sage 
and mesquite. The last-named grows to the size of a 
large tree. For untold ages the soll has accumulated 
humus from decayed vegetable matter and drift. Four 
and a half feet below the surface there is permanent 
moisture, and, at twelve to twenty-five feet, a good pump- 
fg supply may be secured. The entire basin seems to 

ges a saturated sub-stratum, due probably to seepage 
from the Colorado River, or underflow from the sur- 
rounding mountains. 


A Good Crop of Barley. 


The soil itself is very fertile. A small tract was flooded 
by the Rector brothers in November, and sown to bar- 
ley. Without further irrigation it yielded in the follow- 
ing March a crop amounting to three and a half tons of 
hay (baled) to the acre. Sugar beets planted on the 
28th of January were ready for shipment the first of 
May. These were the first sugar beets produced in the 
desert, and they seem to have demonstrated a peculiar 
adaptability of that locality for beet growing. . The 
roots were long and symmetrical and ran as high as 18 
per cent. in sugar. The crop produced was at the rate 
of twenty tons to the acre, Experts from Chino and Ox- 
nard pronounced them phenomenal. 

Wheat matured in four months from the seed. Can- 
taloupes, planted the last day of February, furnished 
fruit for shipment June 10, and the season continued 
until July 18. Cabbage of the very best were also grown 
in an unusually short time. Two and « quarter acres 
of watermelons produced three carloads of fruit, which 
netted the growers 8517. They were sold to W. C. Pat- 
lerson & Co. of this city, and were brought in to supply 


the early watermelon market of Southern California. 
Millet sown the first of June, yielded four crops in suc- 
cession. Sorghum seems in like manner to be almost a 
perennial plant, as successive crops may be cut from 
the same roots. Alfalfa may be cut every three weeks, 
and it yields tremendously. 

It is believed that oranges may be successfully grown 
on the oasis. A few seedling trees planted near the 
station as an experiment years ago, were not seriously 
injured by the heavy frosts of the present winter. They 
yield an exceptionally sweet and fine-grained fruit. It is 
probable also that pineapples might prove a successful 
crop. 


Good Profit on Cantaloupes. 


The twenty-three acres planted in cantaloupes netted 
the growers $130 per acre. W. H. Woods of Chicago, who 
has made a specialty of handling cantaloupes during the 
past seven years, stated that the desert crop beat the 
record in his experience, both in marketable quality and 
in earliness. Nearly all of the crop was shipped Bast 
and a large share of it was absorbed by the Waldorf- 
Astoria in New York and the White Star line of steam- 
ers. The first cantaloupes shipped East netted the grow- 
ers $1.86 per crate. 

Quite a little colony was drawn together as if by 
magic, ahd the united plantings of the first season 
amounted to sixty-four acres in cantaloupes and fifty- 
six acres im grain, alfalfa and other products. There 
were twenty-seven individual growers, who formed the 
Coachella Producers’ Association for mutual assistance 
and protection. From the sixty-four acres in canta- 
loupes, this association shipped twenty-three carloads of 
fruit. Each carload carried 360 crates, and each crate 
contained forty-five cantaloupes, so that the entire crop 
might be calculated, if anybody takes sufficient interest 
to make the figures. The season was short and early, 
the last shipment being on the 20th of July—just about 
the time when the California Coast cantaloupe was be- 
ginning to show yellow streaks through its green rind. 

The Coachella association realized top prices for its 
early fruit; that goes without saying; otherwise they 
could not have afforded to ship by express all the way 
to New York City. The last shipment went away July 
20, as stated, and by the 27th of the same month the ac- 
counts were closed and the producers had their settle- 
ments. The express company secured $11,000 out of the 
season's transactions, and the growers still had $10,000 
to divide among themselves. On thirteen carloads of 
watermelons, shipped mostly to the Pacific Coast, the 
growers netted over $1700. 


The Early-bird Advantage. 


The whole secret of this profitable production lies, of 
course, in the fact that the desert farmers are able to 
capture the very earliest market. Their crops mature 
at least a month earlier than those of the Salt River 
Valley, near Phoenix, Ariz., and the Salt River crops are 
at least a month earlier than those of Southern Cali- 
fornia. Thus the desert farmers ere in and out of the 
market before we begin. x 

The in-rush of settlers was very rapid. Much of the 
land was taken up under the homestead or desert land 
laws, the latter at $1.25 per acre, and some was pur- 
chased from the railroad company. Rector brothers sat- 
isfled themselves with securing nearly 1000 acres, of 
which they have since sold 240 acres. Some of the land 
which was taken up a little more than a year ago at 
$1.25 to $2.25 am acre, has since been sold at $25 to $55 
per acre. Much of it w now held as high as $100 per 
acre and some special tracts could not be purchased for 
twice that figure. This is making money pretty rapidly, 
and it almost leaves successful speculation in the shade. 

One tract of 640 acres of State school lands, which was 
purchased a year ago at $1.25 per acre, was sold, six 
months ago, at $25 an acre. Upon this tract six wells 
have been bored, and a colony of Seventh-Day Adventists 
is to be established thereon. 


Success Through Struggle. 


Thus closes the record of the first season on this 
formative oasis in the Colorado Desert. Yet not half 
the story has been told. Of the heroic struggle and self- 
sacrifices, the triumph over hard conditions, the disap- 
pointments and unexpected backsets that had to be met 
—the half can never be told. But the aggregate result 
was a great success. In a single season a hitherto 
worthless desert was redeemed and made productive; not 
only productive, but highly profitable. 

When the time came to plan the campaign for the 
second season (the coming spring and early summer.) the 
Coachella Valley Producers’ Association went at the busi- 
ness in a systematic way. The association required its 
members to “sign up for the acreage which they expect 
to cultivate in various crops, agreeing thereby to market 
the produce through the general organization. In this 
way about 800 acres of cantaloupes and 150 acres of 
watermelons have been pledged. About 500 acres more 
will be planted by farmers who are not in the associa- 
tion. Besides these plantings, there will be a consider- 
able acreage devoted to alfalfa, barley, a variety of root 
crops and garden truck for home consumption, and some 
of the settlers propose to go into the planting of grapes 
and pears on quite an extensive gcale. Incidentally it 
may be stated that grapes produced on Mr. Durbrow’s 
place at Indio last year, were ready for market June 1. 
and brought 12 cents per pound. Even the latest varieties 
of grapes grown there were out of market before the 
earliest Los Angeles varieties came in. The shipping 
season at Coachella is expected to begin about June 1 
and extend to August 1, covering sixty very active days. 
During this time it is expected that eight carloads of 
produce will be dispatched each day—five carloads going 
East and three to the Pacific Coast. Arrangements have 
been made with the Southern Pacific Railway Company 
to hitch these cars to the regular Passenger trains and 
send them through on express time,

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HEIR TO A HOLD-UP. 


By P. C. Bicknell. 


CHAPTER I.—THE CRIME. 

ATE in the summer of 1879, the north-bound stage 
L from Maricopa Station. “on the Southern Pacific 

Railroad, was stopped at midnight within six miles 
of its starting point by a solitary highwayman, and re- 
lieved of a Wells, Fargo & Co. treasure box. It was a 
dark, cloudy night, threatening rain; and the stage, as it 
chanced, carried no passengers. The driver, yielding to 
the persuasion of a double-barreled shotgun, held in 
presumably desperate hands, having no choice but to 
obey the power behind the gun, reached under the seat 
for the box, and, as he dropped it over the side, was or- 
dered to drive on, which he did, without delay. 

In the trial that took place some weeks afterward, at 
Phoenix, the county scat, it transpired that the box, 
which had contained $14,000 in bills of large denomina- 
tions, was consigned to a gentleman in Prescott, Ariz., 
who was negotiating the purchase of certain mining 
properties in the vicinity of that frontier mining town. 

On parting with the box, the driver whipped up his 
horses, and, reaching Phoenix, twenty-five miles distant, 
lost no time in notifying the Sheriff. He was unable to 
give any clue to the robber, except that he was a tall, 
slim man and had a sort of stammer or impediment in 
his speech. The only words the man had spoken were: 
“Hold up, there! —as he stepped out of the cover— 
“Throw down the box; and be damned quick about it!” 
Then, when his request was complied with, he uttered 

the single forcible ejaculation, Git!“ —with a wave of 
his gun barrel. 

It was 7:30 a.m. when the Sheriff was notified. By 
noon he was on the scene of the robbery, accompanied 
by a deputy and an Indian trailer he had pressed into 
service while crossing the Gila River Indian reservation, 
midway ow his route. There lay the ravished express 
box, and beside it the ax with which it had been shat- 
tered; but as the rain had been falling in torrents since 
sunrise, it was impossible to determine the direction 
taken by the robber; or to discover whether he had made 
his escape on foot or on horseback. 

This portion of Arizona is essentially a desert. There 
is absolutely no water on the desolate stretch of nearly 
two hundred miles traversed by the railroad between 
Yuma and Tucson. A fugitive dare not go northward; 
for he would then strike the settlements on the Gila 
River: while to the south the glaring desert extends far 
beyond the Sonora line, eighty miles distant. Isolated 
peaks of naked rock and groups of low, barren hills dot 
the monotonous landscape; and at vast distances groves 
of long-suffering mesquite and ironwood trees, or gaunt 
armies of giant cactus mock the fainting fugitive seek- 
ing shelter from the pitiless tropical sun. But tven 
shelter is useless here, for he dare not stop to hide; he 
must not delay an hour in reaching water. The terrors 
of the desert that menace him are more to be dreaded 
than the stern arm of the law; and he is compelled to 
seek the haunts of men, and take his chances of dis- 
covery. 

The Sheriff was well aware of this, but he saw the 
rocky crags of the Maricopa Mountain Range, two miles 
west of the road, and he knew that a man could hide for 
weeks in those deep gorges, provided he were lucky 
enough to find a water hole. So he dispatched thither 
his deputy and the Indian trailer; while he himself 
spurred his horse toward Maricopa, six miles away. 

In the West, the news center—I had almost said the 
business center—of every frontier settlement, large or 
small, is the saloon. To that institution every newcomer 
gravitates; while every male resident of the community 
drops in at least once a day, “to see what's going on.” 
The bar of the Maricopa Hotel was no exception to the 
rule, and there the Sheriff. by a few pointed inquiries, 
learned that a lone prospector “punching” a packed 
burro, had come in about noon; and being wet through, 
had succecded in enlisting the sympathies of the bar- 
keeper to the extent of a free drink of whisky. Later, he 
had succeeded in finding a purchaser for his burro and 
outfit entire, and had made out a bill of sale—borrowing 
a sheet of paper from the bar—to which he had signed 
his name as “Bat Wade.“ He had also volunteered the 
information that he had been prospecting in the Mart 
copa Mountains near-by, camping at a water hole that 
had given out and forced him to move. 

The barkeeper pointed the man out, pla 
of “freeze out,” at an adjacent table; nth tna 
ing a good deal of talking, and punctuating the pauses 
in the play by frequent orders for drinks. The fact that 
this ci-dov 

evant prospector had sold his entire outfit at 
such short notice aroused the suspicions of the Sheriff 
and, as the man was remarkably tall and slim, and al . 
met the stage driver's description of the highwayman — 
a marked hesitation in his speech, that official kept a 
close eye on him for the remainder of the day, and ar- 
rested him that night, just as he had comfortably () 
ensconced himself on the brakebeam of the west-bound 
passenger train. 

In Phoenix the prisoner was confronted by the stage 
driver, who swore that he recognized his voice, and when 


four greenbacks, each of the denomination of 
$50, were found concealed in his socks, the 
chain of evidence was considered complete. 
The =greenbacks were closely wrapped, two 


around each ankle, and the lapping ends secured with a 
pin; then the socks were pulled up over them and kept 
in place by garters. The prisoner seemed in no way 
disconcerted at this discovery; and only grinned when 
a bill of similar denomination was found folded length- 
wise and inserted under the sweatband of his black felt 
bat. He claimed that he had carried his money in that 
manner for several months; and that he had secured 


bills of large denomination for that very purpose before 
leaving San Francisco in the spring. 

Throughout the trial he conducted himself with an 
air of conscious innocence, that made a favorable im- 
pression on many of the spectators; and there were not 
those lacking who asserted that the evidence was purely 
circumstantial, and far from conclusive. As to his 
identity, it was claimed that there were doubtless a 
number of individuals in the country who were tall and 
slim, and at the same time happened to have an impedi- 
ment in their speech. And as to the well-concealed 
greenbacks, what more natural than a man roughing it 
in a frontier country should do his best to conceal his 
money on hig person? 

Then, too, if the man were guilty, what had he done 
with the money? If the $250 found om him were part 
of the stolen funds, what had become of the remaining 
$13,750? He was apprehended while leaving the Ter 
ritory, said the dissenters; while had he buried the treas- 
ure, he would have been much more likely to have ob- 
tained work somewhere near by, and waited till the au- 
thorities had ceased to look for it. 

On the other hand, he refused to give any information 
as to the locality of the water hole, where, according to 
his story, he had camped while prospecting, a fact that 
seemed highly suspicious. On this point he was per- 
fectly safe, for on account of the unusually heavy rain 
that had fallen on the morning after the robbery, the 
trailers had been completely baffled and could find no 
traces of recent occupation anywhere within reasonable 
distance of the road. He had evidently left his camp, if 
he had a camp, some time before the rain commenced, for 
he got into Maricopa while it was still raining. His 
silence On this apparently simple matter had its effect 
on the jury, and “Bat Wade,” as he styled himself, was 
found guilty of highway robbery, and sentenced to ten 
years in the penitentiary at Yuma. 

As for the money, no trace of it was ever found, and, 
although the most strenuous efforts were made to trap 
the prisoner into betraying its whereabouts, he stoutly 
and sullenly maintained his innocence of the crime. 


CHAPTER II.—NINE YEARS LATER—DEATH OF 
CURLEY. 

In the summer of 1888, I was preparing to close out a 
moribund forwarding business at old Maricopa. Time 
had brought changes in that little community since 1879, 
and the station was shortly to be abandoned for a new 
Maricopa, five miles farther east, where a branch line 
had recently been built to Phoenix and Salt River Val- 
ley. The population—never excessive—had dwindled 
down to a station agent and assistant, an express and 
stage agent, a Western Union operator, a boniface and 
myself; also two Mexican corral men and two Chinamen 
cooks; or, as the Western Uhion man, who was our wag, 
described it: “Six humans and four invertebratés.” 

It must be confessed that a wag was needed in that 
community, for I often used to think that there mo- 
notony had reached its height—or had been reduced to 
its lowest terms—whichever sounds best—or worst. Here 
is the pattern of the daily programme: One hour after 
daybreak of roseate sky and silver-fretted, purple 
mirage—then the sun shot up from behind the self-same 
painted mountain, and glared fierce and malignant. for 
ten hours or more; while the hot wind, furnace-breathed, 
kept piling and unpiling and repiling the blistering sands 
about the few unpainted buildings.

From a Special Correspondent, 


YORK, Pa., March 22.—With a power that seems al- 
most hypnotic, four-year-old Iva Long controls her flock 
of chickens. Under her training the pet rooster appears 
in the role of a horse with the hen as the occupant of the 
cart to which he is hitched. Other fowls at the little 
girl's command, play see-saw as nicely as two children, 
Every one of the grown birds is obedient. 

Iva Long is the little daughter of Rev. J. A. Long of 
this place. From the time that she was old enough to 
observe the chickens from the kitchen window, she 
showed a decided interest in them. As soon as she was 
old enough to walk by herself she spent almost her en- 
tire play time with the chickens. She loved to feed them, 
and soon the fowls began to show their appreciation of 
her child-like efforts to do for them. This appreciation 
deepened into an apparent understanding of the little 
girl's words, and by and by, the barnyard fowls, by most 
of folks regarded as unsusceptible to training, began to 
obey and trust their young benefactress.

Farmers Telephore Wirelessly.

HE story of the Pacific Islands is one of varied 


1 chapters of present-day interest, in view of the great 
‘ international problems of the hour. The United 
States is represented in the Asiatic Pacific rivalries with 
establishments in the Philippines and stepping-stones 
at Hawaii, Samoa and Guam. Great Britain is repre- 
sented by Australia, Tasmania and New Zealand, with 
their interesting flora and fauna, and diversity of races. 
The British territory of New Guinea and North Borneo, 
the largest islands in the world, and the Fiji and Solo- 
mon Islands each present studies of diverse charm. 
Great Britain, with her Pacific seaboard on the American 
continent, and her trade-distributing centers at Singa- 
pore and Hongkong, possesses a wide Pacific foothold. 
The dominions of Holland, which include Java—with its 
advanced native civilization—and its other possessions; 
those islands under the rule of Japan, and other powers 
of the Pacific afford chronicles of graphic history more 
wonderful than the pages of romance. The public is un- 
der vast obligation for a new publication which will have 
international value, and should in a special sense be 
welcomed in the Far West. “The Mastery of the Pa- 
cific,” was written by Archibald R. Colquhoun. This 
author has been gold medallist of the Royal Geographical 
Society; silver medallist, Society of Arts; administrator 
at Mashonaland, South Africa: special correspondent of 
the London Times in the Far East, etc. 

The present octavo volume is accompanied with spe- 
cial colored maps, frontispiece and more than one hun- 
dred illustrations from original sketches and photo- 
graphs. The writer states in the preface, that he has 
“long been a traveler in foreign lands and a student of 
foreign affairs, but more especially of the questions 
which find their focus in the Far East. Among the 
changes and shiftings of human activity which have 
taken place in the world’s history, he continues, “none 
have been more striking than those which are rapidly 
transforming the great ocean zone of the Pacific.” 

The author was convinced that “the future of more 
than one great power will be decided in the Pacific arena 
during the twentieth century. He has therefore visited 
the ocean territories, and, as he was already familiar 
with the American-Pacific Slope and the entire Asiatic- 
Pacific Coast, he had that wide and scholarly grasp of 
the subject which gives the greatest value to his study 
of the four chief powers, and those other powers inter- 
ested in the Pacific, all of whith have been treated in 
this absorbing chronicle. 

While the author states that he has not aimed to be 
either historical or scientific, he repeats the conjecture 
that long ago a continent lay in the mid-Pacific, of which 
the scattered islands of Polynesia are the only remains. 
The ethnology of the islands is considered in the open- 
ing chapter. The chapter on “The Expansion of the 
United States” is one of remarkable interest. The writer 
says: “The United States has entered the vortex of 
Asiatic-Pacific rivalries and ‘must share the world prob- 
lem of the twentieth century. The dominant note of 
Americanism is its keen receptivity, and as one enters 


the Pacific Slope, he finds the young State has swept} 


together not only men of all nations, but their ideas and 
methods. and, in adapting them to her own use, has 
produced a splendid, if heterogeneous whole.” 

The author favors-the Nicaragua Canal, and has 
written a work whose conclusions were formed from a 
personal study of the two routes. It is entitled “The 
Key of the Pacific.” 
canal one of the pressing needs of the age. 

The chapters devoted to the “Philippines and the 
Filipinos” begin with the coming of Magellan, and the 
customs and racial characteristics in the mixed tribes 
of the archipelago known as the Philippines. The Fili- 
pino proper is said to be primarily a Malay, but the race 
has intermarried with Negritos, Indonesians, Chinese, 
Japanese, Europeans, and even Mexicans. The chronicle 
explains many interesting phases of the influence of the 
friars. and the peculiarities of the Tagah and Visayans 
who shared in the recent insurrection. 

“The Future of the Philippines” is a chapter of im- 
portance. Questions of education, ethical influence, and 
the policy of the future are themes considered in an en- 
lightening sketch. 

Special divisions are given to “The New Australasia,” 
“Canada and the Pacific,” and “British North Borneo.” 
The Dutch and Japan and other powers in the Pacific 
have special chapters, giving many important phases of 
conditions of past and present times in these localities. 
The chronicle in each relation is full of the action and 
gest of great events. 

The numerous illustrations of people and scenery give 
vivid impressions of widely varied races, and their dis- 
similar types of government. The profuse maps are 
especially notable for their excellence in detail. 

“The United States,” in the opinion of the writer 
“will be the dominant factor in the mastery of the Pa- 
cific. She has all the advantages, qualifications and 
some of the ambitions necessary for the röle, and her 
unrivalled resources and fast-increasing population pro- 
vide the material for future greatness.

The Nicaragua Canal. 


It has been frequently stated by great economic leaders 
that with all America’s commercial intercourse with 
tie Orient only the shores of future possibility have 
been reached which will open with the isthmian canal. 
The international interest in the theme, the present 
status of diplomatic relations, and negotiations as to the 
views of Senator Morgan and others, will enlist public 
interest in this work, in whose prefatory note the author 
tells that during the year 1898 he was employed under 
the direction of the Nicaragua Canal Commission. The 
volume is the outgrowth of tnat visit.

Successful Olive Growing. 


N INSTANCE of successful olive culture, on a large 
A scale, is furnished by the ranch of the Los Angeles 
Olive-Growers’ Association, at Fernando, in this 
county. The company has shown that the olive will 
respond to care and cultivation, like any other fruit tree. 
This ts the first year that the trees have come into full 
bearing. Gathering has just been completed, and the 
crop is immense. The company has 2000 acres, of which 
1100 are planted to olives. The company was organized 
in 18923, and the first trees were planted in the following 
year. It is a codperative concern. The land was sub- 
divided into tracts of five acres which the company 
agreed to plant, cultivate and care for during five 
years. The land was sold at $350 per acre, in five an- 
nual payments. This charge covered all expenses of trees 
and cultivation. There are now about one hundred own- 
ers of land in the company, most of them owning only 
five acres. Careful account is kept of the expenses and 
receipts from each five-acre tract, net returns being 
credited to the owner. i 

There are about one hundred trees to the acre. The 
varieties are Nevadillo, Manzanilio and Mission, to 
which have been added a few Columella. After a thor- 
ough test, it is believed a good variety of Mis ion olive 
is the best for planting in this section. There are about 
forty varieties of the Mission olive, 

The trees began to bear in 1899, but did not bear much 
until this year. For instance, one five-acre lot viel ed 
in 1899 311 pounds of olives; in 1900, 380 pounds, and in 
1901, 23,002 pounds. The prize lot last season yielded 
21.260 pounds, which should net the fortunate owner con- 
siderably more than $1000. The total vield last season 
was 2,406,138 pounds. This was mostly from 900 acres, 
as some of the trees are vet young. 

The company has got the cost of gathering the crop 
down toa fine point. The cost of picking for pickles last 
season was about $18 a ton, and for oi] $10 a ton, not- 
withstandiug the fact that good prices are paid—$1.50 per 
day. I1t is expected that the expense will be still further 
reduced next season. 

The smaller berries are used for oil, and the larger for 
pickles. Of pickles there have been packed this season 
217,093 pounds, or nearly a thousand barrels, and of 
oil, 2,189,045 pounds, making about 50,000 gallons. The 
oil is packed in tins, containing five gallons, one gallon 
and half a gallon, the smaller size tins being neatly deco- 
rated. It is also packed in bottles, containing from half 
a pint to a quart. : . 

The company proposed to mark out a new path in 
dealing direct with consumers. A neat pamphiet is sent 
to all new arrivals at the leading hotels of Southern Cali- 
fornia. 

The grove is not irrigated, but is thoroughly culti- 
vated. There is no scale, and the trees have never been 
fumigated. It is believed that the total absence of scale 
should produce an exceptionally fine grade of oil. 

The average net receipts this season should be about 
$75 per acre. The company has invested $250,000, of 
which about $100,00 has been paid out for labor. 


A Desert Experiment Station. 


HE experiment farm, recenlty established near Calex- 

ico. on the Colorado Desert, by the California Devel- 
opment Company, is acquiring a large and valuable va- 
riety of plants and seeds. Mr. Mecholl, who is in charge 
of the station, is said by the San Diego Union to be 
much pleased with the success of the project. Of the 
various plants, he expects to make specialties of the 
Egyptian cotton, sugar cane and sugar beets. The Bu- 
reau of Seed and Plant Introduction of the Department 
of Agriculture has furnished many varieties of rare 
seeds, which are being planted and given careful atten- 
tion.

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A Mountain Acadia. 
HE Albuquerque Citizen gave the following descrip- 
tion of an interesting mountain settlement in that 

Territory: 

“The traveler on the Santa Fé road, approaching Raton 
from the south, reaches that city about 6 o'clock in the 
evening. The declining sun produces a picture of rare 
beauty at this season of the year upon the slopes of the 
Raton Mountains, which encircle the tity on the east. 
The vast flanks of the range glow in purple and crim- 
son, with dark shadows here and there in the deeper 
cafions. The whole of the beautiful picture is crowned 
with glittering snow. The picture is miles in length 
and 2000 feet in height, and the coloring is blended so 
perfectly by the setting sun that it attracts the attention 
of many admiring travelers. 

“Upon the top of this vast range of rugged mountains. 
2000 feet above Raton and 8000 feet above the level of 
the sea, there is a mesa of remarkably fertile land, upon 
which crops are grown without irrigation. The deep 
snows in the winter and the heavy rains of summer pro- 


wheat and vegetables. The level plain is called Jonson's 
Mesa, and a thriving colony of enterprising farmers own 
and cultivate the land. It is estimated that there are 
100,000 acres of land upon this mesa that will produce 
each year forty bushels of wheat to the acre. The whole 
of the land is now occupied, and it is the most prosperous 
agricultural community in New Mexic. What makes 
the land the more valuable is the fact that it is all un- 
derlaid with coal, some of the veins being over twenty 
feet thick. This wonderful mesa, which appears to be 
a mountain range with the top chopped off flat by some 
gigantic force of nature, is one of the principal sources 
of the excellent local trade of Raton. It is in contempla- 
tion to erect a large flouring mill at Raton to grind the 
wheat grown upon this mesa. One of the present needs 
of the community is a dally rural mail delivery. Here is 
the proper place for a model daily mail line, The farms 
join closely, and the people would appreciate a better 
mall service. 

“Next fall the Citizen hopes to secure an exhibit of 
the products of this mountain Acadia for the Territorial 


Fair.” 


New Refinery. 
HE Bakersfield Echo has the following in regard to 
a refinery in Kern county: 

“Work on the Pacific Refinery near Reeder Lake, just 
west of the city limits, is progressing rapidly. Nearly 
all the machinery is at the present time in place and a 
few more weeks will see it completed and in operation. 

“The 21,000-barrel tank, in which crude oll will be 
stored, is now completed and the company is advertis- 
ing for bids to fill it, as it wishes to have a supply of 
oll on hand before work starts. 

“The three condensers are all bricked in and in their 
places. The boller-house is completed and everything is 
in readiness except the riveting of the stills and the set- 
ting of the same in place, and this work is now being 
done. 

“A large freight house, 150 feet long by 60 feet wide, 
has been completed and the carpenters are now busy 
erecting a frame for the loading racks. A switch runs 
direct to the freight house from the main line of the 
Santa Fé. 

“There are four 1000-barrel tanks in which the re- 
fined product will be stored and as yet have not been 
putin place. Work on them, however, will be started in 
a few days.”

A New Mexico Town. 
ONCERNING the city of Raton, the Albuquerque 
izen says: 

“In many respects Raton is the best city of its size 
in New Mexico. The city numbers about five thousand 
inhabitants, and there is a population of at least 12.000 
tributary to the trade of Raton. No other place of the 
same size in the Territory has such unlimited resources. 
The Citizen makes the prediction that the next census 
will show a population of 10,000 inhabitants within the 
corporate limits of Raton. 

“The resources of the city are varied and developed to 
only a limited extent. Raton is almost encircled by 
mountains which contain coal in unlimited quantities. 
The mines developed employ several hundred men. Un- 
der Johnson's Mesa there are 100,000 acres of coal land, 
and the coal veins measure twenty-three feet in thick- 
ness. This coal strata is yet untouched, being a few 
miles from the railway line, but the demand will soon 
cause these vast coal measures to be developed. Almost 
within the city limits there is abundant building stone 
of excellent quality. The railroad shops at Raton em- 
ploy several hundred men. The city is a division 
point on the Santa Fé Railroad, and the headquarters of 
a large force of railway employés. The city is the center 
of a vast agricultural and stock growing region. The 
mountains near are rich in minerals and timber. The 
Maxwell Grant Company has headquarters in Raton and 
commodious offices for the transaction of business. The 
railway company intends this year to erect a new hotel 
and commodious passenger and freight depots. The rail- 
way company will also erect a fine library building for 
the use of its employés. There are indications of oi! in 
the vicinity, and a company has been formed to drill 
a well.“ 


Telephone- Hygiene. 


1 HE Telegraph-Hygienic Company of this city has 
brought out a device to protect users of telephones 
from dirt and germs of disease, which accumulate in the 
mouthpieces of telephones. The advantages claimed for 
this appliance are that it materially magnifies the sound 
of the voice, and that while the mouthpiece is kept clean 
by paper drawn tightly over the top the person using it 
is always talking against a sheet of paper, pure and 
clean, and rendered germ-proot by antiseptic treatment.

“While we are talking about underwear, wool is un- 
questionably more conducive to warmth than anything 
one can wear, but there is absolutely no sense in wear- 
ing flannels as thick as a board. If all woo! irritates the 
skin too much, light-weight silk and wool mixture is 
quite as good. In case a person simply wil! not wear 
any wool silk is the next best thing; but most of the 
Physicians will, I think, agree with me that silk and 
wool is an excellent underwear mixture. Cotton and 
linen are good conductors of heat. They take the animal 
heat which the body produces by great effort and carry 
it away from the body as fast as it is pumped up. Wool, 
being a poor conductor, allows the body to preserve its 
warmth for its own purposes.

English View of Christian Science, 


HRISTIAN Science has been attracting a consider- 
able amount of attention in Europe of late. From 
Germany it is announced that the Emperor has for- 
bidden adherents of the new cult to attend court. This 
seems to be a mistake, as it is a historical fact that 
religious movements ripen on persecution. The London 
Times recently published an article from a correspondent 
on Christian Science, of which the following is an ex- 
tract: 
“No one can study the literature or the proceedings of 
the ‘Christian Scientists’ without very soon becoming 
aware that the founder's authority is very jealously 
guarded. Her utterances are law and none other are 
allowed unless they have been authorized by her. The 
Bible itself is only to be interpreted in the light of 
‘Science and Health,’ which is co-equal with it. ‘Even 
the scripture, says Mrs. Eddy, ‘gave no direct interpreta- 
tion of the scientific basis for demonstrating the 
spiritual principle of healing, until our Heavenly Father 
saw fit, through the key to the scriptures, in “Science 
and Health, to unlock this mystery of Godliness.’ Per- 
haps the relative value of the two books in the eyes 
of Mrs. Eddy is more truly indicated by the fact that 
she prints ‘Science and Health’ in capital letters and ‘the 
bible’ or ‘the scripture’ in small ones. No more absolute 
zor unquestionable supremacy was ever claimed for the 
Papal chair. Indeed, Mrs. Eddy goes very much further. 
‘No person,’ she says, ‘can compass or fulfill the in- 
dividual mission of Jesus of Nazareth. No person can 
take the place of the author of Science and Health (in 
capital letters,) the discoverer and founder of Christian 
Science. The juxtaposition shows how far she has 
progressed since the days when she was only on a level 
with the infant Samuel. Another passage runs thus: 
‘No one else can drain the cup which I have drunk to 
the dregs, as the discoverer and teacher of Christian 
Science; neither can its inspiration be gained without 
tasting this cup.’ ;

Lemons as Medicine. 


om following tndorsement of the lemon, from a 
hygienic standpoint, is from an exchange. What is 
said of the lemon is true of the pomelo—only more so. 
It should be remembered, however, that for medicinal 
purposes, lemon juice, when mixed with sugar, loses 
most of its beneficial effect: 

“In some parts of Southern Europe, lemon juice cures 
diarrhoea when all the usual remedies have lost their 
effect. In the treatment of intermittent fever and ague 
the whole plant is often used, branches, twigs, leaves 
and fruit being made to render an agreeable but effective 
substitute for quinia. In scurvy or any condition due to 
Vitiated or deficient nutrition, with a consequent break- 
ing down of the normal and healthy condition of the 
blood, there is no medical agent that equals lemon juice, 
either as an arrester, preventive or as a curative. 

M. Gerard, the well-known chemist and chief of the 
Paris Municipal Laboratory, pronounces citric acid a 
prophylactic against cholera. He experimented on the 
bacillus of both cholera and typhoid fever, and found 
that in the acid the microbes cannot live. The same 
competent authority says that fifteen grains of citric acid 
added to a quart of tainted water will effectually destroy 
all germs or microbes. With this view of the beneficial 
effects of lemon juice he recommends the drinking os 
lemonade during the prevalence of any disease or during 


tan epidemic. 


“Citric acid is believed to owe its great virtue to its 
strong affinity for and solvent powers over urea, with 
which it unites to form a soluble salt. Uric acid is the 
bane of civilized man, and to this chemical body in some 


eases. Lemon juice acts most beneficially on many of 
these cases. The use of lemon juice is increasing. Were 
lemonade to be more generally used it would be a most 
efficacious arm in the defeat of intemperance, as 
physically it removes those agents from the system that 
lead to a craving for drink. In short, lemon juice has a 
beneficial effect om the system and preserves the health.”

Cure for Chilblains. 


LONG BEACH correspondent sends The Times a 
A simple remedy which she says is efficacious in cur- 
ing chilblains. It was given to her by an old dark; 
woman in the Southern States. It is to boil turnips in 
plenty of water, pour off the water and put the feet in 
the turnips, while they are warm. It is probable that, 
in this case, the turnips have less to do with the relief 
experienced by the patient than the warmth of the mix 
ture. Probably carrots, or potatoes, or spinach, or per- 
haps even sawdust would produce similar effects.

| which the ball rebounds with that humming ping-pong 
sound which gives the game its name. 

The writer prefers the string racket. Pieces of rat- 
tan soaked a while in steaming hot water to make 
them very supple make good racket frames. A wooden 
handle hollowed out at the end with grooves for the 
rattan frame to fit in is simply constructed, as shown in 
the diagram above. In stringing, the string used on a 
banjo would be about right. Two strings for each racket 
should be enough. 

These strings should be thoroughly soaked and then 
used while still wet. Do not string too tight, for if 
you do when the strings dry and shrink they will pull 
the frame all out of shape. String first across and then 
up and down exactly as in a regulation racket. In mak- 
ing a support for your net a couple of yards of heavy 
telegraph wire will answer. Take each length and double 
and bend into shape shown in the diagram. This of it- 
self may not be quite stanch enough to hold the net taut, 
but by running a cord from the top of one wire support 
down and under the table to the top of the other support, 
you should be able to obtain the necessary amount of 


— — 
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rigidity. The net itself should be about six inches 
high from the table, and should clear the table by 
enough to allow the ball to pass easily under it. Any 
material will do for the net though a guaze or netting 
of some kind bound at the top, with an inch or two of 
white tape is best. As to the table itself, it should be 
simply a smooth and flat surface about 5x10 feet, or 
Bay 4x8 feet. 
DIRECTIONS FOR PLAYING. 

The game is played exactly as tennis is played, except 
that there is but one court on either side of the net. If 
the ball strikes the very edge of table and so bounces 
off in such a way that a return is impossible, call it an 
“edger,” and serve over again. 

The method of scoring is the same as in tennis. One 
rule of the old game which is barred because of the nar- 
row bounds is volleying. A ball can never be returned, 
except on the bounce. Pickups, however, are®allowablie. 
Another strict ruling of ping-pong is that no overhand 
strokes are allowed; the hand must never be raised 
above the height of the elbow. Also, the serve must be 
delivered from a point beyond the end of the table. 

A NOVELTY IN RACKETS. 

The tennis experts and all-round athletes have de- 
vised a new sort of racket that makes of this parlor 
game a rather strenuous and exciting affair. 

The racket is simply a wooden paddle of about the 
same outside dimensions as the ping-pong strung racket; 
that is, about six inches in diameter—roughly speaking 
—the handle being of any desired length. 

The paddle part is not of one piece with the handle, as 
it would break or split too easily. The handle is spliced 
on. The paddle—on one side or both—according to how 
you play, is covered with emery cloth or paper giued on 
carefully. With this rough surface you can cut the ball 
or give the “Lawford” stroke in splendid fashion. 

As to balls, the best are those made of celluloid. which 
can be bought @t any sporting or toy store for a few 
cents apiece. 

This ping-pong is really a great game and we think 
it has come to stay.

curls. 

Curls as drooping ringlets there, as little Kiss curls 
here, and as clustering masses of soft tendrils that mean 
to fascinate every one represent the dernier mot in 
coiffures, and the Parisienne, knowing (who better?) 
that to be well dressed in this respect is more than half 
way toward that goal, perfectly habited in all ways, is 
making all haste to show courtesy to the new régime. It 
is from the days of Louis XVI. that these new coiffures 
come, and the soft curls and ringlets they bring with 
them are acknowledged as the daintiest and prettiest of 
frames, both for the young débutante and the matron. 
I send sketches to you of the models that are going to 
lead the fashion here—a front view and a back. 

For evening wear the dressing of the latest coiffure is 
arranged very low upon the neck, making even more 
marked the contrast between the new fashion and that 
which has just departed. Then all the hair was carried 
upward. Now all tends downward, even that around the 
face, which hangs in little cudls over the temple and 
ears. Not that loose waving has quite disappeared, how- 
ever; a glimpse is still possible, but it is ousted from its 
position of prominence, though the continuance of a 
vague side parting in front, not too visible, is graciously 
offered for individual choice. Fashion does not make a 
rigid law in Paris. If one would rather, the parting may 
be down the center, or it may not exist at all, though 
there is fear in this latter case that the coiffure may 
lose much of its twentieth-century distinction. 

With front strand of hair loosely waved and well set 
up on the head, the ends drawn to one side, comes the 
opportunity for the side parting. And the hair on either 
side forms itself into loose little ringlets and kiss curls 
that tumble down one over the other until the ears are 
nearly covered. Then the long hair from the top of the 
head, prettily waved with large loose undulations, flows 
down the back of the head, and just below the middle 
all is drawn together, tied, and the new dressing ar- 
ranged. 

A number of little finger rolls compose the upper part 
of this. They are not arranged in rows or sets, but with 
a wonderful charm of apparent carelessness, while escap- 
ing from this cluster of puffs and rolls fall some three, 
tour, or five curls that swing attractively with every 
movement, And bring an old-time fascination with them 
that is most alluring. Just how much of the hair at the 

Sides of the face is curled depends upon the ambition 
of the wearer, for while some are loath to acknowledge 
short hair at the sides and have but a slight veiling of 
short curls and ringlets over the long background of 
hair that goes waving toward the back, others are lux- 
uriating in the freedom of the new coiffure and wear 4 
thick mass of short curls, some of which even dangle 
down behind the ear. They recall the ringlets of the 
days of coquetry and vapors, when women were not the 
Amazons they are now, but delicate to fragility. 

With the evening coiffure the shower of curls is us- 
ually seen, when some curls from the back dressing rest 
lightly on either shoulder. Not as a long, hard-looking 
ringlet that hangs determinedly, but as a fugitive try- 
ing to escape from the bondage of confinement whose 
rather ruffled ends peep gracefully over the shoulder line. 
Soft puffs caught up with large pins rather than rolls 
fashion the dressing, and a long coil of hair that twists 
up again carries it down to its lowest point. 

Thick horizontal rolls, one dropping down lower from 
beneath the other, is a fancy that may be preferred if 
strict attention be duly given to the front of the co/ffure. 

Here the centerpiece is of loosely-waved hair, mounting 
up igh above the forehead. Ornamental pins, large or 
small, fix it in position; then on either side of the face 
comes a succession of little horizontal curis, mingling 
with others that bob about over the face, suggestive in 
themselves of laughter and merriment. 

The whole effect is dainty in the extreme, especially 
with fair-toned hair. When tresses are almost black the 
side curls should be arranged with great discretion. But 
it is difficult to decide what is best for the new shade 
of hair that is trying to force its way into fashionable 
recognition. Picture tresses of the old-fashioned maroon 
color, plentifully mixed with black, and you get the pe- 
culiar shade that is occasionally to be seen among those 
who would exhibit the very last new thing in France's 
capital. 

The milliners naturally compose all their hats to suit 
the new dressings, and in many the salient features are 
a drooping plume rising from a pearl boss, such as one 
illustration demonstrates, and a smart knot of taffetas 
hanging on the hair after the fashion of another pic- 
tured scheme. 

Flat ness is the general tendency of all the first spring 
millinery, but there is an idea in the air that the sum- 
mer will see crowns made a prominent feature again. 
The opposite extreme has reigned long enough for a 
change to prove acceptable. Probably it will arrive at 
first in a tentative manner, aided by tall adornments 
among which one, the waving Paradise plume, is al- 
ready an accomplished fact.

A BASKET LUNCHEON. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR ENTERTAINMENTS SUITABLE 
TO THE POST-LENTEN SEASON.

The joyous Eastertide is perhaps the occasion of more 
luncheons than any other festival, and there seem to be 
countless pretty ideas that may be worked out in this 
connection. Every hostess likes to have something new 
to offer her guests despite the fact that Solomon, con- 
ceded to be the wisest man of his time, informs us that 
there is nothing new under the sun. 

In giving any kind of an affair, be it elaborate or sim- 
ple, it is always best to strike a keynote and keep it.

What could be prettier for the Easter entertaining 
than a basket luncheon or dinner, the motif of decora- 
tion and menu being carried out in delicate straw color? 

In flowers the California hostess has so many from 

which to make her selection that she need never be at 

a loss to evolve some artistic decoration, though of all 

the sweet blossoms that make their début in the glad 

spring time none are prettier or more suggestive of the 
joyous Eastertide than the beautiful little cream and 
gold fresias, a species of lily, the pale gold jonquils or 
daffodils, and the creamy narcissus. 

If the table is a round one, which is ever to be recom- 
mended when obtainable, a large rustic basket caught 
with a huge bow of straw-colored satin ribbon, and over- 
flowing with the fragrant fresias, intermingled with 
sprays of asparagus plumosus and maiden-hair ferns, 
form an effective centerpiece. Across the table through 
the center may be laid a broad sash of pale straw-colored 
liberty satin ribbon, terminating in chic French bows 
or being marked by arching-handled be-ribboned baskets 
of fresias and ferns or ferns alone if preferred. At a 
radius of perhaps twelve or eighteen inches describe a 
circle with small crystal vases, each holding a few deli- 
cate blossoms and fern sprays, while a few lacy fern 
fronds scattered over the cloth will add to the dainty ef- 
fect. It must be remembered that this outer circle 
should be lower than the centerpiece, as the general et- 
fect must be of a slope from a central point. 

If, as is usually the case, candles are desired, they 
should be chosen of palest yellow or green and sticks of 
old braas, silver, or wrought iron may be used. Silken 

poppy shades are by far the prettiest, although those 
fashioned of crepe: paper and caught with asparagus 
fern sprays are pretty. A charming effect may be pro- 
duced by placing an inner circle of tiny “Christmas 
tree” candies in among the flowers and ferns. 

If there is a chandelier Wirectly over the table, a 
basket filled with fresiag and ferns should be suspended 
by satin ribbons from it. I saw such a pretty, though 
simple, arrangement for a chandelier not long ago at @ 
smart débutante reception that I thought it worth mak- 
ing note of. It was entirely concealed by dozens of 
sprays of asparagus plumosus, while caught in among 
the feathery green were fluffy chrysanthemums of pale 
green narrow satin ribbon loops, one rosette being 
joined to another by a careless looping of ribbon. In 
either green or straw color this would be charmingly ef- 
fective for the basket luncheon. 

In case the table is oblong instead of round, a pretty 
effect may be obtained by arranging the flowers and ferns 
through the center in a kind of low, flower bed style, 
higher and wider in the center, tapering gradually down 
toward the ends. Little fairy lamps or miniature candles 
twinkling saucily among the blossoms, will be found a 
great addition. 

In the decoration of the buffet one must of course be 
governed by its style, for this varies so that what would 
be pretty for one might be utterly impossible for an- 
other. However, the habit of the flower chosen should 
always be studied and the scheme of decoration made to 
conform. With fresias this would mean more broad, low 
effects, while with the jonquil or narcissus rather high 
effects are pretty, the length of the slender, graceful 
stalk adding much. Spiraea, if obtainable, is one of the 
most beautiful and exquisitely dainty blooms for decora- 
tion where cream or lemon tints are desired. A mantel 
or buffet banked with this is a veritable dream. The 
long, trailing tendrils of the asparagus sprengeri make it 
particularly desirable for mantel decoration, and a fire- 
place filled with it is pretty. If a frieze about the walls 
is attempted there is nothing prettier than sprays of 
feathery bamboo or tufted grasses. Baskets of flowers 


In any of the novelty stores now one can purchase for 
5 cents apiece or 50 cents a dozen, the tiny splint orange- 
wood baskets, which tied with little butterfly bows and 
filled with salted nuts or bon bons, make the dainticst 
of favors. If ordered before hand, any up-to-date con- 
fectioner can make short, thin sticks of candy in any 
color desired, and a bundle of these tied with 
ribbon and laid in the tiny market or “chip” baskeis, 
give you an ideal basket of faggots! 

In carrying out the straw-colored motif no more ap- 
propriate place cards can be chosen than those of orange 
wood, shaved to paper thinness. When deccrated in 
sepia heads, lettered in gold, and tied with smart bows 
of straw-colored ribbon, nothing prettier can be imag- 
ined. If desiring to add the menu, two tied together in 
booklet form, the menu being inscribed upon the second 
in fantastic lettering, make odd and pretty souvenirs.

THORNHAM IRON WORKS. 


A UNIQUE INDUSTRY, FOUNDED AND MANAGED 
BY A WOMAN AND WITH A GROWING TRADE, 


{London Mail:] The village of Thornham, lying be- 
tween Hunstanton and Brancaster, is one of the most 
interesting spots in Norfolk. Projecting prominently 
from the roof of one of the ordinary dwellings in the 
ancient, solitary village street is a strange iron sign 
representing two sons of Tubal Cain hammering zeal? 
ously upen an anvil, with the inscription “Thornham 
lronworks” beneath. 

This unpretentious dwelling is probably the strangest 
iron works in the country, if not in the world. Hérein 
are manufactured, by hand labor, some of the most beau- 
tiful specimens of iron work and repoussé, from huge 
gates to delicate table decorations, strongly reminiscent 
of the medieval times of England. 

Another peculiar feature of this quaint village in- 
dustry is that it is controlled by a lady—- Mrs. Ames- 
Lynde—who not only superintends the actual working, 
but prepares the designs herself. Mrs. Ames-Lynde is 
a zealous artist, with a distinct tendency toward the Ital- 
ian school, and frequently visits Italy and other con- 
tinental art centers for photographs and matériel for her 
designs. 

The Thornham Iron Works were started twelve years 
ago, in a very unostentatious manner, in the village 
schoolroom, Mrs. Ames-Lynde being assisted in her work 
by the schoolmaster. The village boasted at that time 
550 inhabitants, and the leading members of this little 
community attended the classes, which were held in the 
evening. two or three times a week. At first the work 
was entirely devoted to bent iron work, but, artistic 
though this industry proved, it was soon discovered that 
to make it thoroughly interesting, the forge would have 
to be utilized. 

In view of this fact, a house was secured for con- 
version into a workshop, replete with all the implements 
incidental to the iron worker's calling. At first the regu- 
lar workmen numbered two, but the business developed 
so quickly that now there are some half a dozen forges 
at work, with several skilled mechanics and apprentices, 
while the staff also now includes an artist and a pho- 
tographer. 

The work of this curious factory soon attracted atten- 
tion on account of its excellence and artistic character. 
The King was the first to patronize it, by commissioning 
a lamp for the hall at Sandringham and a bracket for 
Shembourne Church, while recently a large gate has 
been manufactured at Thornham for the entrance to the 
grounds surrounding His Majesty's Norfolk home. 
Today the products of the Thornham factory have 
gained a widespread reputation. Now there are more 
orders in hand than the limited resources of the works 
will permit being accomplished as expeditiously as is 
desirable. At the residence of Sir Dighton Probyn, at 
Park House, Sandringham, may be seen a fine medieval- 
looking lamp made at the Thornham works, while at the 
entrance to the grounds of Somerset Beaumont's home 
at Wiseton, Bawtry, is a splendid specimen of the 
Thornham handicraft, in the form of a massive gate, 
fashioned after the Italian style. 

Mrs. Ames-Lynde does not confine her energies to the 
manufacture of gates and similar work entirely, but 
designs the repoussé work for table and other decora- 
tion. The designs are executed by hand throughout, 
and in some instances are of a very laborious descrip- 
tion. In the making of a gate, for instance. containing 
liberal floral designs, every petal has to be formed sepa- 
rately and then welded on. 

One of Mrs. Ames-Lynde’s greatest achievements was 
the fulfillment of an order given by the Royal. Commis- 
sion for the Royal Pavilion at the Paris Exhibition of 
1900. In this work the King himself evinced an intimate 
interest.

POMPEII. 

Pompeii is the cleanest city we have seen in Italy. It 
is swept and garnished; the pavements are as neatly 
kept as a Dutch kitchen, and there is no filth or dirt 
or smells in any of the houses. This is perhaps due to 
the fact that it has no inhabitants, but it is nevertheless 
a matter of surprise and satisfaction that any town in 
Italy should be clean. Pompeii is about fifteen miles 
from Naples, and can be reached by a carriage in about 
three hours or by rail in an hour. Most people go by 
rail, but the carriage drive is more interesting, because 
it takes you through a busy part of the city of Naples 
and a series of villages so close together that one cannot 
detect the boundary lines. The people along the route 
are all working in the streets, polishing and drilling 
coral for necklaces and other ornaments, carving in- 
taglios and canoes, making crnaments: of seashells and 
pieces of mother-of-pearl, and engaged in other and less 
delicate occupations, such as shoemaking, cabinet- 
making, washing and ironing, cooking, knitting and 
other forms of household work. The people of the tene- 
ments use the sidewalks for a kitchen as well as a din- 
ing-room and drawing-room, and there is a cluster of 
women around every doorway and a group of dirty chil- 
dren playing in every gutter, regardless of the unspeak- 
able filth and the smells which rise-to heaven. [Chicage 
Record-Herald. 


CONFISCATION IN MOROCCO. 

It is a custom in Morocco that all the property of an 
official reverts at death to the crown. The logic which 
leads to such a result is simple, for the government 
argues that all fortunes thus accumulated consist of 
moneys illegally retained by the authorities. A Gov- 
ernor when appointed is probably possessed of no con- 
siderable fortune. When he dies he may be a million- 
aire. Whence came this wealth? Squeezed most cer- 
tainly from the tribes under his authority, and therefore 
amassed only by the prerogatives of the position in 
which the Sultan had placed him. It has never struck 
the Moorish government that these great fortunes might 
more honorably be returned to the people from whom 


they were stolen. The result is entire confiscation to 
the crown, including often such private property as his 
Governor may have been pos-es*ed of before his appoint- 
ment. and not selom, too, of the property of his relatives. 


When the mighty fall in Morocco the crash brings 
down with them their families, even unclés and cousins 
and all connected with them, and it is not seldom that 
the sons of great Governors, who have been brought up 
in the luxury of slaves and horses and retinues of 
mounted men, have to go begg!ng in the streets. [Black 
woods Magazine. 


A NINETEENTH CENTURY MARTYR. 

A touching story of the early days of the mutiny is 
told of the Allahabad massacre. Seven cadets just out 
from England were murdered before they had time to 
join their regiments. The eighth, a boy of 16, was left 
for dead, but survived, in spite of horrible wounds, for 
four days, hiding himself in a ravine. On the fifth day 
he was discovered, dragged to the native lines and thrust 
into a hut as a prisoner. 

He found there a Christian catechist, who had been 
formerly a Mahometan, and who was being tortured by 
the Sepoys to make him renounce his faith. The cate- 
chist's courage had given way, but the gallant English 
lad—himself only 16 years of age—urged the unhappy 
catechist: Don't deny Christ! Never deny Christ!“ 
Neill reached Allahabad in time to rescue both catechist 
and ensign. But the ensign, Arthur Cheek, died of his

THE ITALIAN GIRL. 


HER BONDAGE AND LIPERTY—WHAT SHE READS 
AND HOW SHE MAKES LOVE. 


{Household Words:] The popular English notion of 
the Italian girl appears to be limited to the idea of a 
picturesque little creature in a short frock of brilliant 
colors, with a folded white handkerchief lying flat on 
her head. This person is as typical of the average 
Italian girl as the man in,the kilt is of the average 
Highlander. Only in the remoter country districts, on 
festival days, or among the artists’ models on the steps 
of the Piazza di Spagna, are Italian girls clad in this 
primitive costume to be found now. The ordinary Italian 
girl of today is hardly distinguishable from the English 
or American girl in the general character of her dress. 
Her physical type has no doubt points of difference. 
She is fuller in figure, and darker in complexion,. her 
eyes and eyelashes, as well as her hair, are blacker, and, 
except when she is partly of English or American blood 
(a frequent occurrence among the Italian aristocracy,) 
she is not usually so tall. The best types of Italian 
women are, certainly, no less beautiful than the best 
types of their foreign sisters, and among the examples 
of mixed Latin and Angl-Saxon races there are, undoubt- 
edly, to be found in Italy some of the very finest living 
specimens of female loveliness. 


The Poor Italian Girl. 


The education and training of the Italian girl differ 
in various respects from the education and training of 
a girl in England, in America, or even in France. If 
she is born of the humbler classes, the difference is not 
so noticeable. The little plazzas are her playground 
while she is a child, and when she is a girl in service 
she may walk bareheaded and unattended about the 
streets. In her early teens she spends her holidays at 
the osterias, outside the walls of the city, where she 
dances to the music of the mandolin with the young 
waiter from the restaurant, who is her devoted lover for 
the day. When she marries, she has children in quick 
succession, and grows old very rapidly. Thus the Ital- 
ian girl, in the humbler condition of life, has little to 
distinguish her from the girl born and brought up in the 
East End of London, who learns to dance to the tunes 
of the Italian organ in the blind alleys of Whitechapel 
or Clerkenwell, spends her August holidays with her 
coster boy on Hampstead Heath, and when she marries 
him becomes his slave. 


The Rich Italian Girl. 


The Italian girl born in a higher condition of life has 
an entirely different upbringing. She is probably bap- 
tized in the private chapel of the family palace, and 
nursed by one of the great wet nurses, in flaming frock 
and glittering head dress, who, if Italian mothers are 
to be believed, are the tyrants of nearly all Italian house- 
holds! Her earliest education is usually at the hands of 
an English governess, and at 10 or 11 she is sent to the 
convent school. The convent, frequently under.the di- 
rection of the Sisters of the Sacred Heart, may be either 
a day school or a boarding school, or both, but it is 
always strict in its discipline. If the child is a day 
scholar, an omnibus calls for her at 8:30 in the morning, 
and brings ber home at half-past four in the afternoon. 
If she is a boarder, she shares to some extent the or- 
dinary religious life of the Sisters, wearing her little 


white veil during the offices in church. The garden of | 


the convent is her playground, but once or twice a week 
she may be taken out with her fellow pupils to the pub- 
lic gardens of the city, such as the Borghese Gardens in 
Rome. 


The Reading of the Italian Girl, 


The young ladyhood of the Italian girl is no less 
strictly watched and strictly guarded. Having left 
school, she lives almost entirély within the parental 
palace, hardly ever sleeping outside of it except in the 
hot season, perhaps, when the family remove to their 
country villa. She may never stir out of doors into the 
public streets unaccompanied by her maid, and she may 
have no male friends or even cousinly correspondents. 
The reading is usually under the strictest maternal cen- 
sorship: novels are almost always denied to her; she 
may know nothing whatever of foreign fiction, and of 
contemporary Italian fiction she is forbidden to be even 
aware. She knows D Annunzio only by name, and, ex- 
cept in rare cases, she has not even read of the classical 
Italian story of Manzoni, “I Promessi Sposi.” News- 
papers are no less carefully kept out of her way, and, 
except in liberal families, she is not permitted to see the 
daily and weekly papers of her own country. Occa- 
sionally the English illustrated papers are allowed to 
her, but for the most part the “Lives of the Saints” and 
religious treatises of a like character comprise the li- 
brary of the Italian girl, who is brought up under the 
discipline of a strict Italian mother. 


The Love-Making of the Italian Girl. 


When the Italian girl becomes engaged, her love mak 
ing has to be conducted on principles consistent with the 
rigid discipline under which she has lived from her 
cradle upward. She may never meet her betrothed 
alone. Her mother, the governess, or some staid elderly 
member of the household, must always be present at her 
love scenes to play the thankless part of the duenna. 
Under no circumstances whatever must she walk or 
drive in the streets or the parks or the gardens with the 
man to whom she is engaged unattended by maid, fam- 
ily companion, or friend. If she were guilty of the in- 
discretion of walking with her lover alone, she would be 
said to be “courting like a cook.” Her marriage is fre- 
quently arranged for her by her friends, and it rarely 
originates in her own choice. Her opportunities for 
learning the character and disposition of the man who 
is to be her husband are few and limited, and her 
knowledge of other men is of the slightest. She rarely 
goes into society, and only once or twice a year is she | 
present at the great social functions of the court.

How the Italian Girl is Married. 


The Italian girl is married at least twice, and often 
three times. Owing to the conflict of church and state 
in Italy, and to the complications arising therefrom, 
the civil and religious marriages, which are covered by 
one ceremony in our country, are two distinct and inde- 
pendent functions in the peninsula. Therefore, the Ro- 
man girl is first married at the Capitol, and this, in the 
case of the highest nobility, is usually a ceremony con- 
ducted by the Mayor. Then she is married in church, 
or, perhaps, in the chapel of her father’s palace, and this 
service is, of course, conducted by an ecclesiastic. One 
day at least and sometimes two, three or four days, 
separate the marriages; but although the ctvil marriage 
is an absolute contract in the eyes of the law, the re- 
ligious sentiment is still so strong in Italy that no 
marriage would be considered complete, even by the 
most liberal society, without the religious ceremony. 
If the Italian girl is marrying a foreigner, a third mar- 
riage is sometimes considered necessary. This takes 
place at the embassy of the government to which the 
husband owes allegiance, and there the Ambassador 18 
usually the presiding functionary. 


After the Italian Girl Has Married. 


Such in general, and allowing for notable exceptions, 
is the customdry education and upbringing of the Ital- 
ian girl. The severity of her life, down to the moment 
of her marriage, could hardly be greater if she were a 
cloistered nun. But from the day her marriage vows 
are taken her condition in the world is entirely changed. 


She is free to go where she will and see whom she 
pleases, and, speaking generally, she takes advantage 
of her freedom. She surrounds herself by many friends, 
and her house is often the rendezvous of numerous 
young bachelors. She reads the novels of D’ Annunzio, 
and the latest yellow-backed book from Paris. She 
speedily makes up for her lost time, and her amusements 
become many and various. Whatever else may be said 
of her, she cannot be described as a hypocrite, and 
within a year of her emancipation the liberality of her 
speech would sometimes surprise an English woman. 
That is a natural sequel to so rigid an upbringing, and 
so swift a liberation from its thraldon. The Italian 
girl, now the Italian wife, frequently finds herself, be- 
fore she is fully aware of danger, in a difficult and 
perilous position. Disasters are not unknown in the so- 
cial world of the Italian fashionable woman, and who 


shall say they are not due in part to the serious faults 
of her education?

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LAND GRANT SOLD. 

LORD THURLOW TAKES HOLD. 

PRESCOTT (Ariz.) March 20.—The 
Luis Maria Baca land grant, in North- 
western Yavapai county, has been sold 
by Dr. E. B. Perrin to an English com- 
pany headed by Lord Thuriow, for- 
merly secretary of the English embassy 
in Washington. He and Baron Von 
Rosenburg. a civil engineer of some 
repute, are on the grant plotting exten- 
tive works of improverrent and devel- 
opment. The grant is twelve and one- 
half miles square, and it lies immedi- 


camp, and though inadequately pros- 
pected, is believed to contain many 
valuable mineral ledges. Some por- 
tions of it are covered with a heavy 
growth of juniper, and the entire ex- 
panse is available for grazing. The 
purchasing corporation will fence and 
crogs-fence the entire tract, and will 
stock it wholly with sheep.

“Our name ought to go to every- 
Body's heart,” said Mrs. A. C. Packard, 
the superintendent, to a a Sun reporter. 
“Girls under 14 make up our meniber- 
ship, some of them 6 and 7 years old. 

“Upon these devolves the care of two 
or three babies, while their mother is 
out at work, and often of a neighbor's 
child, too. They are the little mothers, 
and they have had almost no childhood 
themselves.“ 

When the association bought the 
great house called the old “Canada” 
place, for $30,000, the officers chose it 
partly on account of its location and 
Hartly because it is beautiful. Nearly 
all homes of philanthropic effort, they 
argued, lack the dignity and atmos- 
phere which are powerful allies to 
actual effort. 

The huge drawing-room, the music- 
room back of it, and the library at the 
Fear, connected by great carved aro- 
Ways and Aiding glass doors; the enor- 
mou mirrors and chandeliers and the 
handsome velvet portieres sold with the 
house did not, they thought, make the 
“Canada” e unsultable for their 
purpose. from that; it enabled 
them to prove that the children of the 
tenements are peculiarly sensitive to 
their surroundings, and to turn that 
eensitiveness to good account. 

“We have wonderfully proved our be- 
fief in what would be the influence of 
the house, said Mrs. Packard. The 
children were happy at first just to 
walk through the rooms. Gradually, 
when it was necessary, we let them use 
the drawing-room for their sewing 


“It Is strange, indeed, to see the lit- 
tle pinched faces and plain gingham 
gowns working soberly on coarse gar- 
ments in the rooms whose walis look 
ready to welcome at any moment a line 
of the brilliant guests wrom they used 
to shelter. But I doubt if the mirrors, 
reflecting velvet-gowned and jeweled 
women in the old days, were ever filled 
with such happy faces as on the nights 
when the mothers of the little mothers, 
shawled, slip in and sit 
breathless through an entertainment 
by their children. 

“The persona! pride of the children in 
the place is not only pride in their 
home; but pride because it is a beautl- 
ful home. Sometimes I enter the draw- 
ing- room suddenly and find a little gir! 
stepping delicately about with a dust 
cloth, lovingly touching the marble of 
the mantel or the gilt frames of the 
giass. They steal in unbidden to this 
task, and it is recreation to them. 

“J never recall without tears the joy 
they had in the purchase of the house. 
We had outgrown the Stuyvesant street 

and the floors on Third avenue, 
and the whole house in Twenty-first 
street, and the classes were sadly 
for room. After we bought 
the house one of the little mothers 
ame to a temperance meeting with a 
newspaper in her hand. 

„Girls,“ sae said, ‘now we're rich. 
We've bought a house.’ 

I said: ‘Is it true, we have bought 
a house? Well, then, we're very poor, 

use we've got to pay for it.’ 

“So I put up a box on the wall for 
their pennies, to go toward the new 
house, and in an incredibly short time 
they had saved $15—these children who 
Dave nothing. 

„This is our house,’ they tell visit- 
ors now. We helped pay for this 


“Indeed, they did help, with cents and 
mith tears. One bitterly cold day, 
while the box was yet unfilled, two lit- 
tle girle came, bringing their tiny 


her. 
„Baby would come,’ they said; “he 
has a penny for the box.’ 

“Bo they stood him on a chair, and 
he dropped in the cent, and Lizzie, the 
Sister who had earned it, turned her 
wistful face to me, the tears kept 
bravely back, as she said: 

„Wen, it'll help buy the house, 
whichever one puts it in.’ 

“J believe the love and reverence 
those children have for their home is a 
great deal owing to their delight in its 
real beauty. If we let them in here for 
@ day we influence them. It is not only 
another world in spirit, but to them it 
és another visible world. 

“Briefly, our aim is simply to take 
are of these little giris who are en- 
trusted with the duties of mothers be- 
fore they can speak plainly: to consti- 
tute outselves a day nursery for their 
baby charges so that they themselves 
may go to school; and then, when 
School is over, to welcome them home 
to bread and milk, and two hours of 
class work in cooking and sewing, and 
general housework. 

“The lessons in personal cleanliness, 
fn care of clothing, and in morals, the 
loaning of books, the mother's club, 
the sheltering of those turned out of 
Goors at night by drunken parents, the 
summer outings for them all, and the 
daily care and amusement of the babies 
brought from dark tehements to our 
geunny nursery. clothed in clean ging- 
ham and taught their letters—these are 
geome of the things we try to carry on. 
The life of a little mother is the essence 
ef sadness of the entire tenement- 
house district. 

“At half past five o’clock they come 
here mornings, and sit on the steps 
and on the lions on either side of the 
door, waiting patiently to get in. The 
home opens at 8 o'clock. 

“By that time we have from a 
dozen to twenty little women, carrying 
one-year and two-year-old baby broth- 
ers and sisters, all waiting for their 
breakfasts. We let them in and feed 
them, and send the babies up to the 
nursery where there is a wonderiand of 
toys, such as most of them never 
dreamed of. Then for a little while we 
mother the little mothers. 

“Every one of them has successfully 
to pass inspection before she can go 
to school, and their markings for both 
appearance and conduct mean money 
to them. Their markings earn their 
clothing. 

“When we look over a little mother 
and find her hair brushed and neatly 
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| shoes, then she gets eight marks. Fight 
is the highest number she can get in 
one day. Deductions are made for any 
defect in cleanliness or tidiness. 

“They are taught to count their 
marks as they would pennies, for we 
give the marks definite purchasing 
power. Eight marks will buy a hand- 
chief; twenty-four will buy a waist; 
forty-eight will buy @ petticoat; and 
seventy-eight will buy an entire dress. 
This system preserves their independ- 
ence and wonderfully improves their 
pereonal appearance and their deport- 
men 

“One of their traits is their wonder- 
ful unselfishness. Often when twenty- 
four or forty-eight marks have been 
patiently won and entitle the little 
holder to a new waist or skirt, I have 
seen her go out in the ragged dress 
she wore when she came in, but car- 
rying a warm flannel! skirt for baby, or 
shoes and stockings for the little sis- 
ter at home. 

“While we are givi them summer 
outings this spirit is manifested nearly 
every day. ‘Oh, yes'’m,’ said one of the 
little girle as we were starting on a 
day's trip last summer, ‘we're poor, but 
I know somebody poorer.” And she 
darted off and returned presently with 
a forlorn little thing whom she tucked 
in her place in the line. 

“Another time when we were leaving 
a little girl ran after us and said: ‘Oh, 
I've got this afternoon off and it will 
be my last chance to go. Can't you 
take me” 

“We can only take a certain num- 
ber, but I said: ‘Is any one willing to 
give up her place to Millie” And 
there, with gur lunch baskets all 
packed and the sun shining, seven 
stepped instantly out of the line!” 

The two hours between school and 
dinner time are busy ones at the home. 
Down in the basement a tableful are 
happy over the cooking lesson. They 
are taught to make simple, wholesome 
dishes, whose preparation by the chil- 
dren at home has revolytionised many 
an East Side dinner table. They are 
also taught to put together garments 
which shall bear more than a sem- 
blance of fitting. 

Against e drunken and  shiftiess 
among the fathers and mothers the as- 
sociation does it best to protect its lit- 
tle mother members. en late at 
night the doors are opened to admit a 
tired little girl, who comes demanding 
admittance, and to the question with 
which she is met there is always one 
answer: 

“Father and mother are both drunk. 
They turned me out.” 

There are on the third floor of the 
big house thirteen tidy white rooms, 
always ready with fresh linen for those 
who come up out of the dark streets 
from the darker homes they have been 
forced to leave. 

They are harbored until morning. 
Before breakfast they creep back to 
their homes for the small charges, to 
whose care they are absolutely loyal. 
After breakfast, they spend the day 
in the usual inspection and schoo! and 
afternoon classes. and then they go 
quietly home as if the night before had 
not happened. But often they return 
for shelter, with the news that “they 
ain't over it yet.”

Miss Emma Scott, sis- 
ter of the wife of Atty.-Gen. John 
Sheets of Ohio, proves to be living, 
though her friends have mourned her 
as dead since November.

NORMOUS POCKET 
OF ALMOST PURE GOLD. 


Great Secrecy is Maintained at

STOCKTON, March 22.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A report has reached this 
city of a big strike said to have been 
made on the mother lode. It was in the 
famous Jumper mine that 4 pocket of 
almost pure gold was uncovered Friday, 
and while every effort has been made 
to keep the matter quiet, it leaked out 
and is now the talk of the mining dis- 
trict. It is claimed that almost 81.000, 
000 has been taken out,or is in sight. 

The Jumper has always been a pe- 
culilar mine. and one that has defied all 
laws of mining. There is a vein of free 
milling ore, which the men work on all 
of the time, but every few months a 
large pocket is uncovered. Two or three 
of these large caches of gold have 
been taken out before, but the one just 
found exceeds anything of the kind 
ever reported.

CONGRESSMAN METCALF’S NAME 
UNDER CONSIDERATION.

President Said to Have Him in Mind 
for Secretary of the Interior—Cali- 
fornia Senators Backing Horace Davis 

for the Position. 


tr DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, March 22.—({Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] After casting about 
for some time for Cabinet material 
from the Pacific Coast, the President 
has hit upon one name that meets more 
general approval than any other that 
has been mentioned. That is the name 
of Hon, Victor H. Metcalf of Oakland, 
now Representative Congress. 

How much consideration the President 
has given to Mr. Metcalf's name is one 
of those secrets of Cabinet making that 
is never divulged to the public until the 
thing is all settled one way or the 
Roosevelt has men- 
tioned Mr. Metcalf in connection with 
the Cabinet and asked questions about 
him is known, and that he received 4 
very favorable report is also known. 

Mr. Metcalf himself said today that 
he had never heard a single word about 
the possibility of his being invited into 
the Cabinet, and of course that state- 
ment made it unnecessary for Mr. Met- 
calf to say what is weill known here, 
that he is not seeking promotion for 
himself, and is at the present time 
a candidate for no position except for 
renomination for Congress, 

Mr. Metcalf did not say whether he 
would accept a Cabinet place if it were 
offered him, excusing himself from 
making any statement whatever by de- 
claring that he could not talk intelli- 
gentiy about a thing that he had never 
heard about. 

Among members of the California 
delegation the news that Mr. Metcalfe 
was being suggested for Cabinet tim- 
ber was greeted with delight, and 
there is no question that if he becomes 
a factor in Cabinet-making, he will 
receive the unanimous support of the 
delegation. 

Both Senators, however, are now 
more or less committed to Horace 
Davis of San Francisco, although they 
have not endorsed him formally. Mr. 
Davis will probably seek no endorse- 
ment, for two reasons: He is not par- 
ticularly anxious for the position, and 
the President probably will not ask 
him to take the place on account of 
his having reached the evening of life, 
where men lessen rather than increase 
their activities. Mr. Roosevelt, is look- 
ing for younger, more active men, who 
can keep pace with his own enormous 
capacity for work. Mr. Metcalf is 
just the type of man that Mr. Roose- 
velt has chosen for Secretary of the 
Navy; in fact, Moody and Metcalt 
are great chums. The next Cabinet 
change will be in the Interior Depart- 
ment, and for that place there is needed 
a lawyer, which Mr. Metcalf 1s.

GREAT WAR 
MAY COME. 


Conditions in Far East 
Threaten It. 


— 


Japan Can Set Fire to 
the Gunpowder. 


Interesting Comment on the 
Recent Declaration of 
France and Russia. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, March 22.—(Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun's London corre- 
spondent says widely different views 
are being taken throughout Burope of 
the Franco-Russian declaration in re- 
gard to the Anglo-Japanese alliance. 
The easiest and simplest interpretation 
of the declaration is that it is an in- 
dorsement of the principles on which 
the Anglo-Japanese treaty was based, 
and that it furnishes an additional 
guarantee of peace. This apparently 
pacific utterance contains, however, an 
announcement which arouses grave ap- 
prehensions in England. These fears 
find clear expression in a serious ar- 
ticle in today’s Spectator, which says: 
“The sting of the Russo-French com- 
munique is in the tailing; the last 
clause runs: ‘Nevertheless, they them- 
selves being also obliged to take into 
consideration eventual aggressive ac- 
tion on the part of a third power, or of 
fresh troubles in China, jeopardizing 
the integrity and free development of 
that power, and becoming a menace to 
their own interests, the two allied gov- 
ernments reserve it to themselves to 
consider in such case the means of as- 
suring their protection.’ 

“This, obviously, can mean only one 
thing. The third power whose possibly 
aggressive action is contemplated is, 
of course, Japan. In other words, we 
are warned that if Japan, from any 
cause, gets involved in hostilities the 
war will be with two powers—that is, 
Russia and France. If it comes to war 
it will be a two-power war contem- 
plated by treaty. In other words, 
the Ruseo-French declaration finally 
and entirely disposes of fond illusions 
which have been entertained so widely 
here that, in spite of the alliance with 
Japan, there is little danger of our be- 
ing involved in dangerous complica- 
tions. It has been urged that even if 
Japan got into war with Russia that it 


to help her, and so bring England into 
the mélee, and, therefore, as true 
friends, they intended to stand aside. 
“The Russo- Franco declaration puts 
an absolute stop to all of this. It is 
a clear notice that there can be no 
single-power war in the Far East. 
We said, when the alliance was first an- 
nounced, we must make up our minds 
to the alliance bringing with it possibly 
a war with France, and we pointed out 
how that alliance left our foreign pol- 
icy to the mercy of Japan. Japan 
might and probably would prove mer- 
ciful, for Japan is governed by pru- 
dent, astute statesmen, but that could 
not alter the fact that we have placed 
our foreign relations not merely in the 
Far East, but our foreign relations in 
regard to Russia and France, gener- 
ally, at the Mercy of Japan, 

We may disguise the fact by diplo- 
matic sophistries, and we may refuse 
to recognize the fact, but the fact re- 
mains that we and Japan have our- 
selves ranged opposite to Russia and 
France, and that our interests may 
plunge us into a war which will be 
fought in the channel and Baltic, We 
do not, of course, suggest that the 
risk of War must never be run if vital 
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but we do think that such risks require 
grave thought and consideration.” 
This pessimistic opinion finds echoes 
on the continent. Thus the Cologne 
Gazette yesterday asserted that Rus- 
sia and England were strenuously en- 
deavoring to draw the United States 
to the side that they respectively rep- 
resent in the conflict. The fact is that 
America’s position in the present sit- 
uation is an absolutely commanding 
one. France is completely committed 
to Russia, in the event of hostilities 
from any cause. Russia finds herself 
forced to decide definitely whether 


she will abandon her plans in Man- 


churia and the Far East, generally, or 
force them to fruition. If the latter, 
she must act quickly, while England is 
still engaged in South Africa and Ire- 
land is seriously seditious. 

One point must be settled before tt 
is possible to make any decision that 
will lead to war. What will America 
do in the event of war?

VANCOUVER, March 22.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.} Oriental advices today by 
steamer say that a series of magnifi- 
cent ruins of Chinese and Mongolian 
origin about 800 years old, have been 
discovered by Dr. Sven Hedin, Thibe- 
tan explorer. 

Dr. Hedin lately arrived -in Madras, 
India, after two and a half years’ travel 
through Thibet, and told an interesting 
tale of discovery of ancient civiliza- 
tion. Making his headquarters eat Lob 
Nor, he rummaged in all directions, and 
the discovery of these ancient cities 
will throw a new light op questions af- 
fecting the distribution of various hu- 
man races and the migratory move- 
ments of Asiatic people, and also upon 
physical geography. This is the value 
set by Dr. Hedin himself upon his dis- 
coveries. He was bound by promises 
to publishers, and could not give all 
the details of his find. 

He went through the whole of the 
northern and central portions of East- 
ern Thibet, traveled through Western 
China, and through a totally unkriown 
part of the great desert of Gobi. He 
obtained a big collection at Ladakh of 
extraordinary sculptures, and ex 
tremely rare Chinese and Thibetan 
manuscripts, unéarthed from ruins by 
himself. Hedin had a unique series of 
adventures and brought back 4009 pho- 
tographs and a great number of 
sketches. Four of his men died from 
fatigue and privation. Some of the 
Thibet pasees he had to go over were 
20,000 feet above the sea level.

People gener - 
ally pose in this country that there 
are no laboring organizations in China. 
that the working Chinaman takes what 
he can get and holds his job at the 
mercy of his employer. y 

This is a mistake. In at least some 
of the Chinese cities laborers have bet- 
ter o izations than in any other 
part of the world. The city of Foo- 
Chow has more trades unions then any 
city in the United States, and the 
discipline is better. The fact is that 
the unions practically control the busi- 
ness of the town. Foo-Chow is bigger 
than Boston, and is the labor center of 
China. Round about the city all kinds 
of silks and 4atins and cotton goods 
are manufactured. There are 100,000 
people in and about Foo-Chow en- 
gaged in the manufacture of embrpid- 
ery. There is also a great fur busi- 
ness. Tens of thousands of workmen 
are employed in making fans. Alto- 
@ether, there are 350 trades, and 
nearly every trade has its union. 

Every once In awhile these unions go 
on a strike, and when they do, they 
make it mighty lively for the employ- 
ers. Some years ago the Gold Baaters’ 
Union went on a strike, and decided 
that they would take it out on the boss. 
The gold-leaf capitalists had taken 
more apprentices than the rules of the 
union allowed. This was the cause of 
the strike. They consulted lawyers and 
found that there was no law in China 
to punish a workman for biting an em- 
ployer. The next mor 123 of them 
waited for the boss, and as he came 
in, each one took a bite out of him. 
In about ten minutes they had him 
chewed down to the size of a soup 
bone. He died, and the strikers went 
unpuntshed.—(Topeka Merchants’ Jour-

AISED WITH A RUSH 
IS HOTEL BONUS. 


— — 


TEN THOUSAND DOLLARS IN TWO. 
HOURS IN RIVERSIDE. 


Large Amount Will Be Expended on 
Casa Palma Property—College Busi- 
ness Block Sold—Colored Voters Or- 
ganize Republican Club. 


RIVERSIDE, March 22.—The $25,000 
bonus for George N. Reynolds's new 
hotel is being raised with a rush. A 
committee consisting of George E. Bit- 
tinger, H. T. Hays, W. G. Fraser, 8. 
C. Evans and H. B. Chase, represent- 
ing the banks, réal estate and water in- 
terests of the valley, secured $10,000 in 
two hours today, and the full amount 
of the bonus desired is assured. The 
price paid by Mr. Reynolds for the 
Casa Palma Hotel property approxi- 
mates $35,000. 

It is proposed to expend from $50,000 
to $75,000, enlarging and improving the 
hotel and on furnishings. The front 
will be entirely rebuilt, transforming it 
into the Mission style of architecture. 
The Ninth-street wing will be extended 
to the alley, and a new wing built on 
the alley. A basement will be con- 
structed, where will be located the 
heating apparatus and elevator shaft. 
The whole interior of the hotel will be 
remodeled. There will be from thirty- 
five to forty suites, with baths, and 
over a hundred sleeping rooms. In- 
closed by the wings will be a court, 
which will be made attractive with 
tropical plants, and flowers. 

Thus is solved the problem of a mod- 
ern tourist hotel, something Riversid- 
ers have long been pleading for, but 
which would never have materialized 
as long as one man held a monopoly of 
the business, had not Mr. Reynolds 
taken up the matter, solely out of pub- 
lic spirit.

AYOR JONES PLEADS 
WITH UNION MEN. 


Once hear Samuel M. Jones talk and 
it is easy to understand why the plain 
and modest little Mayor of Toledo, O., 
is nationally famous as “Golden Rule 


Jones. 
The chilly atmosphere and hard 
benches Hazard's Pavilion did nu 


cause one person in the audience of 1500 
to leave during the hour that Mayor 
Jones spoke, so rapt was the attention 
held and so deep the interest and en- 
thusiasm aroused. The meeting had 
been postponed me week on account of 
the Mayor's iliness, and his thin face 
and frequent cough show he is tin 
far from a well man. 

The only untoward incident of the 
evening was a typically-rabid union 
speech by Editor Rogers, who wanted 
it distinctly understood that the meet- 
ing was under the auspices of the 
Council of Labor. The audience con- 
tained many union workingmen, but 
outside of the violent utterancts of 
Rogers, unionism was scarcely men- 
tioned. Mayor Jones referred to it but 
once, jokingly, and his speech was pe- 
cullarly appropriate for union cars It 
was a sermon pointing to high ideals 
for the individual and for the nation; 
urging honesty, kindness, tolerance, 
forgiveness and regard for the rights of 
others; condemning brutality § selfish- 
ness, greed, revenge and punishment; 
and recommending the Golden Rule“ 
as the law by which to guide our daliy 
lives. 

Mayor Jones is not an orator; his 
power is in his earnestness and sincer- 
ity. His speech was interspersed with 
numerous appropriate gems of poesy, 
inimitably recited, and all of hem 
lending pathos to his word-pictures of 
the sad phases of our modern civiliza- 
tien. He did not denounce the preda- 
tory, or idle rich, but pitied them, and 
the world for its loss of their great pos- 
sible usefulness. He believes the 
“Golden Rule furnishes a acientific 
method of dealing with his fellowmen. 
After repeating a little rhyme en- 
titied “Be Glad You're Poor,” written 
by a wage-slave of a newspaper man 
in Toledo, the speaker said: 

learn by the ‘Golden Rule’ that the 
best things in this world can't de 
bought; you can't buy happiness, you 
can't buy health, nor education. If 
you're rich you can drive about in rub- 
ber-tired carriages, eat twelve-course 
dinners and all that, but suddenly of 
you go with a stroke of apoplexy. 
The poor man is to be envied; he works 
his eight hours a day, keeps his circu- 
lation good, and enjoys his food and 
sleep without a care of mind of con- 
science. We must disabuse ourselves of 
this idea that the rich are all right 
and we are all wrong. 

“The idle rich present just as pathetic 
a spectacle as the loafer, the bum or 
the tramp. Both classes represent lost 
souls and both are tes on 0 
ciety, because they live by the labor 
of others. There is no real wealth but 
human life, and the capacity for ro- 
ducing useful and beautiful things for 
the progress and up|ifting of the worid. 
The most important thing in education 
is to know how to work. Many ieh 
children are denied the great privilege 
of work.” 

Mayor Jones declared himself as op- 
posed to punishment and in favor of 
restraint, only. He said no offender l. ad 
ever been uplifted by punishment and 
told pathetic stories of the seamy side 
cf Ute in the big cities. At the close of 
his address, Mayor Jones was given 
an ovation.
